Gentlemen , 


H  E  N  a  Phyfician,  eminent  for  advifirig  few  Medicines? 
to  his  Patients,  was  barbaroufly  inliilted  in  a  Publick 
Houle,  by  an  Apothecary  .*  You  will  not  be  ferpriz ’d, 
that  we  the  Dilpenfarians,  the  Reformers  of  the  molt 
corrupt  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick,  are  alpers’d  in  all  the  Pri¬ 
vate  Families  by  the  Apothecaries  (who  are  undone  by 
the  numberlels  -Empiricks,  and  the  other  Dealers  in  Me¬ 
dicines)  with  the  moft  Virulent  Calumnies :  When  we  oppole  the  Modern  Impoftures 
of  dividing  the  °  jmedies  into  very  little  Doles,  to  be  paid  for  at  fifty  or  an  hundred 
times  above  the  real  Value;  and  to  lupport  the  finking  Trade,  ten  times  too  many 
are,  and  'muft  be  put  off  in  the  greateft  part  of  the  Dileafes.  When  we  inform  the 
Publick,  that  they  are  vilely  prepar’d  in  many  the  molt  Eminent  Shops,  and  conle- 
quently  in  all  the  other  :  When  we  affert  and  prove,  That  the  moft  Generous  Me* 
dicines,  which  will  moft  efficacioully  cure  the  Acute  Dileafes,  and  more  fpeedily  o- 
vercome  the  Chronical,  are  banifh’d  out  of  r]  Englifh  Pradftice,  and  hot  now 
known  and  us’d  by  the  moft  Eminent  Phyficians.  vVe  cannot  plead  this  moft  weigh¬ 
ty  Caule,  before  more  able  Judges,  than  the  Governors  of  St.  Bartholomew  s  Holpi- 
tal  ;  when  your  voluntary  Alfociation,  your  munificent  Charity  to  it,  your  Obfervati- 
ons  of  the  T reatment  of  the  Sick  and  Maim’d,  with  your  Medicines  as  good  and  as  dear 
as  thole  of  the  Private  Houles,  render  you  moft  dispos’d  and  prepar’d  to  make  the  moft 
unerring  Judgment.  You  will  oblerve,  That  the  Remedy,  which  fhalllave-  the  People, 
muft  be  fatal  to  the  Apothecaries,  in  great  Numbers  filling  all  the  gtreets,  and  (till 
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going  on  to  increafe  by  two  or  three  Apprentices  each,  to  the  mod  extravagant  Dif* 
proportion  of  the  Dealers  to  their  Tick  Cuftomers.  You  will  confcfs,  That  the  oppreF 
five  Rates  of  the  Dofes,  in  many  ioo  times  above  the  (confeft  by  themfeHes)  Values 
of  the  Quantities,  muft  break  the  Poor,  and  make  the  greateft  Depredations  on  your 
(elves,  and  the  Gentry,  but  that  the  Impious  Violence  of  forcing  the  large  Numbers 
of  them  on  all  Difeafes,  muft  hazard  Life  in  all  the  Difficult,  and  deftroy  it  in  the 
moll  Dangerous,  which  demand  the  moft  wary  Cautions  of  exhibiting  them.  When 
you  (hall  reflect,  That  the  Apothecaries  are  many  Days  tampering  with  the  moft  fe- 
vere  Difeafes,  and  the  Phyficians  are  call’d  in  the  Confufions  of  the  deadly  Symp¬ 
toms,  and  are  compelled  to  write  only  the  Vulgar  Remedies,  and  the  collufive  Num¬ 
bers  of  them,  for  the  Payment  of  the  Apothecaries  Attendance,  that  the  Art  of  Phy- 
fick  muft  be  loft,  that  the  expert  Knowledge  of  Difeafes  cannot  be  acquir’d  }  and  the 
Ufes  of  the  moft  Generous  Remedies,  muft  be  unknown.  That  our  Phyficians  are 
now  ignorant  of  all  Difeafes,  and  the  beft  Medicines  (as  well  as  the  Surgeons,  whofe 
Circumftances  are  the  fame)  has  been  reprefented  to  the  Publick,  by  the  moft  folemn 
Publication  of  the  College  :  It  was  afferted  in  the  greateft  Affembiy  of  the  Nation, 
That  the  Englifh  Phyficians  do  not  underftand  either  Difeafes,  or  the  Medicines ; 
That  they  are  Idle,  and  Debauch’d,  and  rudely  Infolent,  to  cover  their  want  of  Learn¬ 
ing,  both  of  the  Language,  the  great  Precepts  of  the  Art  are  deliver’d  in  ;  and  of  the 
juft  Obfervations  of  the  Natures  and  Difference  of  Difeafes ;  and  of  the  Vertues,  and 
Preparations  of  the  Medicines.  And  it  is  the  Voice  of  the  People,  That  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  take  up  their  ways  of  Practice  from  the  Phyficiati’s  Bills,  and  the  Succefs,  or  ra¬ 
ther  the  fortunate  Efcapes  of  the  Patients  in  Diftempers  of  no  Danger.  How  great 
therefore  fhall  be  the  Calamities  of  all  the  Englifh  in  Sicknefs,  from  the  Impofturesof 
the  dear  and  numberlefs  Doles,  forc’d  on  the  Poor,  and  Wealthy ;  and  the  neceflary 
Ravage  on  the  Life  of  the  Community,  from  the  Combinations,  and  Ignorance  of  the 
Phyficians,  and  the  Apothecaries  Quackings  rais’d  and  eftablifh’d  by  it,  in  defiance  to 
the  Laws,  and  the  (acred  Obligations,  which  oblige  them  to  preferve  the  Publick,  and 
their  Profeflion. 

We  cannot.  Gentlemen ,  at  the  prefent,  appeal  to  more  competent  and  unbyafi'd 
Judges,  than  you,  and  our  other  Famous  Hofpitals.  But  we  are  allow’d  by  the  Law 
of  Nature,  and  our  own,  and  crave  your  leave  to  make  our  Exceptions  to  the  Phyfi¬ 
cians  and  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries  of  your  Society,  brought  in  with  the  Defign  to 
oppofe  the  moft  neceffary  Reformation  of  the  corrupt  Practice,  unknown  and  publickly 
prohibited  in  all  the  other  Governments  of  Europe.  We  muft  expedl  the  fame  Outra¬ 
ges  from  them,  which  the  famous  Dr  .Goddard,  Dr.  Bates ,  Dr.  Merret,  Dr.  Sydenham^ 
&c.  fufter’d,  when  they  were  endeavouring  to  refcue  the  Publick  from  the  Pernicious 
Engagements  of  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  with  the  Apothecaries. 

You  will  not  be  afham’d  to  unite  with  us,  when  you  fhall  reflect,  That  we  are  the 
Magiftrates  appointed  by  our  Laws  ;  and  that  it  is  not  in  the  Power  of  the  Government 
to  preferve  the  Life  of  the  Subject  without  our  Service  and  Concurrence,  as  it  muft 
receive  the  Remonftrances  and  Councils  of  the  Officers  of  the  Fleet  and  Army.  As 
when  the  Triumphant  Statue  of  Her  Majefty  (hall  be  erected  on  a  Jofty  Pillar,  grea¬ 
ter  than  the  Life,  that  the  Eyes  of  the  Spectators,  may,  at  a  diftance,  view  the  Royal 
Lines  of  the  greateft  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs;  will  you  pleafe  to  receive  the  Draught 
of  the  great  Defign  the  College  has  never  fail’d  at  all  times  to  purfiie  ?  The  Crown 
cannot  beftow  any  greater  Blefling,  than  the  Security  againft  the  Impoftures  of  the 
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Pricesof  Medicines,  the  Prote&ion  againft  the  corruptand  ^phiftlcated :  The  Extir¬ 
pation  of  the  daring  and  infolent  Quackery  of  the  Apothecaries,  and  the  other  nume¬ 
rous  Diftinclions  •  and  the  greateft  Improvement  of  the  Sincerity  and  Learning  of  the 
moft  neceflary  Profeihon  in  the  World.  As  the  mod  fublime  Poets  have  aflum’d  to 
themfelves  an  immortal  Name  in  their  own  Works ;  we,  the  Difpenfarians,  will  pre- 
fume,  that  our  Charity  may  he  compar’d  with  the  admir’d  Munificence  of  Her  Muje- 
fty,  to  the  Inferior  Clergy  :  We  give  all  the  Clergy  our  Relief  againft  the  now  Infa¬ 
mous  Bills  of  Medicines,  which  invade  their  Support  in  an  equal  or  larger  Proportion ; 
and  all  the  Servants,  and  the  Induftrious  Manufacturers,  are  preferv’d  by  us  from  the 
Devaluations,  which  confume  in  one  Sicknefs,  the  Labours  and  Earnings  of  many 
Years.  Are  the  famous  Victories  of  Blenheim ,  Ram  cities  and  Turin,  now  the  hourly 
Conversation,  which  have  repell’d  an  Infatiable  Enemy,  which  give  the  Profpect  of  a 
lafting  Peace  ?  The  Difpenfarians,  by  fubduing  the  Modern  ldlenefs  of  the  Phyficians 
will  acquire  the  Learning  to  the  Profeihon,  (the  Profeffors  of  our  Univerfities  giving 
no  Intrusions,  nor  the  neceflary  Examples  to  note  and  avoid  the  infinite  Hazards  in 
the  Application  of  Remedies )  the  accurate  Knowledge  of  Difeafe  and  Medicines,  will 
conquer  our  mod  dreaded,  and  moft  cruel  Enemies,  Pains,  Difeafes,  and  Death.  Is 
it  the  mot  llluftrious  part  of  the  Hiflories  of  Emperors  and  Kings,  that  they  have 
with  the  greateft  Magnificence,  erected  Univerfities,  and  endow’d  the  Profeffors  of 
the  Sciences  ?  We  will  prefume  to  reftore  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  the  Uni- 
verfity  of  Phyfick,  and  retreive  to  our  two  famous  Univerfities  the  fecond  Faculty, 
which  has  been  betray’d  and  deliver’d  up  to  the  Apothecaries  Invafion,  by  the  impu¬ 
dent  Banters  and  Reproaches  of  one  part,  by  the  treacherous  Defertion  of  the  Anti* 
Difpenfarians,  to  the  Service  of  the  Apothecaries,  by  concealing  and  juftifying  the  fa¬ 
tal  Errors  of  their  Advice,  and  fighting  under  their  Colours  againft  all  the  juft  and 
neceflary  Merhods  to  prtferve  the  Profeifion  and  the  Life  of  the  Subjects.  Are  the 
Clergy  and  the  Society  of  the  Reformation  of  Manners ,  vigilant  to  detedf  and  punifh 
the  immoralities  of  the  moft  corrupt  Nation  on  the  Earth?  We  have  made  the  Magi- 
ftrates,  and  the  other  Gentry  (for  in  this  Cafe  All  are  Principals)  to  confefs  the  moft: 
enormous  Crimes  they  are  guilty  of,  fiiffering  the  Poor  to  be  crufh’d  to  Mifery,  and 
feeing  the  Life  of  all  the  Ranks  affaulted  and  murtber’d  by  Pretenders,  never  exar 
min’d  and  approv’d,  and  the  violent  Deaths  frequently  reported.  Is  the  Prefervationof 
Life,  the  merciful  Pardon  of  the  Condemn’d,  the  moft  God-like  Prerogative  of  Prin¬ 
ces  ?  The  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility  and  People  cannot  live  but  by  our  Care,  de- 
tedling  and  curing  the  ignorant,  and  vitious  Pra&ice,  which  muft  from  the  general 
ufage,  enter  into  the  Royal  Chamber.  Is  the  Publick  Spirit,  all  Regard  to  the  Profpe- 
rity  of  the  Society  extindi,  and  many  Efforts  lately  made  by  our  Kings,  and  the  Cler¬ 
gy,  to  revive  it?  The  Difpenfarians  make  their  Claim  to  the  greateft  Honours, 
(whole  Foundation  is,  and  can  only  be  from  doing  the  greateft  Good  to  the  Commu¬ 
nity,)  whole  Zeal  and  Courage  has  ftood  the  Shocks  of  the  moft  violent  Oppofitions  ot 
their  Enemies  of  the  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  and  the  People  impos’d  on 
and  deluded  by  them. 

The  Dilpenlarians  have, in  many  Dilcourfes, expos’d  the  Folly  of  the  Englifl:, and  the 
grievous  Punifhments  inflidled  on  them,  by  their  Apothecaries  Bills,  and  the  more  fe-  ' 
vere  Sufferings  in  the  lofs  of  Life,  when  their  Apothecary  excludes  the  Phyficians  and 
Surgeons,  and  undertakes  to  do  all  himlelf ,  till  he  and  Life  come  at  once  to  aftand. 
The  more  difcerning  Gentry  truly  declare,  That  if  the  Phyficians  would  but  agree 
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together,  ifall  the  Sutgeons  would  unite,  ’tis  impoffible,  the  Apothecaries  could  invade 
the  legal  Buftnefs  of  one  or  the  other.  Is  it  not  Arrange,  that  theft  Gentlemen,  or 
the  Maturates,  have  not  been  able  to  make  the  Lift  of  their  Phyfician  or  Surgeons, 
who  violate  their  Oaths  to  the  College  and  Campany,  are  feen  herding  with,  and  fup- 
porting  all  the  Ravages  made  by  the  Apothetaries,  foliciting  the  Preference  in  their 
Favour,  to  be  chofen  before  the  others  in  the  difficult  and  deplorable  Cafts  ?  Theft 
are  the  Engines  the  Apothecaries  ufe,  to  batter  the  Reputation  of  the  Difpenfarians, 
and  in  confluence  beat  down  the  Profeilion,  which  the  facred  Obligations  of  the  Law 
oblige  them  to  defend.  The  Apothecaries  govern  Supremely  in  the  private  Houfes, 
ftifter  no  Phyfician  to  enter,  who  refufes  the  Condition  of  she  Fee,  to  make  their  Re¬ 
wards  double  or  treble  to  them,  by  the  many  Divifions  of  the  cheapeft  Medicines,  to 
extol  all  the  paft  Blunders  of  the  weakeft  Apothecary,  equal  to  their  own  Abilities. 
Yours  and  the  other  Hofpitals,  may  as  a  Map  or  Epitome,  reprefent  the  whole  King¬ 
dom.  Your  Societies  have  grievoufly  fuffer’d  from  your  Governors,  the  Apotheca¬ 
ries.'  The  Law  has  lately  exempted  them 'from  all  Offices,  that  they  may  attend  the 
Mortars  and  the  Fires,  and  fecure  the  faithful  Preparations  of  the  Medicines.  They 
newleff  their  own  Employments,  and  opprefs  the  Citizens  by  the  Burthen  of  the  Offi- 
ce?they  now  refufe  to  hold,  but  are  importunate  for  all,  which  {hall  rarfe  the  Intereft 
of  the  Trade.  How  {hall  the  Houfes  of  Charity  know  the  intrinfick  Values  of  the 
Remedies,  when  theit  own  Profit  {hall  always  ftifle  the  Difcovery  ?  They  have  fill’d 
all  the  Hofpitals  of  the  City  with  many  Phyficians  Governours,  who  have  been  ex¬ 
pos’d  by  the  College  in  Print,  as  the  Men  of  no  Honour,  nor  Confcience,  the  de¬ 
clar’d  Enemies  to  the  great  Charity  of  the  Difpenfary,  which  is  the  fame,  not  diftin- 
guifhable  from  the  Relief  the  Poor  receive  in  your  Hofpitals.  When  you  and  the 
Gentlemen  of  St.  Thomas’s  {hall  accept  the  Legacy  of  Dr.  Harney,  who  has  provided  a 
generous  Salary  for  the  Phyficians  of  both,  {hall  not  thefe  Phyficians,  and  Surgeons, 
and  Apothecaries,  of  no  Honour  nor  Confcience,  affront. the  Phyficians  prefented  to 
you  by  the  College,  deprefs  their  Reputation  by  the  moft  impudent  Falfities  ?  The 
Surgeons, who  {hall  be  faithful  to  their  own  Society,  and  preferve  the  Art  for  their  Pren¬ 
tices,  {hall  fuffer  the  fame  Indignities,  if  they  refufe  to  give  up  all  the  ealy  Cafes  and 
'  Operations  to  the  Apothecaries.  But  what  Affaffinations  of  the  Honour  of  one  of 
the  Phyficians  of  the  College  ffiallthat  Apothecary  contrive,  whole  Poyfcnous  Medi- 
.  cines  were  condemned  at  the  College  and  his  own  Hail  ?  Your  Apothecary  (which  is 
the  moft  unhappy  Cuftom  of  your  Houfe)  {hall,  at  your  Meetings,  give  in  his  often 
repeated  Dofes  of  Scandal,  when  the  Phyfician  is  never  apply’d  to  for  the  timely  Cor- 
reaives,  and  Antidotes.  He  is  not  truly  your  Apothecary,  the  ridiculous  Age  has 
confer’d  on  him  the  Title  of  Dodtor,  he  is  up  and  down,  on  Foot  and  Horfeback,  in 
Town  and  Country,  difcourfing,  as  learnedly  as  he  can,  of  Difcafes,  and  raifing_  his 
Fees  out  of  the  Numbers  of  Doles.  He  has  a  fmall  Deputy  afting  by  his  Commilfion.  - 
A  diligent,  grave,  skilful  Apothecary,  entertain’d  by  you  for  that  Service  only,  refi-  , 
ding  in  the  Houfe,  would  hourly  inlpeft  the  Servants,  and  the  Medicines ;  would  go¬ 
vern  the  Patients  in  the  ufe  of  them,  would  lave  you  Yearly  very  many  ot  the  Lega-' , 
cies  of  your  Benefactors.  You  never  receive  into  your  Service  a  Coachman,  who  has 
a  W  ife"  and  Houfe  abroad.  The  frequent  Vifits  and  the  obvious  Sufpicions  oblige 
'  you  to  a  more  prudent  Caution.  Your  pretended  Apothecary,  tho  he  rarely  comes 
to  the  Holpital,  {hall  forge  the  Defigns  of  the  moft  terrible  Accufations  againft  any 
ac  of  our  Society.  Were  he  one  of  the  Scriblers  of  long  Bills,  to  fill  all  the  Patients 
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Stomachs  and  Blood,  and  the  Pockets  of  the  Trader,  the  moft  confummate  Jgno- 
ranee,  and  the  moft  contriv’d  Negledls  {hail  never  be  brought  in  Judgment  againft 
him.  We  will  requeft  you  to  obferve  with  us  the  moft  furprizing  Metamorphole  ar.u 
Legerdemain  of  this  Age.  Our  Affociate,  your  Phyfician,  was  extreamly  dear  to  tb 
Apothecaries,  till  he  came  in  to  our  Proje6l  of  iecuring  the  common  lntereft  of  MaiT 
kind  and  our  Profeftion.  We  do  allure  and  will  demonftrate  to  you,  that  many  Years 
before  your  Houle  was  divided  into  two  Parts  for  each  Phyfician,  that  all  the  Care  of 
the  Hofpital  was  devolved  on  him  only.  The  Vilits  on  Friday  were  not  then  appoint¬ 
ed,  to  inlpedl  the  grievous  fudden  Cafes,  or  the  more  violent  Symptoms  of  the  other 
Difeafes.  He  was  daily  lent  for  to  all  the  Wards  of  the  Houle,  and  never  refus’d  his 
Attendance.  It  is  moft  notorious,  That  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Patients  infilled  on  his 
Methods  and  Medicines,  and  often  -refus’d  the  Remedies  appointed  in  the  Weekly 
Change  of  the  Advifers.  We  will  give  you  the  lame  Teftimonies,  that  all  Parts  of 
the  City  have  been  fill’d  with  the  Gratitude  of  the  Patients  to  the  Holpital,  and  with  it 
the  Acknowledgment  of  their  Recovery  to  one  of  the  Phyficians.  But  the  moft  ir-  • 
refragable  Evidence  is  before  you,  the  Teftimony  of  your  Officers  and  Servants,  who 
have  always  and  at  this  moment,  rely ’d  on  his  Care,  and  attefthis  Friendlhip  and  his 
Civilities  not  only  to  them  lei  ves,  but  to  all  the  meaneft  Objeblsof  your  Beneficence.  It 
would  be  tedious  to  add  the  frequent  Moans  of  theNurfes,  that  the  late  Divifion  of  the 
Wards  is  not  to  be  alter’d,  as  they  expcbled,  that  they  may  have  their  former  Phy¬ 
fician,  as  we  long  for  the  return  of  the  Sun,  during  the  blacknels.  and  cold  of  the 
Winter. 

But  your  Phyfician’s  extraordinary  Charity  had  oblig’d  him  to  attend,  almoft  every 
Day,  all  the  Patients  feiz’d  with  Fevers,  then  Epidemical  two  Years  following,  and 
obferv’d,  that  having  the  due  Regard  to  the  Natural  Strength  and  Motions  to  expel 
the  Difeale,  not  many  Medicines  were  neceffary  to  the  Recovery  of  them  all,  that 
more,  as  in  the  common  Prablice,  would  have  been  fatal  to  a  great  Number,  and  was 
by  fo  many  and  other  cogent  Oblervations  of  other  Dileales  determin'd  to  recover  the 
Liberty  of  the  Phyficians  to  fave  the  Life  of  the  Sick,  maugre  the  Difpleafure  of  the 
Apothecaries,  which  is  ftiil  referv’d  in  your  Holpitals,  tho  loft  in  the  Families  of  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry.  This  is  not  poiiible  to  be  effebled  without  breaking  with  the 
Apothecaries,  and  uniting  with  the  College  Difpenfary.  After  fo  many  Years  of 
Tranquillity,  and  the  moft  ferene  Sealons,  the  Air  grows  black,  full  of  Vapours,  Storms 
of  Rain,  Fialhes  or  Lightning  and  terrible  Claps  of  Thunder.  All  this  Tempeft  could 
not  be  rais’d,  but  by  the  co-operating  of  a  turbulent  Spirit  at  the  Command  of  your 
Apothecary.  You  have  one  Surgeon,  tormented  by  the  growing  Fame  of  many  Sur¬ 
geons  of  the  Court  and  City,  from  their  greater  skill  in  Anatomy,  founder  Judgments, 
and  more  happy  Succelsin  the  moft  hazardous  Operations.  What  can  he  do,  but  de¬ 
vote  himfelf  to  execute  every  one  for  the  Apothecaries,damn  the  College  with  the  moft 
vehement  Imprecations,  and  to  purchafe  their  Abidance  fink  the  Reputation  and  In- 
tereft  of  his  Brethren  and  his  Prentices,  and  contrive,  by  the  Decay  of  the  young  Sur¬ 
geons  Employment,  the  fureft  Deftrutftion  of  Her  Maiefty’s  Seamen  and  Soldiers.  His 
Rage  and  his  Abilities  appear  to  the  Gentlemen  invited  to  the  Views,  when  compar'd 
with  the  Language  and  the  Patients  of  the  othtfr  Surgeons,  recover’d  for  the  moft  part 
many  Months  looner.  What  Tendernefs  he  has  for  the  Miferable  Poor,  their  lowdefl 
Clamours,  and  the  Exclamations  of  the  Gentry  for  their  Relief  lately  proclaimed  ;  as 
well  as  all  his  Patients,  when  they  hear  the  lieadlinefs  of  their  Cafe,  to  magnifie  the 
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prodigious  fuccefs  of  the  eafy  Cure.  From  his  and  your  Apothecaries  Chriftian  Tent* 
per  and  Prudence,  you  have  the  moft  abfurd  Reflexions  on  your  Phyfidans  nu  fa¬ 
ting  longer  in  the  Cold,  when  all  the  Women  Out-Patients  have  been  advis’d,  and 
not  one  remains  in  the  Room,  Dr.  Bernard  ever  rofe  that  moment  the  laft  had  been  en¬ 
ter'd  in  his  Book,  and  then  went  his  way,  and  left  the  lazy  to  the  other  Phyfician  to 
be  reprimanded  and  advis’d  with  Difficulty,  to  engage  their  more  timely  Attendance 
the  next  Week.  Your  Apothecary  has  always  recommended  this  moft  neceffary  Difci- 
pline  to  both  the  Phyficians.  Not  one  of  your  Domeftitk  Servants  will  attend  at  the 
Diftribution  of  Bread  at  your  Porch  beyond  the  Hour  align’d,  and  moft  punXually 
obferv’d  by  him.  Your  Phyfician  examin'd  lately  many  of  the  Women,  anddifco- 
ver’d  the  Perjury  of  one  of  the  Articles  of  the  Regiftcr.  It  is  with  great  Trouble  and 
Difficulty  we  are  forc’d  to  inform  you,  that  your  Apothecary  bafely  abufes  the  Old 
Age  and  want  of  Memory,  and  Incogitancy  of  one  of  his  Evidences.  He  did  fo, 
when  Mr.  Nichols  was  Treafiirer,in  his  wretched  Defence  of  the  600  /.  laid  to  his  Charge 
(of  which  in  a  more  proper  Place/  and  made  his  Inftrument  deliver  (as  the  Mufician 
‘  by  his  Breath  and  the  Stops  makes  the  Pipe  /peak  the  Notes  he  pleafes)  three  or  four 
.  ‘the  moft  abfurd  Untruths,  we  now  take  the  opportunity  to  requeft,  may  be  condemn’d 
and  raz’d.  You  are  not  fecure  in  your  Life  and  Eftate,  when  an  Agent  (hall  be  pre¬ 
par’d  to  contrive  an  Accufation,  to  Kidnap  you  into  Guilt,  to  drudge  on  two  or  three 
1  lours,  to  invite  the  loytering  Patients  to  himfelf,  and  Scribble  on,  till  the  Vapours 
fhall  rife,  and  make  a  Difeafe  of  the  Head  notdifcernable  from  a  Swelling  of  the  An¬ 
cle.  Your  Phyfician  has  often  moft  earneftly  defir’d  him  not  to  opprefs  himfelf  with 
the  Patients,  who  were  oblig’d  to  apply  to  him.  Befides,  as  Preaching  by  the  Glafs 
turn’d  up  again  and  again,  has  been  long  difus’d,  if  a  Phyfician  enters  in  his  oWn  pri¬ 
vate  Book  the  Names  of  the  Patients,  their  Difeales  and  Symptoms,  and  by  a  Num¬ 
ber  deliver’d  inftantly  views  all  the  Cireumftances,  and  expeditioufly  direXs  the  Repe¬ 
tition  of  the  fame  or  other  Medicines,  he  will  finifti  his  Task  in  the  third  part  of  an 
Hour,  if  he  avoids  the  impertinent  Talk  of  going  to  the  Shop  to  morrow  at  Nine,  and 
the  verbal  Reports  of  the  Dofes  of  all  the  Prefcript,  which  the  wifeft  of  our  Patients  . 
cannot  retain.  Your  Phyfician  could  not  divine,  how  many  Female  Out-Patients  the 
Revenue  of  your  Hofpital  could  in  the  prefent  bear,  and  how  many  or  how  few  the  Al¬ 
moners  had  permitted  to  come  for  your  Charity:  He  did  conclude  the  laft  Comer  put 
the  clofe  to  the  whole  Number  :  He  might  imagine,  that  one  or  two  might  fluggifiily 
drop  in  for  the  other  Table:  But  his  falfe  Accufer  feiz’d  on  all  that  would  come  for 
5:0  Sittings  together,  tho  after  the  Retreat  of  our  Friend,  the  Boys  made  a  Jeft  at  the 
ftupid  Patience  of  the  tedious  Writer,  as  the  Cowards  in  the  Guards,  or  the  Boobies 
lately  lifted  from  the  Plough  are  commanded  to  ftand  on  Duty  out  of  their  Turns. 

We  have  often  refleXed  on  the  rude  Violences  of  all  the  Party-Caufes,  efpecially 
the  Tryal  of  Dr.  TorleJJe  and  the  Surgeon  in  St.  Thomas's  Hofpital.  They  were  both 
expeli’d,  not  returning  the  600  Guineas  they  had  from  the  late  King,  for  the  Seamen 
and  Soldiers.  But  Dr.  B .  and  Mr.  B.  affrighted  at  the  Sentence,  privately  brought 
each  his  500  Guineas  to  the  Treafurer.  If  the  Reward  was  due  to  them  from  "the 
King,  what  Apology  will  they  make  to  the  other  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  who  had 
an  equal  fharc  in  the  Meric  of  the  Service  ? 

Bit  it  u  Timetofinifh  the  Tryal  and  difmifs  the  Court, 'we  will  only  ask  your  leave  ' 
to  confider  your  own  and  the  Nations  fafety ;  to  touch  a  Member  of  the  Difpenfary 
as  you  would  the  /  pple  of  your  Eye.  Not  your  Hofpital,  nor  the  Peop’e  fhall  have 
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the  faithful  Application  of  good  and  honeftly  prepar’d  Medicines  to  their  Difcafes,  of 
the  prelent  Age  ftiall  unfortunately  and  fatally  purfue  to  Death  their  only  Patrons  and 
Prote&Ors  ;  and  the  Greek  and  Roman  Hiftories,  and  our  own  present  as  with  many 
parallel  Caufesof  their  Ruin.  We  will  prefume  to  recommend  our  Difpenfiry  to  you 
and  all  the  other  Hofpitals  of  the  Cirv,  by  prefenting  the  moil  certain  Methods 
raifing  the  Fame  and  the  Revenues  of  thofe  noble  Foundations  of  Charity.  \ 
Influence  will  recover  the  Sick  and  Maim'd  in  all  parts  of  the  Nation,  and  in  all  our 
Fleets  and  Armies,  when  you  ihall  not  retain  for  Life  your  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
as  with  a  Maintenance  to  fupport  them  to  the  Years  of  Dotage.  But  every  fifth 
Year  you  may  fele&  the  moil  eminent  and  Induftrious  Phyficians,  and  the  Surgeons 
famous  for  cutting  out  the  Stone,  the  couching  of  Cataracts,  and  the  other  great 
Cures  and  Operations;  Bethlehem  will  then  oblige  the  Publick  With  many  Phyficians 
eminent  in  the  more  juft  difcernment  of  Lunacies,  and  the  more  ipcedy  and  efle&ual 
Cures.  Your  and  St.  Thomas  Hofpiral  will  blefs  the  City  with  very  many  improv’d 
Phyficians,  and  the  Surgeons  and  their  Prentices  in  your  Houfes  would  be  fpread  in 
all  Parts,  and  with  greater  Skill  treat  all  the  Chirurgical  Caies  here  and  in  the  Fleets 
and  Armies.  And  all  thefe  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  will  publifhto  all  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  the  great  Care  and  Attendance  of  your  Patients,  and  produce  the  Har- 
vefts  of  your  Legacies,  and  the  prefent  Benefa&ions  in  a  much,  larger  abun¬ 
dance.  ’ 

When  you  (hall,  Gentlemen,  afpire  to  the  immenfe  increafe  of  the  Glory  and  Re¬ 
venues  of  your  Hofpital  by  the  Quinquennial  change  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
as  the  new  and  vigorous  Plants  and  Seeds  of  the  Orchard  and  Field  fwhich^your 
Prudence  imperfe&ly  fuggefted  to  you  in  your  fupernumerary  Surgeons)  and  Ihall 
favour  our  Difpenfary  with  your  Alliance,  which  provides  for  the  Health  and  Life  of 
all  the  Inhabitants  in  the  prefent  and  future  Ages,  it  will  furprize  you  with  Joy,  that 
we  attempt  only  the  Obfervanceof  the  Judgment  and  Decree  of  our  mod  Learned 
and  moft  pious  King  Charles  I.  whole  Memory  and  Vertues  are  moft  facred  to  you. 
The  College  (whofe  ineftimable  Services  to  the  Publick  are  Recorded  in  its  Hiftory  in 
Print,  and  merited  the  Favours  and  Acceptance  of  our  Kings,  till  the  profeft  Atheifts 
and  Libertines  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  to  ferve  the  Apothecaries  made  the 
Court  defpife  and  negle£t  it)  reprefented  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  Apothecaries  were 
growing  to  a  monftrous  Increafe  by  two  or  three  Prentices  each,  that  they  would  in¬ 
vade  the  Phyficians  Pra&ice,  and  the  Lives  of  the  deluded  People,  that"  the  Faculty 
muft  be  debas’d  by  them  into  the  moft  detefted  perfidioufnefs  to  all  the  Patients,  and 
gradually  decline  into'  the  Ignorance  of  all  Difeafes  and  Medicines.  We  mult,  when 
we  attempt  to  demonftrate  the  cogerit  Necefllty  to  redrefs  the  Calamities  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  which  oblig’d  our  moft  Learned  and  pious  Prince  to  diffolve  the  Apothecaries 
Company,  prepare  you  to  be  able  to  bear  the  Chara&ers  of  our  Phyficians  and  A- 
pothecarie?,  the  Rebels  to  the  Royal  Decree,  as  you  endure  the  flharpeft  Medicines 
and  the  Knife  of  the  Surgeon,  with  a  plealure  attending  and  allaying  the  Pain  ;  the 
allured  Hope  of  Recovery.We  own,  it  muft  appear  to  you  incredible,  that  we  can¬ 
not  feel,  nor  fee,  nor  underftand  our  Calamities,  that  we  are  rob’d  and  deftroy’d  by 
the  prefent  corrupt  Pra&ice,  when  the  Royal  Martyr,  and  the  Lords  of  his  Privy 
Council  forefaw  and  confefs’d  the  inevitable  Confluences  from  the  never  ceafincr  in¬ 
creafe  of  the  Apothecaries,  that  the  Phyficians  muft  be  chang’d  into  Men  of  ruf  Ho¬ 
nour  and  Conference,  muft  be  ignorant  of  the  neceflary'  Learned  Language,  and  of

d  not  pretend  to,  will  very  briefly  expofe  the  moft  Ridiculous  Caufe  of  the  viler' 
Infuits,  (in  a  Country  which  boaftsof  Laws  and  Liberty,  on  your  and  the  Phyficians 
Property,  on  our  Profeflion  and  your  Life,  with  the  greateft  Brevity  and  Clearnefs,

When  in  the  Reign  of  King  James  I.  The  Apothecaries  were  feparated  from  the 
Grocers ,  at  whofe  Shops  the  Medicines  where  fold  in  Quantities  at  the  Intrinfick  Value 
known  then  in  all  the  Families,  and  divided  at  Home  (by  the  Phyficians  Inftruftions 
without  Error)  into  the  Juleps  and  Boles  and  Powders,  and  the  extraordinary  referv’d 
Medicines  or  lately  difeover’d  by  the  Phyficians,  were  fupply’d  by  them,  or  dire&ed 
to  be  infus'd,  boil’d,  or  otherwife  prepar’d  in  the  Chamber,  tbe  new  Charter  appoin¬ 
ted  1 14  Apothecaries  to  live  on  Medicines  only.  An  Apothecary  lent  for  to  Admi-. 
nifter  a  Glyfter,  fwhich  the  dim  Eyes  and  {hakings  Hands  of  an  old  Nurfe  could  not 
dire£t)  relented  the  Affront  to  the  Hands  employ’d  in  preparing  the  moft  Sovereign 
Remedies  and  to  his  Perfon,  lately  feparated  from  an  Honourable  Company,  and  a 
chief  Officer  of  another  :  provide  you  better  Nurfes,  and  let  thole  who.give  your 
Glyfters  to  your  Women,  do  the  fame  Offices  for  the  Males.  He  complain'd  to  his 
Brethren,  who  chaftis’d  his  Dulnefs.  Don  t  you  fee,  that  by  that  and  the  other 
Helpings  of  the  old  Nurfes  we  (hall  creep  in,and  by  our  Officioufnefs  in  all  their  Bufi- 
neffes  fettle  our  (elves,  and  turn  out  the  Phyficians,  for  we  are  abundantly  too  many 
to  live  by  the  Sale  of  our  Shop  Goods,  one  quarter  of  us  are  too  much  for  the  City. 
He  ran  back,  and  the  great  Work  being  over,  the  Gentleman  (whofe  Chara&er  and 
Phyfiognomy  are  unhappily  loft;  commanded  him  to  prelcribe  to  the  Difeafe. 
The  Honeft  and  Modeft  Man  reply’d  :  Good  God,  Sir,  will  you  venture  your  Son? 

I  was  but  laft  Week  a  Grocer,  and  cannot  be  fo  foona  Phyfician. 

Gent .  You  have  leen  Diftempers,  and  can  remember  what  Medicines  have  been  gi¬ 
ven  in  them. 

yip.  But  1  know  only  a  little  Latin  of  the  Receipts,  and  ’twouid  be  better  for  you 
and  us,  if  they  were  in  Englifh.  1  never  read  or  have  leanrd  the  Millions  of  Diver/l- 
'  ties  of  the  Difeafes  and  Conftitutions,  and  the  Cautious  Applications  of  the  true  Re¬ 
medies  to  them.  Your  Phyfician  takes  care  of  all  your  Family  for  a  Moderate  yearly 
Salary,  if  you  joyn  rarely  an  Eminent,  more  Experienc'd  Doctor,  the  Confuks  are 
rare  and  proportion'd  to  the  Urgency  or  flownefs  of  the  Difeafe,  and  not  burthenfome. 
Can  you  think,  if  I  am  your  Do&or  without  a  Fee,  that  I  will  not  Fee  my  felf,  as- 
much,  as  I  pleafe,  out  of  the  Medicines  ?  1  (hail  not  lie  able  to  flint  my  felf  from 
laying  on  you  in  one  Sicknefs  more,  than  now  your  Phyfician  and  Phyfick  came  to 

in  a  Year.  # 

Gent.  The  Humour  of  changing  often,  and  fhuffling  from  one  Phyffdan  to  ano¬ 
ther  prevails,  and  I  will  not  pay  my  Money  for  Words  and  Council,  but  to  you  for 
the  Subftantial  Commodities.  You  fball  be  my  Do&or,  Surgeon,  Apothecary,  and 
Porter.  I  will  not  (pare  my  Servants  to  go  out  to  the  Shop,  or  on  the  Errands  to  the 
Phyficians.  You  (hall  go,  when'thereis  ocoffion,  and  bring  all  the  Remedies,  or  fend 
them  in  "by  your  Prentices,  and  attend  and  difpatch  all  our  A  ffairs. 
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Ap.  Then  you  are  undone,  if  we  mud  go  and  call  the  Dodor,  we  (hall  have  the 
opportunity  to  inftrud  him,  and  the  greateft  Arguments  to  engage  him.  We  may  re¬ 
port,  at  our  Return  he  is  not  to  be  found,  and  bring  another,  and  then  we  muft 
take  more  and  more  Prentices,  they  muft  have  as  many,  we  fhali  increafe  and  fill  all 
the  Streets  and  Alleys,  and  be  foon  planted  on  each  fide  of  your  Houfe 
Gent.  We  fhali  be  then  better  advis’d  and  attended.

And  our  Shops  fhali  prepare  the  moft  curfed  Medicines,  and  the  Phyficians  fhali  not 
be  able  in  the  appointed  Vifits  of  our,  Shops  'to  corred  us,  we  fhali  put  Album  Gracum 
on  you  for  the  moft  Sovereign  Preparation,  for  Pearl  or  Ambergreafcv  for  no  Mix¬ 
ture  can  be  examin’d,  approv’d  or  condemn’d. 

Gent .  But  if  y our  Doles  will  not  make  the  Cure,  the  Dodors  fhali  afterwards  come 
and  prefcribe  to  you  a  rare  Preparation  to  effed  it. 

Ap.They  wil!  die  firft,and  fee  a  thouland  of  you  go  before  them,  and  never  apply 
themfelves  to  the  ftrideft  Enquiries  into  the  Qualities  and  Venues  and  Preparations  of

We 
allow  he  has  more  Learning,  then  one  thoufand  of  the  reft,  tho’  he  blunders  almoft 
an  hundred  times  in  grievous  flilfe  Latins ,  and  has  been  publickly  whip'd  by  one  of 
our  Society.  But  his  tender  Conference  ought  to  be  commended  and  propos’d  to  the 
general  Imitation.  He  avows  their  Company  deftroys  all  the  Sick  by  their  Igno¬ 
rance,  he  demands  the  Relief  of  the  Miferable  Englijb  from  the  Magiftrates,  and 
then  paflionately  from  the  Parliament.  He  declares  his  own  Judgment,  that  their 
Numhersmuft  be  reduc’d.  He  urges  his  beft  and  prefent  Expedient,  that  one  half  of 
the  Apothecaries  muft  inftantly  be  compell’d  to  fhut  up  Shop,  and  take  Service  and 
Wages, as  Journeymen  to  the  other  half.  He  proceeds,  and  (hews  the  Neceftity  that 
Himfelf  and  all  the  Referv’d  muft  be  examin’d  and  allow’d,  but  laments,  that  his  Ma- 
fters  and  Wardens  have  not  Capacity  or  Honefty  to  difcharge  their  Duty,  and  Ob- 
ligingly,  tho’  tacitly,  leaves  that  indifpenfable  Care  of  the  Government  to  our  College 
of  Phyficians. 

We  will,  if  you  pleafe,  advance  the  Argument  farther  than  our  Scribling  Apothe¬ 
cary  has  done,  and  challenge  the  whole  Company  to  fhew  Caufe,  how  the  Poor  and 
all  the  Induftrious  Traders  fhall  not  be  undone  in  every  Sicknefs  by  the  Numbers  of 
Dofes,  fifty  or  an  hundred  times  above  the  Value,  when  every  Shop  is  now  propaga¬ 
ting  the  Increafe  by  the  two  or  three  Prentices,  gazing  on  one  another  in  all  of  them. 
And  wedefie  Mr.  Alderman  Santman  and  Mr.  Deputy  Gar  diner ,  the  Reprefentatives  of 
the  Company,  toanfwer,  Whether  they  knowingly  and  wilfully  defign  the  Hazards  of 
the  Life  of  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  and  People,  by  their  purfued 
Increafe,  which  makes  it  impoilible  (in  our  Englijh  Circumftances)  that  any  Phyfician 
fhall  acquire  the  Knowledge  of  Difeafes  and  Medicines,  bur.  corrupt  their  Judgment  of 
both  by  the  neceffary  Prefcription  of  the  numberlefs  Doles  in  all  the  Stages  of  Difeafes,* 
which  the  common  Ufage  will  demand  in  the  Palace,  as  well  as  the  Garret.  Let  us^ 
therefore  proceed  in  the  greateft  Caufe  of  Religion,  and  of  the  Publick  Welfare,  tode-* 
fend  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility,  Gentry  and  People,  and  negledh  all  the  Dangers 
and  Calumnies  from  the  Impious  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  and  defpife 
the  foolifh  Inadvertency  of  the  Gentlemen,  who  cannot  diftinguifh  their  beft  Friends, 
from  their  Mortal  Enemies. 

But  you,  Gentlemen,  muft  provide  for  the  fafety  of  your  Hofpital,  as  well  as  the 
Governours  of  St.  Thomas's,  and  of  Bethlehem ,  and  the  famous  Worklwufe  without  Bi - 
floopfgate.  When  they  have  pull’d  down  the  College,  they  willaflault  all  the  Hofpitals 
with  violent  Exclamations  :  They  relieve  and  cure  vaft  Numbers  of  the  Sick  and 
Maim’d  in  Charity,  from  whom  we  could  extra£l  in  one*  Sicknefs  all  they  are  worth, 
and  the  Labours  of  two  or  three  Years  to  come.-  It  is  impoifib’e  you  can  efcape. 
If  the  Mercers  increafe  as  they  do  (and  the  Apothecaries  can  from  one  Prentice,  or 
Fit  of  Sicknefs, fet  up  their  Trade) and  the  Honeft  Taylors  are  kill’d,  and  the  others 
connive  at  all  the  Rates  and  Quantities  of  the  Stuffs,  and  they  model  the  Underftand- 
ing  of  thelNation  for  their  own  Purpofes,  they  will  tax  and  heat  and  load  the  People 
unmercifully,  and  will  take  Arms  againft  all  the  Societies,  who  cloth  the  Poor  in  Cha¬ 
rity.  The  Garrifon,  when  all  the  Provifions  are  fpent,  crave  the  moft  filthy  Things, 
force  the  Moutfi  an(^  the  Stomach  to  receive  them,  and  at  laft  devour  rheir  Comrades. 
There  is  an  Illuftration  of  our  prefent  Cafe  will  pleafe  and  convince  the  Gentlemen, 
who  imagine  they  -can  take  better  care  of  themfelves,  than  our  Laws  can  provide. 
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We  muft  fuppofe,  that  there  are  ten  or  twelve  Vintners  In  foaie  of  our  Streets,  (and 
all  the  Villages  ten  Miles  round  now  fupplied  with  two  or  three  Vintners)  and  five  or 
fix  in  the  other,  and  three  or  four  in  every  Court  and  Alley,  and  that  there  Is  no 
Wine-Licenfe  Office  to  moderate  their  Multiplication  ;  and  that  none  in  Health,  but 
the  Sick  only,  are  to  fpend  their  Liquors,  and  that  there  are  as  many  Vintners  as  the 
Difeas’d  at  one  time.  They,  deal  in  three  Wines,  of  the  White  and  Yellow  and  Red 
Colours,  (mail  and  fower  and  ftrong  of  all  the  Sorts,  to  be  mix’d  often  with  Spring- 
water  and  two  or  three  fortments  of  Sweet-meats  and  Syrups.  They  do  not  fell  a 
Quart  or  a  Gallon,  a  Pound  or  Ounce  to  be  mix’d  or  not  mix’d  in  the  Family,  but 
they  are  minc’d  into  very  little  Dofes,  equal  in  Price  to  the  Gallon  and  Pound,  and 
feme  to  ail  the  Houfes  by  their  little  Boys.  They  rauft  advance  with  their  Numbers  to 
the  Neceflity  and  Impudence  of  undertaking  the  Beginnings  of  all  Malignant  Fevers, 
and  Small-Pox,  then  the  Middle,  and  the  Ends ;  and  do  all  the  Surgeons  Bufinefs,  and 
go  on  in  the  moft  difficult  Ulcers  and  Tumours,  till  the  great  Operations  {hall  be 
wanted.  Will  they  not  find  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  Apoftates  from  all  Religion  and 
Vertue,  who  {hall  negotiate  with  them  for  aPiece  of  Work,  and  their  high  Chara&ers 
in  all  the  Houfes  to  fecure  the  Jobs,  and  betray  the  Patients  and  the  Profeilions,  all  the 
young  Phyficians  and  their  own  Prentices  to  Negledt  and  Ruin  ?  We  would  not  (hock 
your  Minds  with  Proofs  infallible,  but  almoft  incredible,  from  Phyficians  known  to 
you,  if  the  Prefervation  of  the  Whole  Body  of  the  Nation  did  not  demand  it.  A  Phy- 
fician  writes  the  hafty  Bills  as  fluently  as  hisVerfes,  and  raifes  the  poor  Corni/h  Gen¬ 
tleman’s  Account  (tho’  the  Diftemper  was  not  mended,  he  had  relief  in  Chancery)  in 
four  Months  to  a  greater  Sum,  than  pays  in  St.  Thomas's  I-Iofpital  all  the  Expences  of 
Phyfick,  the  whole  Year.  Many  Phyficians  joyned  to  pay  the  Apothecary  more  out 
of  the  Lady  at  Epfom  in  three  or  four,  then  maintains  a  large  Holpital  the  twelve 
Months.  Mr.  Dailey  had  from  three  Phyficians  to  oblige  their  Mafter  three  Pounds 
and  odd  Shillings  every  day,  and  loll:  his  Life.  The  Gentleman  cut  for  the  Stone  at 
K.enfington>  was  advanc’d  near  that  Proportion.  The  peer  Woman  in  Southwarkh&d  no 
Cure,  nor  did  the  Apothecary  defign  it, but  (he  was  tax'd  daily  to  a  Summ,  and  the 
Bill  is  publifh’d  by  us,  which  (tho’  the  Aflertion  will  furprize  you)  does  fupply  the 
daily  Charge  in  Medicines  of  your  fpacious  Hofpital.  Can  there  be  any  Remedy  ex- 
pe6ted,  when  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  the  Gentry,  the  Clergy  are  pleas’d, 
they  can  have  an  Apothecary  in  the  Houfes  touching  their  own,  to  fee  the  Operations 
of  his  Dofes,  and  when  a  Phyfician  happens  to  be  call’d  to  inform  them,  if  the  Advice 
is  good,  and  to  mend  it  when  he  fees  occafion.  But  the  moil  poyfonous  and  fatal 
Confideration  is  now  to  be  ptefented  to  you,  that  you  may  avoid  it,  and  receive  the 
neceflary  Antidote  and  Prefervative.  The  Apothecaries  fufler  in  a  moll  terrible  man¬ 
ner  from  the  great  Plenty  of  Empiricks  (defpis’d  and  ftarving  in  their  own  German 
and  Italian  and  French  Countries,  and  fent  over  to  prey  on  the  poor  Englijh ,  who  are 
the  Scorn  and  Derifior.  of  Mankind,  receiving  and  raifing  them  to  great  Eftates  and 
Honours)  who  take  a  vail:  part  of  the  Bufinds  from  the  poor  Apothecaries,  by  obli¬ 
ging  the  Cuftomers  with  a  Box  of  Pills ,  a  great  Electuary,  a  Pearl  Julep ,  a  Bottle  of 
Spirits  arid  Tinctures  (which  was  the  old  way  of  the  Phyficians  delivering  their  Specif 
fick  appropriate  Medicines  in  all  the  extraordinary  and  dangerous  Ca(es)  at  z  s.  or 
3  s.  each,  which  the  Apothecary  divides  and  mixes  into  very  little  {hamming  Dofes,  to 
fifty  or  an  hundred  more  Advantages.  The  Chymifts  fell  many  Spirits  and  T bitturcs 
at  is  the  Ounce,  which  the  Apothecary  would  mix  into  the  little  Parcels  with  a  Df 

{till’d 
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fiiil’d  Water,  and  gain  five  Pound.  Many  are  Maintain  a  by  orre  Medicine,  as'the 
Elixir  Sailing  Purginz  and  Steel  Pills ,  the  Purging  Salts ,  Mr.  Tipping's  Heater,  Strong 
Waters  for  Pits ,  the  Vapours  and  the  Stomach:  Many  Surgeons  make  the  moft  juft 
and  neceffary  Reprizals,  and  fupply  their  Patients  with  the  Shop  Remedies,  as  well  as 
their  own.  The  College  Difperilarians  make  their  moft  juft  and  neceffary  Reprizak, 
(for  if  we  are  Peers,  and  on  the  Level  with  them  in  the  Opinion  of  our  People,  we 
muft  have  their  Privileges  and  Advantages,  as  they  have  affum’d  our  Titles  and  Ho¬ 
nours)  becaufe  their  Medicines  are  the  beft,  and  our  Apothecaries  have  been  often  fu- 
fpc&ed  and  condemn’d,  and  we  have  by  it  inform’d  many  of  the  Nobility,and  of 
the  moft  eminent  Citizens,  how  vaftly  different  are  the  Goodneft  and  Efficacies  and 
the  Payments  of  the  greater  Quantities  and  the  other  little  Fallacious  Powders^  or 
Bolus's,  or  Draughts. 

The  Phyficians  of  the  Party,  for  the  Intereft  of  their  Patients,  have  at  all  times  en¬ 
deavour’d  to  recover  in  the  People  the  loft  Knowledge  of  the  old  Pra&ice,  the  ufe  of 
many  of  the  beft  vulgar  Remedies  in  the  frequent  incidental  Cafes,  and  have  put 
them  in  mind  ofufingluch  an  Infujion  of  Rhubarb,  or  Sena ,  tvoo  or  three  forts  of  Purg*» 
jng  Pills ,  the  Anti-Scorbutickjnfufions,  the  beft  three  or  four  Cordial  fVaters,  See,  They 
have  frequently  in  their  Vifits  enquird  whar  Remedies  were  kept  in  the  Clofet,  and' 
made  a  Cure  by  them  of  the  prefent  Difeafe.  The  Hiftory  of  Dr.  Sydenham  is  worth 
reporting  to  you.  He  advis’d  a  Merchant’s  Wife  to  give  her  Son  ten  drops  thrice  a 
Day  of  Spirit  of  Hartfhorn  in  four  Spoonfuls  of  Blacfcnerry  Water,  to  promote  the  Per¬ 
foration  and  finifh’d  the  Cure.  They  were  in  the  Houfe.  But  Mr.  Deputy  Langham 
came  in,  unhappily  lent  for  to  meet  the  Do&or.  He  orders  fo  many  Bolus's, and 
Draughts ,  and  Pearl  Julips,  &c.  which  came  to  two  Guineas  after  our  manner  of  Ra¬ 
ting  them,  but  vehemently  forbad  their  Ufe  He  had  afterwards  many  thanks  for  the 
Inftru&ion,  when  they  were  thrown  away  and  paid  for.  All  the  beft  Medicines  of 
the  Shop  have  been  by  the  obliging  Phyficians  brought  into  the  frequent  ufe,  Manna, 
Cream  of  Tartar,  the  purging  Syrups,  the  Laudanums,  the  Treacle  and  Diafcordium ,  Gaf 
coris-Powdcr,  the  Goa-Stone ,  the  Elixirs ,  the  Hyftcrical  Waters  and  Salts ,  the  Steel  In- 
fufions,  Serpentaria ,  the  drying  Deco  Biers,  and  many  other  the  moft  efteem’d  in  the 
ufual  Dilbrders.  They  are  counfel’d  to  procure  a  belter  fort  of  Nurfes,  with  good 
Eyes  and  fteady  Hands,  who  prepare  and  apply  three  or  four  forts  of  Giyfters  ;  By 
them,  as  Prince  Eugene  fiirpriz’d  Cremona,  by  a  negie&ed  Sally-port,  they  came  ftrft; 
into  1  heir  Fame  and  Power,  which  is  now  to  their  great  Grief  more  carefully  guard¬ 
ed.  One  would  think  all  was  well  again.  But  the  Unfortunate  Englifo  are  defin’d  for 
Deftru&ion.  The  People  indeed  cry  out  to  the  Phyficians,  V  For  God  fake  no  more 

Medicines  than  are  abfolutely  neceffary  ;  and  the  Times  are  hard,  we  cannot  bear 
4t  the  Apothecaries  Bills ,  we  intreat  you  to  five  us  from  the  grievous  Expence,  But. 
the  Apothecary  plays  his  Game  at  the  end  or  the  Year,  prefents  a  Sum,  beyond  which  v 
the  Family  cannot  fupport  the  Article  of  the  Charge  of  Sicknefs.  This  then  deter¬ 
mines  them  to  ftick  dole  to,  and  hold  faft  the  Apothecary,  to  prevent,  if  poftibie,  the 
ufe  of  a  Phyfician.  In  the  mean  time,  the  Englijh  proceed  with  their  Waters,  and 
Spirits,  and  Goa-Stone,  to  efcape  the  Doles  from  the  Shop :  But  when  the  Apothecary., 
and  after  many  pays  one  of  his  Phyficians,  have  the  Management  of  a.  Difeafe,  be- 
lides  the  Domeftick  Cordials,  as  many  more  muft  be  taken  or  brought  in  Readinefs  to 
funiifti  the  Maintainance  of  the  endlefs  Increafe  of  the  Trade,  and  Yo  many  more  Do¬ 
les  muft  be  put  off,  a- an  Equivalent  tor  the  whole  Parcel  they  have  (pent  in  the.Curcs 
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of  the  eafie  Diforders.  The  Englifh  therefore  are  barbaroully  rob’d  of  their  Right 
and  Property,  the  vigilant  Care  and  Prote&ion  of  the  Magiftrate,  who  is  oblig'd  to 
fecure  to  them  all  the  Neceffaries  for  Life  in  the  greateft  Plenty.  The  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence  has  given  the  Medicines  of  the  Fields  and  Gardens,  or  imported  by  the  Mer- 
chant,  in  the  greateft  Abundance,  and  the  fmall  Quantities'  in  the  Dole  reduce  them 
below  the  neccffary  Nourifliments Theft  are  the  Remedies  by  which  the  Life  of  Prin¬ 
ces,  and  the  Nobility,  rauft  be  preferv’d  ;  they  are  endanger’d  by  the  abovenam’d 
dear  -Impoftures.  But  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  accept  the  Care  of  the  Magiftrate,  pre¬ 
venting*  by  the  Laws  thelngrofters  of  the  Neccffary  Food?, and  all  the  Cheats  of  Inhan- 
cing  the  Markers.  The  Weights  and  Meafures,  and  Goodnefsof  the  common  Wares, 
are  carefully  examin'd  by  the  proper  Officers.  The  Common  People  can  aimoft  ex- 
cufe  the  trouble  of  the  Magiftrate,  they  can  in  the  Markets  by  publick  Infamy  difcou- 
rage  and  repel  the  Robberies.  When  thefe  Magazines  of  Life  are  warily  preferv’d  and 
fupply’d,  {hall  the  Balder*  the  Vintner ,  the  Aleman ,  the  Poulterer ,  the  Butcher  be  luf- 
fer  d  to  compel  the  People  to  (wallow  and  take  into  themfelves  as  much  of  their  Deal¬ 
ings,  and  as  often  as  they  will  ?  Is  it  not  the  greateft  Deprivation  of  Refle&ion,  and 
the  inhuman  want  of  Care  of  our  People,  that  the  Apothecaries  are  only  excepted  out 
of  the  Influence  of  all  our  moft  neceffary  Laws,  that  the  Prohibitions  of  all  the  Trea¬ 
cheries  are  in  full  force  and  Power,  except  of  the  Myftery, which  affedts  our  Health  and 
Life,  which  is  never  more  endanger’d,  than  when  opprefs’d  by  many  furious  Reme¬ 
dies,  the  confumers  of  the  Spirits  and  natural  Strength,  by  the  vehement  Heats,  and 
the  rapid  Motion  of  the  Blood,  as  much  from  the  Cordials  and  Sweaters,  as  the  other 

violent  Evacuations.  - 

You  are,  Gentlemen ,  at  this  time  impatient  to  know,  why  the  College  do  not  hum¬ 
bly  make  their  Application  to  Her  Majefty  in  Council,  and  crave  the  Soveraign  Re¬ 
medy,  the  Royal  Touch,  which  {hall  fubdue  the  greateft  Evil  of  all  the  Parts  of  the 
Nation!  Her  Majefty  was  pleas’d  to  declare  her  Satisfa&ion  in  the  Steps  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Law,  but  in  Sicknefs  the  greateft  Property  is  in  danger,  all  the  Perquifites 
and  Bribes,  and  want  of  Capacity  in  the  Judge,  deftroy  the  Life  of  the  Subjedh  You 
will  affure  us  that  we  cannot  fail  of  Succefs,  efpecially  when  the  Diftreffes  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple,  and  the  moft  gracious  Acceptance  of  the  Ad  1  refs  of  the  College  to  the  Royal  Mari- 
tyr  are  recorded  in  the  Regifters  of  the.  Privy  Co  incil.  We  will  lay  the  Hiftory  of  the 
Affair  before  you,  and  requeft  your  Counfel  and  Afliftance,  when  we  have  reported 
the  State  of  Phyfick  at  that  time  to  you,  the  moft  prepar’d  Judges. 

The  College  had  by  the  King’s  Command  compos'd  general  Remedies, 'Cordials 
of  feveral  forts,  Sweaters,  for  the  other  Evacuations, and  the  outwardly  apply ’d.  They 
are  printed  and  prefemed  by  the  Government  to  the  Publick.  The  Apothecaries  are 
requir’d  to  prepare  them  with  the  moft  careful  Exactnefs,  they  have  no  Property  in 
them.  Their  Ufes  in  all  the  left  difficult  Cafes,  and  the  Prices  were  by  the  Phyficians 
communicated  to  all  the  Families,  which  brought  them  in  large  Quantities,  and 
mix’d  their  Julips,  divided  the  Cordial  Powders,  &c.  the  Treacle ,  the  Diafcordium ,  &c. 
vthe  PurgingP Orders ,  Electuaries  or  Syrups.  It  muft  be  here  moft  warily  obferv’d,  that 
all  thefe  Compofitiuns  are  fufficientiy  compounded,  that  the  Waters*  Treacle ,  Diafcor¬ 
dium ,  th  2 'Ointments,  Pi  afters*  need  n:>  farther  Compofttion.  And  the  Difeafes 
which  muft  have  great  Di verifies  from  the  different  Caufes  and  Seafbns  and  Confti- 
tutions,  had  the  Specifick,  appropriate  Remedies  adapted  to  the  Necedity  of  each 
Patient  from  the  Phyficians  Preparations,  or  were  prepar’d  by  the  Family  (the 
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Drugs  then  lent  for  from  the  Shops)  by  the  Phyficians  Infixuclions.  This  is  mod 
clear  from  all  the  Authors  of  Phyfick,  Irom  all  the  Herbaries,  both  Ancient  and  Mo¬ 
dern,  from  the  Receipt-books  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry.  In  the  Reign  of  King. 
James  I.  Sir  Theodors  May  erne,  Phyfician  to  the  Court,  famous  for  his  French  Four- 
bery  and  Learning,  had  inrrodued  a  colluhve  Practice,  unknown  to  England  before, 
to  amufe  and  hazard  the  Life  of  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  by  the 
mod  abfurd  Compofitions  (dignify’d  with  the  Appellations  of  Magiftrale  P reparations). 
ot  one  Hundred  and  fifty  Ingredients  in  a  diJWfd  Water,  two  Hundred  in  a  Syrup,  in 
every  EleBraiy  that  Proportion,  and  as  many  in  every  Glyftcr.  Diafcordium  and‘  Gafi 
con  s  Powder,  every  Ointment  and  Plaftcr  were  difguis’d  from  the  Patient,  all  were 
kept  profoundly  lecret,  the  People  were  fham’d  with  a  lidiculous  Huddle  of  Fifty  of 
them  together,  when  many  of  them  confift  of  very  numerous  Drugs.  The  Phyiicai 
Cheat  is  molt  gratefully  accepted,  the  new  wonderful  Favours  are  defign’d  to  lave  the 
Patient  s  Life.  But  in  alt  Cafes  of  Difficulty,  the  Phyficians  Preparations  of  one  ot 
two  Specifick  and  appropriate  Remedies,  were  flily  interpos'd  to  make  the  Difeafe 
give  way  and  lecure  the  ViQory.  The  Grocers  had  in  all  Ages  before  fold  Suvar, 
the  Fruits,  the  Drugs,  and  the  publick  Medicines.  The  daily  and  hourly  Profit  from 
the  Grocers  and  Druggifts  Wares  (fill  made  them  contented  to  fell  the  Internal  and  Ex¬ 
ternal  Remedies  in  Quantities  to  be  divided  in  the  Chamber.  The  Nobility  and 
Gentry  had  the  ulual  Remedies  in  their  Floules,  and  inftrudtcd  by  the  generous  Di- 
reQions  of  their  Phyficians  the  Poor  and  Indigent,  in  the  Ufes  and  Manner  of  dividing 
them  in  the  frequent  incidental  Dileales.  But  when  our  Grocers  and  Druggifts  were 
puzled  the  whole  Day  to  procure  the  green  Herbs,  fele<ft  the  Roots,  Seeds, to  cieanle, 
and  flice,  and  powdei  the  bundled  and  Fifty  or  two  Hundred  Ingredients  for  every 
one  of  Sir  Theodore's  Prelcriptions,  and  from  the  Example  of  the  Court  of  many  other 
Phyficians:  They  hurried  in  great  Confufion  to  our  crafty  Court- Doctor,  that  they 
fhould  be  undone  by  keeping  the  Servants  to  ferve  their  Cuftomers  here  and  in  the 
Country  with  the  Grocery  Wares,  and  the  Drugs,  and  twice  as  many  Servants  befiaes 
to  make  two  or  three  of  his  Prefcriptions  for  two  or  three  Patients.  ‘  I  will,  fays  he, 
procuie  y ou  a  Charter,  to  be  leparated  from  the  Grocers  and  Druggifts,  that  you 
‘  may  attend  the  Phyficians  Bufinefs  only.  We  {hall,  they  reply,  not  gain  a  Live¬ 
lihood  by  felling  your  Grand  Haters  and  confummatc  Hpos'emes,  and  your  Folio  Syrups  ia 
the  Quart,  to  all  Patients  of  all  the  forts,  unlels  you  will  piealc  to  permit  us,  with  the 
Engagements  of  other  Phyficians,  to  fend  them  in  in  the  fmalleft  Doles,  to  be  paid  at 
the  fame  Rates  of  the  Quart  or  Gallon  .-  unlels  you,  and  the  other  worthy  Doctors 
will  write  all  our  common  Handing  Medicines,  five  or  ten  in  a  confus’d  Medley,  with 
contriv’d  cramp  Names  to  blind  the  People ;  and  if  they  write  them  in  large  Julies  or 
Electuaries,  they  will  promife  to  countenance  or  juftifie  our  dividing  them  into  40  Boles 
or  Draughts,  and  the  Prices  fifty  or  one  hundred  times  more  than  they  are  now  fold 
for.  Sir  Theodore  readily  gives  the  Aflurance.for  himfelf  and  his  Brethren,  and  befides 
allures  them  (if  they  will  turn  out  the  honeft  Phyficians,  and  recommend  them  to  ten 
times  more  Patients  than  they  can  take  care  of)  they  Hull  be  invited  to  come  and 
lee  the  Operations  of  the  Medicines,  and  make  the  Report  to  them,  and  be  permitted 
to  thru  ft  111  three  or  four  Remedies,  when  they  fhall  fee  Occafion.  Many  run  to  our 
Court-Do&or  to  be  entr’d  in  the  Patent,  and  reliev'd  from  the  fad  Confinement  of  at- 
tending  the  Shop  from  Morning  to  Night,  and  carefully  obferving  the  Preparations, 
and  Delivery,  and  compell’d  to  (ell  at  the  known  Rates,  a  Quart,  and  Pound,  or  four 
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Ounces  at  a  time.  Our  French-wan ,  (tho’  Paris  has  new  but  fifty  two,  and  many  Cities 
abroad,  almoft  as  large  as  London  was  then,  but  eight  or  ten)  could  not  refift  the 
moft  earneft  Solicitations  of  one  Hundred  and  Fourteen  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
Charter.  The  blacked:'  Defpair  inftantly  feiz’d  them,  we  were  before  every  Minute 
giving  out  and  taking  in  the  honeft  Gains,  we  muft  now  live  and  prey  on  the  Sick 
only  :  We  are  by  the  whole  Hundred  too  many :  We  are  loft,,  if  the  poor  Patients 
*  are  not  made  to  take  every  Hour  a  Bole  of  a  Penny  value,  to  be  pris’d  at  two 
Shillings  and  fix  Pence,  and  to  be  wafh’d  down  by  a  little  Liquor,  we  will  rate 
at  the  other  two  and  fix  Pence.  All  the  Phyficians  Pulfes  were  inftantly  felt.  Will 
you  help  us  to  cheat  the  Patient  ?  We  cannot,  they  anfwer,  cheat  them  for  you, 
without  deftroying  their  Life  in  very  many  Difeafes.  We  cannot  excufe  you,  and  we 
are  determin’d  to  a  Man  to  expel  you  out  of  all  the  Houfes,  if  you  will  not  fide  with 
us  againft  the  Patients.  Many  of  the  Faculty,  even  the  Pretenders  to  Purity  and 
San&ity,  as  now,  took  Service  under  them  on  thofe  Terms.  The  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  who  in  all  former  Ages  gave  their  generous  Care  and  Medicines  to  their 
Neignb  ours  and  Tenants,  and  Family  in  the  Abfence  of  their  Phyfician,  and  in  the 
vulgar  Cafes,  were  amaz’d  at  the  Impudence  of  our  alter’d  Do£tors.  Treacle  and  Mi- 
thridate ,  and  the  Cordial  Water r,  are  now  protefted  to  be  good  for  nothing,  unlefs 
Ten  of  them  are  blended  together.  There  is  difeover’d  a  Complication  of  Difeafes, 
and  there  muft  be  a  Complication  of  Remedies.  We  muft  now  preferibe  in  little  Dofes, 
one  Grain  too  much  or  too  little  of  Diafcordiuin ,  or  Gafconz  Powder ,  or  Crabs  Eyes , 
or  Coral,  will  be  fatal  in  one  Hour.  To  ingage  the  more  fharp  Invention  and  labo¬ 
rious  Diligence  of  the  Phyficians,  they  had  a  third  or  fourth  Part  in  the  Pound  from 
the  Apothecary.  It  was  then  {fcyl’d  going  Snips  with  the  Apothecary,  a  Term  of 
Art  neceflary  to  be  recorded,  becaufe  the  Tables  are  now  turn’d,  and  the  Expreftion 
is  in  danger  of  being  loft.  The  Nobility  and  Gentry  were  in  the  greateft  Confufion, 
the  Phyficians  and  Apothecaries  laught  at,  and  exploded  their  fiureft  Obfervations  of 
the  Succefles,  from  the  beft  Medicines,  and  compell’d  them  to  abdicate  all  Concern  of 
their  Families,  and  leave  the  Treatment  of  themfelves  and  their  Children,  to  them 
and  the  new  Aflcciates,  the  blind  old  Nuries.  Every  Shop  hath  three  or  four  Prentices 
to  make  the  long  Medicines,  and  the  new-fafhion’d,  with  the  magnifying  Appel¬ 
lations,  and  to  make  up  the  little  (hamming  Dofes,  ro  carry  them  out,  to  run  for 
the  Doctor,  or  the  Mafter,  to  fave  the  Footman  the  Trouble.  In  twenty  Years,  the 
Number  is  mounted  to  four  or  five  Hundred,  All  the  People  cry  out,  we  law  this  and 
the  other,  vaft  Numbers  kill’d  by  too  many  Dofes,  very  many  Boles  and  Draughts 
remain’d  on  the  Table  after  the  Deaths  and  Recoveries.  The  Charge  of  one  Sicknefs 
of  a  Servant  is  greater  than  they  had  Ipenr  for  the  whole  Family  in  five  Years  before. 
The  Nobility  and  Gentry,  like  Engl ijh- men,  rally  and  come  again  into  Order,  and 
cry  out  to  the  honeft  Phyficians  to  lead  them  cn.  We  cannot  help  you,  they  laid, 
while  the  Apothecaries  are  lb  many,  and  yearly  increafing  by  fo  many  Prentices. 
The  Apothecaries  cry  our,  we  get  great  Summs  by  our  Prentices  to  fer  up,  and  af¬ 
terwards  help  to  keep  us,  and  will  take  them;  we  muft  have  two  or  three  in  the  Shop 
to  make  and  porter  out  every  little  Medicine,  and  we  and  our  Lads  muft  vifitin 
the  Evening,  and  make  our  Reports  to  the  Dodtors  at  the  Tavern  from  Noon  to 
Night,  who  have  promis’d  us  to  leave  the  Care  of  all  the  Sick  in  the  Afternoon  to  us 
and  our  Prentices.  The  Nobility  and  Gentry  near  the  Court,  and  theMagiftrates  of  the 
City,  demand  of  the  Phyficians,  if  they  were  all  enter’d  into  the  Confpiracy  to  de- 
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ftroy  their  Patients  and  the  Profeflion,  by  the  iate  collufive  Pra&ice  of  the  odd  new* 
Mixtures  of  the  Medicines,  and  the  crafty  Divifions  and  fraudulent  Numbers  of  Doles. 
There  were  then  many  more  Phyficians  than  this  Age  can  boaft  of,  who  had  with 
great  Humanity  plac’d  themfelves  between  the  Patients  and  the  Apothecaries,  and 
were,  as  now,  pelted  with  all  the  impudent  Reflexions  they  and  their  Phyficians  could 
fuggeft  to  one  another.  We  will  introduce  you  to  the  King  in  Council,  He  will  gra- 
cioufly  hear  and  relieve  his  People  from  their  infufferable  Calamities,  which  will  in- 
create  and  be  aggravated  with  the  Swarms  of  our  late  invented  Managers  and  Corrup¬ 
ters  of  Phyfick.  Our  mod  excellent  Prince,  Ann .  1639,  receiv’d  the  Impeachment 
of  the  Apothecaries  in  Council.  All  the  Articles  were  prov’d  and  allow’d.  The  Char¬ 
ter  being  granted  by  his  Royal  Father  but  20  Years  paft,  all  the  Judges  were  con¬ 
futed,  who  unanimoufly  refblve  the  Neceflity  of  reducing  their  Numbers,  and  that 
by  the  ill  Ule  of  the  Charter,  they  repeal  and  deftroy  all  the  A6ts  of  Parliaments,  which 
have  fecur’d  the  Health  and  Life  of  the  Subjects.  The  Attorney  General  is  comman¬ 
ded  by  Quo  Warranto  to  take  away  the  Charter.  They  refpite  the  Sentence  by  ma¬ 
ny  Pleadings  one  Year  before  the  Council.  All  the  Arguments  open’d  the  Cafe  more 
and  more,  and  difcover’d  the  innumerable  weighty  Reafens  for  confining  them  to  a 
competent  Proportion,  to  their  keeping  their  Shops  and  the  ftri&elt  Attendance  on  the 
Preparations  and  Deliveries  of  the  Medicines.  The  Lord  Prefident  was  direbled  to 
command  the  Profecution  without  further  Delay.  His  Majefty,  with  the  Lords  of  the 
Council ,  delates ,  That  the  cxcefftvc  Humber  of  Apothecaries  is  inconfftcnt  with  the  Safety  of 
his  P^oyal  Perfon  and  Family ,  and  of  all  his  Sub/ eels.  The  Phyficians  of  the  College  have 
demon  fixated')  that  the  People  may  have  the  Medicines  fufjiciently  compounded  for  the  general 
Difeafcs  from  not  many  of  you  plac'd  at  the  proper  Diftances  in  the  City.  When  you  fhall 
fill  all  the  Street S)  you  mu(l  ftarve<y  if  the  Poor  are  not  undone  by  you ,  and  the  Wealthy  pe- 
fterdand  kill'd  by  the  Numbers  of  the  Dofes  in  almojl  all  Difeafes .  You  will  defer t  your  La - 
hour  in  preparing  the  Remedies,  and  againfl  the  excellent  Prcvifion  of  the  Laws ,  undertake 
the  Cures  of  Difeafes  with  the  knavifh  Artifices  and  lmpoftures  of  your  own  Prices  for  all  your 
fraudulent  Divifions .  A  great  part  of  the  Phyficians  fhall  be  compelled  to  facrifice  their  Pati¬ 
ents  to  your  Neceflity^  and  by  the  perfidious  Juftification  of  your  Quack/ vgs  on  the  mod  fevere 
Difeafes ,  betray  their  Profeflion  to  you ,  and  at  l aft  by  praEliftng  only  on  the  Difeafes  dif or¬ 
der  d  and  confus'd  by  youy  Jhall  never  make  the  juft  Obfervations  of  their  Natures  and  Pro - 
grefs ,  and  of  the  Effects  of  their  Medicines.  The  College  fhall  be  broken  by  the  mo  ft  raging 
Feuds  and  Animofities ,  and  the  Promotion  of  the  Knowledge  of  all  the  Parts  of  the  Learned 
Profejfton  Jhall  ceafe .  Tour  Company  therefore  is  diflolv  d  \  the  College  is  order'd  to  repre - 
fent  to  this  Board ,  how  many  of  you  may  be  tolerated ,  not  to  increafe ,  but  with  regard  to  the 
Enlargement  of  the  City.  The  Rebellion  breaking  out  foon  after  fav’d  the  Company. 
In  twenty  Years  to  the  Reftoration  they  hpd  improv’d  their  Numbers  and  their  Strength, 
by  more  of  the  old  Phyiicians  debauch’d  to  their  Party,  and  the  younger  taking  up  the 
Prablice  in  common  vogue,  and  having  on  one  fide  the  Dread  of  Want,  if  they  di£ 
pleafe,  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  glorious  Aflurances  of  prefent  Fame  and  Riches, 
if  they  will  obey  all  the  Orders  of  the  Apothecaries  Company.  Almofl:  all  our  Pre- 
fidents ,  and  the  Court-Phyficians  have  been  rais’d  to  their  Fame  and  Preferments  by 
that  humble  Employment,  and  the  College  Addrefles  to  His  Majefiy  King  Charles  II. 
prevented  by  them.  He  has  often,  when  Sir  Charles  Scarborough  reprefentetf  the 
Grievances  of  his  Subjebb  from  the  Apothecaries,  declar’d  his  Sentiment  with  great 
Concern,  that  the  College  rauft  follow  the  Example  of  his  Laboratory  in  W-dte-Half 
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and  prepare  in  theirs  the  late  improv’d  Medicines,  and  in  their  private  Laboratories 
difcovcr and  examine  the  moft  rational  and  efficacious  Preparations  for  all  the  greater 
Cures,  and  perfwade  the  Families  to  lend  for  the  publick  Remedies  from  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  Shop  in  Quantities,  and  unmix’d,  and  inftruft  the  Attendants  in  the  eafie  Mix¬ 
ings  of  the  Juleps,  and  the  moft  obvious  Divifions  of  the  other  vulgar  Compofitions. 
While  the  Favourite  Duke  reign’d,  who  was  an  odd  States  man,  Chymift  and  Buf¬ 
foon  *  we  fear’d  he  was  like  moft  of  the  English  Gentry,  poffels’d  with  the  ominous 
Fear  of  Death,  if  the  Prefervation  of  Phyfick  ffiould  reach  his  Ears,  or  on  the  oppo¬ 
se  part,  fhould  make  a  Jeft  and  Banter  on  the  Affair,  which  has  been  always  ac¬ 
counted  *  the  laft  thing  in  the  World  to  play  the  Fool  with.  Then  Dr.  Goddard, 
Dr.  Bates,  &c.  try’d  the  Experiment  by  feveral  admidrable  Difcourfes,  how  the  Gen¬ 
try  would  provide  for  their  own  Safety.  Our  late  Learned  Prefident  SirT bo.  Milling¬ 
ton,  defign  d  humbly  to  lay  the  milerable  Condition  of  the  Englifh  before  His  late  Ma- 
jefty  of  Glorious  Memory,  but  he  obferv’d  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Court  poylon’d  by  our 
Apoftate  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  and  that  the  Phrenzy  had  Jeiz’d  them,  that  they 
rail’d  at,  and  affaulted  the  moft  honourable  Defigns  of  our  Society,  or,  in  the  Inter¬ 
val,  ridicul’d  the  Addrefs  at  this  Seafon,  when  we  raife  Mony  and  Troops  to  kill 
our  Enemies,  will  you  perplex  us  with  your  oppofite  Proje&s  to  lave  our  felves  and 
the  People  from  being  deftroy’d  ?  Bur,  as  was  before  obferv’d,  the  part  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  diftinguiffi’d  by  their  Zeal  to  favc  the  Publick  and  the  Profeilion,  had  prepar’d 
an  Univerlal  Remedy  to  extirpate  all  the  Calamities  of  the  Sick.  It  may  appear  not 
pompous  and  furprifing,  but  its  Efficacy  was  moft  powerful  and  diffufive.  A  Statute 
was  made  to  give  in  the  Chamber  the  Dire&ions  of  the  Ufes  and  Divifions  of  the  Me¬ 
dicines  in  Engliflo,  agreeably  to  the  Pra&ice  of  all  former  Ages,  and  now  of  all  the 
Parts  of  Europe.  The  Family  could  not  be  impos’d  on  by  the  fraudulent  Subdivifions 
of  the  large  Juleps,  and  Elettuaries ,  and  Powders,  into  twenty  or  forty  Parts,  valu’d 
as  much  as  a  great  Portion,  the  Life  of  the  Sick  was  not  expos’d  to  the  Mi- 
ftakes  of  the  idle  playful  Boys,  of  which  there  are  many  deadly  Inftances  here,  as  well 
as  in  France,  of  the  violent  Death  of  one  of  her  Kings.  The  Mafter  was  infenfibly 
every  day  more  and  more  fetled  in  the  keeping  to  his  Shop.  When  ever  he  came  to 
expound  the  takings  of  the  Remedies,  which  was  left  plainly  and  diftin&ly  by  the 
Do&or.-  The  Attendants  and  Nurfes  reprimanded  the  dangerous  Impertinence  :  Sir, 
You  muft  not  trouble  us,  and  leave  your  Work  at  Home,  our  Phyfician  has  inftru- 
6ted  us,  we  can  (eparate  the  Doles  as  well  as  you.  The  Riches  the  Families  acquir'd* 
were  more  eftimablc  than  an  hundred  Fees,  from  the  leffening  two  or  three  Guineas 
a  Day  to  as  many  Shillings,  but  chiefly  from  the  moft  Candid  Informations  ol  the 
great  Vertues  of  the  Publick  Medicines  to  be  taken  in  the  Parallel  Cafes,  but  to  the 
laft  degree  from  the  Communications  of  the  Preparations  of  many  Drugs  from  the 
Druggift  or  Market  to  be  made  in  the  Houfe,  the  moft  Ample,  but  the  moft  gene¬ 
rous  Medicines  in  the  World.  The  Apothecaries,  as  we  have  publiffi’d  the  Narrative, 
were  at  their  Wits  end.  We  are,  they  faid,  undone,  if  we  are  hindred  from  running 
into  the  Chambers,  on  Pretence  to  model  the  Takings  of  the  Doles,  which  affords  us 
the  opportunity  of  dilcourfmg  of  the  Difeales,  and  whether  in  our  Judgment  the  Pre- 
feriptions  are  proper  for  it,  and  to  vary  often  and  add  a  berter  of  our  own.  We  are 
loft,  if  the  Dodlor  is  ventur’d  alone  with  the  People,  our  Prelence  awes  them  from 
hurting  us,  as  when  a  Tyger  appears,  your  Horie  trembles,  and  is  not  able  to  ftrike  or 
run  away.  They  mufter  their  Party  of  our  Society.  Our  then  Prefident,  a  Court- 
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Pbyfician,  and  the  other  Betrayers  of  the  People  and  Profeflion,  violate  the  Order 
and  give  the  fatal  Neceffity  and  Example  to  difiifc  it.  The  Cenfors  vifit  him,: 
threaten  to  declare  him  infamous  in  the  next  College  meeting  :  He  weeps,  and  pro- 
miles  Repentance  and  Amendment  ;  but  theTerrours  of  the  Apothecaries  Reientment 
prevail.  This  afferts  the  Neceility  of  addrefling  Her  Majefry  or  the  two  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  That  they  will  be  pleas’d  by  Charter,  or  an  Adi:,  to  appoint  the  choice  of 
our  Prefident  and  Ceniors,  and  Committee,  by  tR  Ballet  from  the  Senior  half  of  the 
Fellows,  from  the  moil  powerful  Meafares,  which  Rated  the  Elections  in  the  Bank,  of 
England  and  the  New  Eaft- India  Company,  and  fince  in  the  Vnited  Companies .  Our  Adi 
made  in  King  Henry  the  Eighth's  Reign,  was  then  fuited  to  the  Vertues  and  Circum- 
Ranees  of  the  Phyficians.  The  eight  FJedls  could  fumifti  a  learned  and  upright  Prcr 
fident.  But  the  Apothecaries  may  corrupt  the  eight  Ele&s  :  Many  of  them  may  be 
from  the  rile  of  their  Pradlice  depending  on  their  Favour  for  their  daily  Bread.  Our 
Charter  has  appointed  four  Vifitors,  who  have  often  refus’d  to  a£l,  the  College  be¬ 
ing  conRitutedby  two  Adis  of  Parliament.  The  Vifitors  appointed  by  the  Adi  would 
in  one  meeting  repel  the  impudent  Objections  againR  any  ot  our  Statutes,  or  would 
council  the  prefent  Sulpenfion  or  Repeal  of  any  one.  All  our  Members  would  in  a 
fhort  time  not  dare  to  perfiR  in  the  Violation  of  their  Oaths  to  the  Society  and  Uni- 
verfity,  and  in  the  moR  impious  Outrages  on  the  Life  of  all  the  Ranks  of  the 
Nation. 

We  will  not  doubt,  Gentlemcny  your  Aft  Ranee  in  the  Grand  Affair  of  the  mod: 
univerlal  Charity  we  can  promife  our  (elves  the  Favours  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  AN 
dermati  and  Common  Council  of  th eCity  of  London  :  There  cannot  be  greater  Vouchers 
of  the  Honourable  Defigns  of  the  College,  to  relieve  the  publick  Calamities,  when 
they  were  pleas’d  to  meet  us,  as  in  Confultation,  and  refblv’d  with  us  the  moR  neceP 
fary  Medicine.  This  Treaty  has  been  made  publick,  of  which  the  AbRradl  may  not 
be  ungrateful  to  you. 

Our  Society  appointed  the  Committee  to  wait  on  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen ,  and* 
lay  before  them  the  unhappy  Condition  of  the  Citizens,  the  Face  of  the  Poor  ground 
in  every  Sicknefs,  by  the  Exadlions  in  the  cheapeR  Medicines.  The  MagiRrates  of 
the  City  and  Common-Council,  chofe  a  Committee,  Sir  John  Moor Sir  WilL  Hedges , 
Sir  J of  Smart  Aldermen ,  Mr.  Bofvile,  Mr.  Ballon,  Mr.  EgUftonc,  Sir  Edw.  Wifemany 
Mr.  Richer,  Mr.  Palf reman ,  Commoners.  We  demonRrated  to  ihetn  from  the  firR  Page 
to  the  laft  of  the  publick  Receit  Book,  that  all  the  Medicines  are  very  low  in  the  large* 
Quantities.  From  the  Rates  of  the  Simple  Waters  and  the  Compound,  and  the  Spirits 
and  T injures,  it  was  allow'd.  That  the  little  Cordials  are  now  rated  the  fifteen,  or 
twenty  parts  above  the  Ingredients :  That  the  Pearl  Julep  of  6  /.  8  d.  is  worth  but  the 
laR  8  d.  The  different  kinds  of  Pills  were  allow’d  to  be  but  one  Penny  the  Dofe* 
The  famous  Coufedtions  of  Treacle ,  M  ithridate,  Dlafcordium  no  more,  nor  the  El  bin¬ 
aries  of  the  Conferves  and  Syrups.  Many  DruggiRs,  cafually  prefent,  gave  their  At- 
teftation,  as  well  as  the  Merchants,  from  their  Price  of  the  Drugs  in  the  Pound.. 

Many  of  theie  Gentlemen,  who  had  travell’d  all  Parts  of  Europe ,  exprefs’d  the  moR 
ardent  Gratitude  to  us,  relieving  our  People,  and  razing  out  the  infamous  Character 
of  the  Englifh  Practice  abroad,  They  were  with  difficulty  prevail’d  on  to  report  the 
DiRerenee  of  the  Bills  abroad,  and  of  the  London  Bills,  that  the  Phyficians  tney  had 
confulted  in  Prance  and  Italy  deferib’d  the  Apothecaries  the  Sharpers,  many  Phyficians 
their  Setters,  and  the  People  the  Cullies  of  both.  It  is,  fay  they,  moR  notorious  in 
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youf  Boles  and  Powders,  pretended  to  be  fill’d  with  Be%oar9  thofe  and  the  Juleps  in  the 
Bills  fill’d  Beqmrdick*  when  there  is  not  by  the  Million  fo  much  imported  to  fupply  fo 
many  Articles.  Is  it  not  a  Jell,  that  the  Apothecary  (hall  raife  the  Price  of  thtWa- 
ters  call’d  Alexitcrial  and  Alexipbarmaca! ,  when  they  are  to  be  bought  at  z  s.  the  Quart. 
Many  Divines  exprefs’d  the  greateft  concern,  that  it  is  not  confident  with  the  ador’d 
Bounty  of  Providence,  which  furnidies  all  the  Neceflary  Nourifliments,  that  the  mea¬ 
ner  People  afflifted  with  Sicknefs  fliould  want  its  Prote&ion  in  the  equal  Plenty  of  the 
mod  ufeful  Medicines.  The  Phyficians  reprefented  the  Cheats  of  the  Chymifts,  who 
pretended  many  Months  or  Years  were  required  to  prepare  the  great  Elixirs  from 
Gold,  by  the  Rays  of  the  Sun,  thatj  thefe  Pretences  and  the  Remedies  had  been  long 
fince  exploded,  that  our  bed  Remedies  are  very  foon  work’d  and  made  readv 
for  ufe.  ^ 

The  Reprefentatives  of  the  City  refolvc,  that  all  Phyficians  {hall  fubfcribe  in  their 
Prefcripts  the  Prices  of  them,  according  by  Standard  to  be  letled  by  them  and  us,  and 
that  the  Apothecaries  (hall  not  prefume  to  ask  more.  The  Company  were  inform’d 
of  this  Refolution,  they  give  in  their  Anfwer,  That  every  Trader  is  beft  able  to  make  bis 
Bill  and  Demand ,  and  they  mil  not  part  with  the  Privilege  of  getting  what  they  can .  This 
Reply  furpriz’d  the  Citizens.  At  lad  forty  Apothecaries  voluntarily  oblige  themfelves 
by  a  Subfcription  at  the  College,  to  deliver  all  Medicines  at  the  Rates  afligned  by  the 
Prefcriber  :  They  are  called  to  the  Hall,  and  threatned  with  the  chargeable  Offices  of 
the  Company,  and  Expulfion,  if  they  did  not  cancel  the  Engagement.  It  is  evident, 
that  the  Subfcription  obferv’d  would  have  reduc’d  the  Shops  to  the  competent  Number, 
but  this  being  baffled,  they  make  their  Requed  to  the  College  to  undertake  this  Cha¬ 
rity  to  the  Publick  by  a  Difpenfary  at  the  College.  We,  as  every  Society  of  Phyfi¬ 
cians  in  Europe ,  had  a  Laboratory  provided  at  the  Building  of  the  College,  That,  many 
Years  negle&ed  from  our  Intedine  Feuds  and  Confufions,  is  now  ardently  employ’d 
m  the  preparation  of  Medicines,  from  whence  the  other  Difpenfaries  are  conflaiitly 
fupply ’d.  Sir  William  Hedges  the  Chai  rman  defign’d  to  have  acquainted  the  Common 
Council  of  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee  and  the  College,  to  preferve  the  City 
from  the  mod  grievous  Oppreilions,  but  another  Common  Council  being  foon  after 
chofen,  feveral  of  the  Committee  were  left  out,  and  the  Report  not  made.  As  the 
Rebellion  preferv’d  the  Company  and  dedroy’d  the  Kingdom,  the  difcontinuance  of 
thefe  Committees  has  refpited  their  Redu&ion.  If  the  College  had  mov’d  the  City  to 
direa  a  felea  Number  to  form  the  Society  fora  Reformation  of  the  fraudulent  and 
dedru&ive  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick  in  Concert  with  us,  and  their  Zeal  for  the  seated 
Relief  and  Happinefs  of  the  Publick  had  been  always  flaming,  like  the  Vedai  Fire 
the  great  Projea  of  the  Difpenfary,  (as  the  Companies  Apo’ogift  owns,  and  they  now 
confefs  by  their  Rage  to  all  the  Members  of  it)  would  have  been  applauded  by  every 
Inhabitant.  Thefe  Gentlemen  would  from  feveral  Meetings  impart  to  the  Lord  Mayor , 
the  Aldermen  and  Common  Council ,  and  thefe  to  their  rcfpccthe  Wards  to  be  di/pers’d  to 
every  Habitation,  that  all  the  Families  (hall  be  inftrufted  in  the  Ufes  and  Goodnefs  and 
Prices  of  all  the  Publick  Medicines  lold  in  the  Shop  :  That  the  College  has  lately  vo- 
ted  our  prefent  Receit*  Book  is  not  comparable  to  many,  not  many  Years  pad,  pub- 
tifhd  in  the  chief  Cities  of  Europe ,  that  our  numberlefs  fuperfluous  mud  be  left  our, 
and  the  Vitious  abdicated,  many  others  redrefs’d  by  more  rational  Preparations,  that 
from  the  frequent  neceflary  Revifions  of  it  by  the  College,  and  the  Communications 
the  mod  Iriduftnous  Phyficians,  all  the  mod  efteem’d  Remedies  will  betaken  into  it, 
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and  the  Publlck  prefented  with  the  beft  Colle&ion;  That  having  all  thefe,  as  they 
fhall  be  wanted,  brought  to  the  Houfe  in  the  Forms  they  are  (old  in  the  Shops,  fmee 
they  do  not  want  any, and  are  damag’d  by  all  the  coliufive  Mixtures, the  Phyficiatis  will 
then  be  able  to  deteft  the  bale  adulterate  Preparations,  and  fuggeft  to  them  the  fu-reft 
Marks,  by  which  they  may  prevent  the  weighty  Injury  in  the^Price  and  lofs  of  Life;' 
That  from  the  Ignorance  of  the  Phyficians  and  People,  many  eminent  Apothecaries 
have  deftroy’d  great  Numbers  of  the  Citizens,  by  vilely  fophifticating  the  moll:  us’d 
and  rely  d  on  Remedies ;  1  hat  this  the  greateft  Crime  has  been  long  undilcover’d  and 
notpunifh’d,  that  if  Mr.  Gore,  Mr .Bjbinfon,  Mr.  Sjfes,  Mr.  Gardiner*  Mr.  Dcndridge,. 
Mr.  Lydal  have  been  accus’d  and  condemn’d  at  the  College  and  their  Hall,  it  mull:  be 
fear’d,  that  the  lefs  Wealthy,  and  lefs  pretending  to  Honefty,  may  have  the  moit  cor¬ 
rupt  and  poylonous :  The  molt  forprizing  Aggravations  would  be  laid  before  the  in¬ 
jur’d  Houles,  that  to  make  them  the  bell:  and  mod  healing,  would  coft  them  only  a 
Farthing  or  two  in  each  Dole,  and  that  the  Death  of  every  Patient  is  hazarded  to 
make  that  Profit  more  in  the  i  s.  6  d.  for  each:  That  every  Citizen  fhould  confider 
and  make  the  Report  to  the  Deputies,  what  Punilhment  (hall  be  inflifted  on  thele 
moll:  abhor’d  Attempts  on  the  Lite  of  Man  :  That  as  they  walk  the  Streets,  they 
fhould  oblerve  the  Death-Head  in  the  Shop  to  affright  the  Timorous,  and  two  or  three 
Prentices  unemploy’d  the  whole  Day,  and  that  the  Mafter  and  they  are  to  live  out  of 
one  Patient  \  that  their  Confections  and  Powders ,  &c.  mull  wafte  and  lole  all  their 
Virtues,  before  they  come  in  courle  to  be  mix’d,  that  almoft  all  the  Shops  take  Lodgers 
to  fupport  them,  the  certain  Sign,  that  the  Houfe  will  be  (oon  empty,  that,  as  they 
decline  to  Breaking,  and  many  fhur  up  daily,  their  Credit  and  goodnefs  of  the  Drugs 
mull  fink  together  .*  I  hat,  till  the  Apothecaries  fhall  be  (ctled  by  the  Government  in 
the  proper  Stations  of  the  City,  under  the  vigilant  Infpeftion  of  the  Magiftrates  and 
the  College,  the  Difpenlaries  (hall  be  inlarg’d  to  three  or  four  times  the  Number,  that 
all  the  Medicines  (hall  be  pubiickly  fold  in  them,  that  every  Citizen  fhall  command 
his  Phyfician  to  fend  for  the  Remedies  to  the  Difpenlaries,  till  the  Goodnels  of  thole  of 
the  Shops  fhali  be  warranted,  and  not  as  now,  leave  it  to  Hazard,  to  the  Inadverten¬ 
cy  of  the  Family,  to  the  conventency  of  a  Shop  being  near  at  Hand,  whether  the 
Patient  fhall  live  by  a  generous  Medicine,  or  dye  by  the  moft  corrupted  :  That  the 
prelent  Mode  of  advifing  at  the  Dilpeniaries  fhall  be  alter’d,  not  examine  the  Difeales 
and  prefcribe  the  Remedies  to  a  vaft  Number  at  the  Days  affign’d,  but  that  the  Pati¬ 
ents  as  formerly,  fhall  with  lefs  trouble  apply  to  the  Phyficians  near  them,  who  (hall 
vifit  them  in  the  Bed,  when  the  Difeafe  fhall  confine  them,  and  proceed  from  the  Rife 
of  the  Dileale  to  the  Cure,  with  the  greateft  Improvement  of  their  Knowledge  and 
'  Experience,  and  the  proportionate  faiisfaftion  and  confidence  of  the  Tick  :  That  the 
Phyficians  of  no  Honour  or  Conscience  (as  they  are  in  our  Publication  diftinguifh’d) 
{hall  be  expell’d  out  of  the  College,  uniels  they  give  the  fureft  Proof  of  their  Conver- 
fion  by joyning  with  the  Diipeufarians  in  the  common  Prefervation  of  the  People  an<d 
the  Profeiiion  :  The  univerlai  Voice  of  the  People  would  publifh  their  infamous  Cha- 
rafter  and  prepare  the  City  for  that  neceffary  Execution,  only  delay’d  till  then  by  the 
late  Prefident  and  Society.  After  many  Conferences,  the  City,  and  by  its  Example 
the  whole  Nation,  would  be  blefs’d  with  the  Acquifition  of  the  greateft  Wifdom,  more 
valuable  than  the  Wealth  of  the  Indies,  engaging  the  Fidelity  of  the  Phyfician  by  a 
Salary,  in  imitation  of  our  Kings,  and  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  the  former  Ages,  in 
th$  different  Proportions ,  and  by  the  publick  Gratuity  to  the  Phyficians  for  their  indi- 
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fpenlable  care  of  the  Poor,  the  Praftice  of  all  the  other  Governments  in  Europe,  whole 
Abilities  the  ftri&  Examination  of  the  College  would  infure,  as  well  as  now  of  the 
Minifters  of  every  Parifti.  One  Argument,  to  inforce  this  Method,  will  prevent  the 
Enumeration  of  a  Thoufand,  That  the  Prince  of  the  Family,  or  his  Son,  fhall  have 
that  Phyfician’s  Vifits  three  or  four  times  in  the  Day,  to  mike  the  fureft  Dilcoveries  of 
the  invading  Dileafe,  his  greateft  Application  and  the  fecret  Confults  of  the  Phyficians 
he  beft  efteems,  to  finifh  the  Cure  in  three  or  four  Days,  which  is  poflible  in  many 
Fevers,  Pleuriiies,  &c.  and  not,  as  now,  permit  them  to  expatiate  to  fourteen  or 
twenty,  for  their  Patrons  the  Apothecaries  greateft  Advantage,  and  the  Death  of 
the  deceas’d.  The  prelent  Practice  of  having  an  Apothecary  to  try  his  Fortune  the 
three  or  four  Days  and  paying  him  lor  his  Wifdom  and  Attendance  out  of  the  Remedies 
to  be  taken,  is  the  greateft  Affront  to  the  Creature  pretending  to  be  endow’d  with 
Realon,  and  the  peculiar  Infamy  of  the  Englifh  Nation.  Can  it  be  thought,  that  in 
the  liicceeding  Annual  Proceffion  and  celebration  of  the  Charities  of  the  publick  Hofpi- 
tals;  that  the  Minifter  from  the  Pulpit  would  not  prelent  to  the  Auditors  the  vaft 
Munificence  of  the  College-Bounty  to  the  prelent  and  future  Ages,  not  to  a  confin’d 
Number  of  the  Indigent,  but  to  all  the  Degrees,  that  they  are  deliver’d  from  the  fear 
of  the  want  of  Relief  in  Sicknefs,  and  from  the  Exa&ions  which  fhall  opprels  them 
in  the  midft  of  the  greateft  Plenties  and  Abundancies  of  all  the  other  Supports,  that 
tho’  our  Harvefts  and  Bread  are  rarely  deficient,  they  muft  dread  the  Famine  of  the 
Prelerversof  Life  in  Dileales?  The  Society  would  have  been  prepar’d  to  receive  the 
Citizens  returning  from  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  After  the  Veiw  of  our  ftately  Theater  for 
Anatomies  and  Lettures  on  Difieafies,  the  Intentions  of  Curey  the  Medicines ,  and  the  La¬ 
boratory ,  and  the  Apartments ,  our  Orator  would  have  receiv’d  them  with  the  moft 
fplendid  and  magnificent  Entertainment. 

Gentlemen,  This  Fabrick,  tho’  feated  in  the  Center  of  the  Court,  and  of  our  Trade, 
has  been  many  Vears  overlook’d,  not  oblerv’d  to  be  the  great  and  only  Vniverfity  of 
Phyfick  in  this  Kingdom,  as  the  Civil  Law  has  its  Vniverfity  not  far  remote  from  it. 
Divinity  has  none  in  England ,  and  France  has  only  one  College  of  Theologifis ,  that  of 
the  Sorbonne.  In  our  two  famous  Univerfities,  the  Arts  and  Sciences  preparatory  to, 
and  lublervient  to  the  Superiour  Profeflions,  are  taught  by  the  Tutors  in  the  private 
Colleges,  and  the  publick  Profeflors.  The  great  Extent  of  this  City  lupplies  at  all 
times  innumerable  Calcs  of  Dileales,  which  may  be  carefully  obferv’d  from  the  firft 
Approach  to  the  Event,  the  Phyfician  may  be  aflifted  with  the  Council  of  the  more 
Experienc’d.  All  thele  Dileales  and  the  moft  fuccelsful  Remedies  will  be  communicated 
to  all  the  Society,  in  out  publicity  necefifiary,  or  voluntary  Lcttures,  in  the  frequent  Meet¬ 
ings  at  the  Difipenfiary  and  the  Laboratory.  Our  Univerlities  can  aftord  few  Patients, 
have  no  Holpirals,  the  Country  Pra£tice  prelents  more  rare  and  lei's  compleat  Obfer- 
vations  of  the  Diitempers,  and  the  refident  Pra&ilers  in  both  cannot  be  numerous. 
The  Profeflors  themleives  will  not  be  able  to  arrive  to  that  Wealth  of  Knowledge, 
the  great  Partnerlhip  here  may  prelume  to  raile.  And  this  Community  confifts  of  Fel¬ 
lows,  who  finifli’d  their  Degrees  in  them  (which  theStatutes  of  botn  account  only  the 
Solemn  Entrance  into  the  Profeflions)  and  of  others,  who  have  been  approv’d  by  the 
moft  lolemn  Examinations.  They  may  aflume  an  Equality  in  Learning  to  the 
Profeflors,  and  our  Numbers  in  this  engag’d  to  ailift  and  inftrudl  one  the  other,  will 
challenge  the  Supe  iority  to  all  the  Governours  of  Colleges,  and  the  Inftiu&ors  in 
them- 
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Our  mod  Learned  Kjng  Henry  the  Eighth,  the  firft  Defender  tf  faith  by  hit  Paw, ere* 
ftedthis  Society  of  Phyiicians  from  the  mod  prevalent  Inducements,  that  (as  the  Mer¬ 
chants  on  the  Exchange )  they  might  impart  all  the  great  Difcoveries  of  Difeafes  and 
Medicines,  incite  their  mutual  Emulation  to  advance  the  Art  to  the  greated  Perfefti- 
ons,  and  as  the  only  competent  Judges,  grant  their  Allowance  to  praftife  after  the 
mod  drift  Enquiries,  and  repel  the  Violences  of  the  intruding  Traders,  and  all  the 
other  Quacks  on  the  Health  and  Life  of  the  Spbjefts.  The  Kings  then  famous  for 
their  Learning,  of  France ,  Germany ,  Spain ,  the  Princes  and  States  of  Italy ,  at  that 
time  endow’d  the  Profeflors  of  Phyfick.  You  will  be  furprized,  that  the  lad  Age  has 
projefted  the  overthrow  of  thefe  Royal  Edablifhments,  and  that  elpecially  in  England , 
‘Ours  has  been  many  Years  batter’d  with  the  noifie  Artillery  of  Ra^efrom  all  Quarters, 
many  of  its  Defenders  compell’d  to  the  mod  Scandalous  Defertion  to  our  Enemies 
the  others  mud  fubmit  at  Dilcretion,  and  that  the  Government,  nor  any  Allies,  have 
offer’d  their  Abidance,  have  come  to  our  Relief,  ;o  raifethe  Siege;  The  Law,  "which 
eftablifhes  us,  wifely  provides,  That  the  Death  of  our  Members  fhall  be  recruited 
from  the  Phyiicians  of  both  our  Univerfities.  It  will  live  but  a  little  part  of  an  A^e  on¬ 
ly,  if  it  mud  depend  on  the  Arbitrary  Humour,  and  the  private  Sentiment  of  theVhy- 
ficians,  if  it  (hall  hold  its  Being,  or  be  drop’d  by  them,  as  a  Leafe  on  Lives.  Our 
Univerfities  have  unhappily  relented  our  Importunities  to  their  Phyiicians  to  unite  with 
us,  and  increafe  their  knowledge  of  Difeafes  and  Medicines,  and  prelerve  the  Faculty 
tho’  our  mod  learned  Judge  (on  the  late  Tryal  to  alfert  the  great  Wildom  of  our  Aft 
of  Parliament)  gave  the  mod  irrefragable  Reafons  for  it :  That  all  their  Divines, tho’  the 
mod  celebrated  Preachers  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge ,  mud  by  the  Law  be  examin’d  by 
the  Bi/hops  to  approve  their  Learning  to  the  Countries,  where  they  are  prefer’d  that 
the  Phyiicians  Examination  is  the  mod  advantageous  and  publick  Tebimony  of  their 
Abilities,  and  that  the  Health  and  Life  of  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility  and  Gentry 
here  ought  not  always  to  depend  on  the  fufficiency  of  one  Profeflor,  that  the  greated 
Wifdom  and  Zeal  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Nation,  appear  and  are  admir’d  in  the  mod 
fage  and  mod  obferv’d  Laws  of  that  Age.  You  will  therefore  conclude,  that  every  one 
of  the  Owt-lyers  .has  his  private  and  peculiar  Motives  to  kill  this  Society  by  with¬ 
drawing  its  Nourifhment.  Is  there  not  a  Trade,  which  has  its  Concern  in  the  Ma¬ 
nagement  of  the  Difeafes,  who  may  engage  their  Help  to  dedroy  this  Corporation  for 
the  better  Advantage  of  their  own  ?  We  will  (as  the  Queen  from  the  Eab  propos’d 
many  difficult  Queftions  to  the  Wiled  King,*  challenge  our  Univerfities  to  inform  us 
how  the  Profedion  can  fupport  its  Dignity  and  its  Merits  of  the  publick  Regard,  how 
the  Faculty  initiated  with  them  can  fubfid,  when  the  College  fhall  be  extinft,  and  the 
trading  Company  have  got  the  Monopoly  of  breeding  innumerable  early  and  mod  in- 
dudrious  Retailers  of  Advice  and  Medicines  together.  One  would  expeft  when  tho fe 
venerable  Schools  of  Learning  are  fhock’d  with  equal  violence.it  is  their  Intered  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Defertion  and  Depravation  of  any  Part  engag’d  in  the  common  Caufe.  The 
Part  of  the  Englijh ,  who  want  Learning,  conceit  the  Art  of  Phyfick  is  necdlefs,  as 
our  young  Gentlemen  in  perfeft  Health,  they  decree,  there  fhall  be  no  Phyiicians5,  no 
Remedies  fhall  be  taken.  But,  when  Pains  and  Difeafes  feize  on  them,  and  they  are 
terribly  afraid  of  lofing  their  feleft  Pleafures,  and  the  great, tho’  common,  Injoyments  of 
Life,  and  of  returning  to  the  undiflinguifh’d  Mafs  of  Matter,  then  Phyfick  is  the  nr  f\ 
ufeful,  the  mod  divine  Profedion  in  the  World.  ’Pis  drange,  we  fhculd  not  ufe  the\ 
fird  Refieftionsof  common  fenfc,  which  everyone  knows,  and  which  not  one  on  the  \ 
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Queftion  ever  deny'd,  that,  as  Health  can  be  alter’d  and  Life  endanger’d  by  the  known 
and  obvious  Caules,  there  are  and  mud  be  Artifices  and  Medicines  to  relieve  them ; 
that,  as  there  are  various  Kinds  of  Nouriffiment  for  the  Young  and  Old,  for  all  the 
Conftitutions,  which  their  Natural  Indinft  and  Appetites  fugged  to  them,  there  are 
various  Qualities  of  Medicines  to  alter  the  Blood,  to  change  the  Spirits  and  expel  the 
Diforders,  and  redore  Health:  That  the  Author  of  their  Life  has  provided  the  Re¬ 
medies  to  prote&  and  preferve  it.  We  have  formerly  run  from,  but  (hall  in  the  great 
Circle  overtake  the  Wifdom  of  the  old  Times  and  of  our  Anceftors,  who  gave  the 
greated  Honours  to  the  Profeffion,  when  the  Emperors,  and  Kings,  and  Queens  made 
its  Improvement  one  great  part  of  their  mod  indudrious  Application,  and  we  have  a 
Proverb  in  England  (and  they  are  the  Wifdom  of  all  the  Nations)  peculiar  to  us,  that 
every  Gentleman  mud,  as  (oon  as  he  arrives  to  Underdanding,  begin  and' proceed  in 
the  Study  of  the  Art,  to  help  himfelf  in  the  ufual  Didempers,  to  difcern  and  repel  the 
fraudulent  Knaves,  who  will  rob  him  of  his  Money  and  Life,  that  he  may  attain  to 
great  skill,  before  he  is  pad  thirty  Years.  And  our  Gentlemen  will  then  forward  our 
private Indudry,  and  the  undidurb’d  pubfick  Advancements  of  the  Knowledge  of  Di- 
(eafes  and  Medicines,  when  they  refleft,  that  the  Sick  implore  Life  with  the  mod  ardent 
Vows,  and  place  Phyfick  above  all  the  other  Offices  and  Sciences,  that  the  Healthy 
only  magnifie  and  regard  the  glorious  Vidlories  of  Blenheim,  {{kmc Hies,  and  Turin,  and 
delight  in  the  Difcourles  of  a  firm  and  lading  Peace,  of  the  Vnion  with  Scotland ,  and 
the  future  Security  and  Grandeur  of  Great  Britain.  All  the  Crown’d  Heads  and  tri¬ 
umphant  Generals  bow  down  to  the  Profeffion,  when  under  the  Preffure  of  Pains  and 
the  Fear  of  Death.  We  can  then  only  interpofeand  certainly  fave  them  by  the  generous 
Remedy  judly  adminidred,  and  furely  dedroy  by  the  Ignorance  of  the  Medicine  or 
its  Ufe.  Many  of  the  English  kill  themfelves  and  their  Families,  by  a  Folly  theyde- 
fpife  in  all  the  other  Affairs,  by  imputing  Health  and  Death  to  Fate,  that  his  Time  is 
come  j  and  5ris  all  one,  if  we  take  feme  or  no  Remedies,  if  they  are  good  or  bad,  ad¬ 
vis'd  by  a  skilful  or  unthinking  Hand.  They  attend  the  violent  and  noifie  Trials  of 
the  Murtherers  by  Defign  on  the  Road,  or  the  Ncceiiity  ofDefence,  but  many  Thou¬ 
sands  are  dedroy ’d  in  the  Bed,  fthey  are  gone,  becaufe  the  lad  Hour  is  come)  with 
the  mod  eafie  unconcern’dnefs  at  the  Relations  of  the  manner  of  the  Murther  and 
Death,  If  Prededination  fhali  be  pleaded  in  Barr  to  the  life  of  our  Reafon  and  Care 
of  our  Actions,  all  the*  Laws  of  Societies  fhali  be  abrogated.  The  Robber  and  the 
Boy,  who  negledls  his  School,  fhali  not  be  punilh’d,  becaufe  it  was  out  of  their 
Power  ;  they  were  under  the  Redraint  of  a  fuperiour  Force.  But  our  Obje&ors,  will 
in  time  underdand,  that  Fate  cannot  hurt  us  but  by  ufing  our  own  Follies,  our  own 
Hands  to  drike  us,  by  the  Negledl  of  the  provided  Remedies,  or  having  them  from  the 
greedy  Gainer  by  the  vent  of  his  only  and  daily  Subfidence  into  us ;  they  run  as  fad 
as  they  can  from  the  Rain,  they  change  their  Cloaths  and  their  Diet,  fad  after  Sur¬ 
feits,  drink  and  eat  many  times  to  make  them  better,  and  will  give  all  they  are  worth 
for  the  preventing  and  preferving  Medicines  in  the  Extremity  of  a  dangerous  Difeafe, 
as  they  pay  chearfully  to  the  Fleets  and  Armies  againd  France. 

But  they  fay,  who  would  value  a  Profeffion,  that  cannot  fave  every  one  from  dy¬ 
ing,  that  cannot  bring  all  the  Conditutions  on  the  Level,  that  cannot  enfure  us  to 
a  Hundred  Years,  and  permit  us  all  the  Luxuries  and  Exceffies  of  Youth,  and  keep 
our  Fabrick  in  its  fird  Beauty  and  Strength  by  its  frequent  Repairs  ?  They  will  al¬ 
low,  that  the  natural  Neceffity  calls  for  every  one,  as  the  Annual  Plants  at  the  Ap- 
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proach  of  the  Winter  of  Life  ;  that1  the  more  Feeble,  or  the  Strong  from  the  Irru  ¬ 
ptions  of  violent  Affauks,  muft  be  cut  off  in  the  Spring,  or  the  Summer  of  our  Age  ^ 
But  they  will  not  trouble  themfelves,  they  fay,  the  Government  is  oblig’d  to  the  great- 
eft  Vigilance,  to  prepare  the  beft  Defences  for  the  common  Safety.  This  Diligence 
of  the  Government  can  admit  of  no  Relaxation  :  Its  Care  is  in  our  Ifland  rarely  en¬ 
gag’d  in  the  lefs  frequent  Hazards  of  Liberty  and  Life  from  an  invading  Enemy  ;  bur 
the  Generals  and  Admirals  without  it  may  want  Courage  cr  Condudf,  the  ncceffary 
Difcipline  of  the  Fleet  and  Army  may  be  loft,  the  Funds  may  be  deficient,  a  Faction 
may  contrive  the  Diflionour  of  the  Prince  by  their  own  Ruine.  But,  they  hope, 
that,  fince  Life  is  of  the  greateft  Importance,  and  the  Defign  of  oppreffmg  or  neg- 
le&ing  its  Safety,  is  the  moft  derefted  Crime,  there  is  nor  any  need  of  the  Govern¬ 
ments  or  Magiftrates  Thought  or  Concern  }  furelyno  Phyfician  will  refufe  the  hardeft 
Study  to  acquire  the  Art,  no  Trader  will  prefume  to  run  into  the  fick  Chamber  with 
Ignorance  of  the  Difeale,  and  the  Fear  if  Starving,  of  his  good  or  bad,  well  or  ill 
advis’d  Remedies  are  not  receiv’d.  You  will  therefore  think  it  neceftary,  that  th e£«g~ 
lifh  quid  be  feeur'd  from  the  many  dreadful  Daagers  they  now  lie  expos’d  to,  and 
that,  if  the  fupream  Magiftrate  will  pleafe  to  eafe  it  felf  of  a  large  Part  of  the  Burthen, 
the  Care  of  the  Subjeft  fhall  be  repos’d  in  a  proper  Office,  and  that  it  will,  from  time 
to  time,  take  the  moft  fevere  Cognizance  of  the  Difcharge  of  that  Truft.  We  will  not 
complain  oi  the  Unhappinefs  of  this  Society  fas  we  do  not  blame  the  Patient,  a  Lu- 
natick,  when  he  ftrikes  us)  that  the  Apothecaries  Company  is  appointed  by  the  mo¬ 
dern  Englift  to  take  the  Adminiftration  of  Phyfick,  as  they  do  of  Surgery,  and  that 
the  Magiftrates  have  granted  them  a  Patent,  with  full  Powers,  becaule  the  firft  Vifi- 
ters  (as  the  firft  Landers  and  Occupiers  of  uninhabited  Countries)  of  the  Sick  in  all 
the  Houles,  have  naturally  the  Government  of  the  College  devolv’d  in  them:  This 
Species  of  Madnefs,  becaufe  it  is  moft  violent,  muft  foon  pafs  off,  may  leize  and  take 
away  thoufands  of  Particulars,  but  the  Nation  is  immortal,  and  will  live  to  its  Reco¬ 
very.  Why  fhall  not  the  Apothecaries  (they  fay)  be  the  firft  Aggeflors  in  every  Sicknefs* 
when  in  a  great  Affembly  they  were  pronounc’d  more  Learn ’d  than  the  Phyficians, 
and  the  Apothecaries  have  every  day  aliened  in  the  Houles,  that  the  Phyficians  have 
not  the  leaft  Knowledge  of  the  Medicines,  that  they  often  difeover  grear  Blun¬ 
ders  in  their  Prefcripts,  that,  tho*  the  Apothecaries  have  no  Fees,  they  will  bring  in 
no  more  Phyfick  than  is  abfblurely  wanted,  and  that  they  lee  the  Phyficians  pra<ffife, 
and  learn  all  his  Medicines  from  him,  when  call’d  in,  in  the  Danger  and  Affright.  But 
you  will  confefs,  that  he  does  not  fee  the  Phyficians  pra&ice  in  the  great  Purpoles 
and  Difficulties,  when  the  Dii'eafe  firft  breaks  out,  and  is  not  diftinguifh’d  into  its  true 
5ort,  or  if  the  Phylician  is  of  their  choofing,  and  (hall  be  oblig’d  to  order  only  the 
common  Remedies  at  hand,  and  fhall  be  deter’d  from  Peeking  after  one,  which  alone 
would  too  foon  make  the  Cure.  It’s  therefore  certain,  that  the  Apothecaries  cannot 
have  all  the  Methods  and  Medicines  from  the  Phyficians.  But  thefe  Allegations  of  the 
College  fhall  be  rudely  ueny’d  and  exploded,  and  you  fhall  be  bad  Phyficians,  when  the 
Apothecaries  will  have  us  affirm  it,  and  you  (hall  be  good  Phyficians,  when  we  fay, 
the  Apothecaries  learn  from  you.  The  Intrigue  like  a  Mine  lies  cover’d  deep  under  the 
Earth.  Ail  the  Pra&ice  fome  Years  paft  was  with  five  Medicines  only,  the  People 
imagin’d,  they  had  all  the  beft  in  the  World.  The  Apothecaries  bid  the  Houles  re¬ 
port  it  fcandalous  in  any  Phylician  to  inquire  into  the  Virtues  and  Preparations  of  the 
Medicines,  but  they  fay,  they  can  communicate  to  the  Apothecarses  the  ihorteft  Me- 
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thod  to  cure  the  Dileafe  aod  deftroy  the  Profeffion,  when  all  that  fort  of  Patients 
{hall  run  to  the  Apothecaries  for  them  on  the  next  Occafion.  We  know  tne  Patients 
would  be  ftrangely  angry,  and  lay  it  on  the  Phyficians  Conference,  that  he  does  not 
read  all  the  Books,  and  then  examine  by  the  Chynncal  and  Galenical  Fires  all  tne  effi¬ 
cacious  Remedies.  Shall  we  reply,  that  the  Phyfician,  in  the  Englifi  Circumftances, 
to  the  infallible  Lofs  of  his  Reputation  and  Bufinefs,  will  not  read,  or  prepare,  or  impart, 
while  they  muzle  up  their  Mouths,  while  they  are  treading  out  the  Gram  ?  The  ra¬ 
tional  Cure  of  a  fevere  Difeafe  may  be  perplex’d,  and  want  the  Advices  of  many  of 
the  dead  Practifers,  who  have  often  err’d,  and  confefs’d  it,  and  at  laft  dilcoverd  the 
Jfureft  Methods  of  Cure  :  and  the  Difcoveries  of  the  fure  Qualities  of  Medicines  may 
be  difficult,  and  both  want  the  Labours  of  many  Ages  to  clear  the  Rubbitb,  and 
ffiew  them  in  perfection.  But,  Gentlemen,  one  would  think,  the  Government  fhould 
demand,  that  the  Prance  fhould  be  upon  the  Square,  clear  and  fincere,  and  the 
Cafe  of  the  deplorable  Difeas’d  be  plac’d  in  a  true  Light ;  and  that  we  (hall  be  freed 
from  the  amazing,  and  doubtful,  and  pernicious  Vexations.  The  Apothecaries  will 
not  have  us  difeover  the  mod  efle£tual  Medicines,  and  we  will  not,  then  we  cannot 
and  will  not  difeover,  and  the  Apothecaries  have  all  the  Difcoveries.  The  College 
therefore  has  oblig’d  the  Kingdom  with  the  mod  generous  Confeilion  in  the  Poem 
fas  the  Druids  your  Anceftors  publiffi’d  their  Religion  and  Precepts  of  Morality  in 
Verfe)  writ  (as  is  own’d  in  the  Preface)  at  the  Requeft  of  the  Prefident  and  Ma¬ 
jority  of  the  whole  Society,  that  our  Stock  of  Learning  is  wafted,  that,  as  a  breaking 
Company,  we  are  not  able  to  carry  on  the  Trade,  on  which  the  Being  of  the  Head  and 
all  the  Members  of  the  Body  Politick  depends  :  That  our  Enemies  have  a  Strength 
fuperiour  to  the  Laws,  that  the  People  are  cheated  and  deftroy’d  by  a  treacherous  and 
prefumptuous  Practice.  How  ineftimable  would  be  the  Declarations  of  the  Parties 
of  the  Church,  of  the  Lawyers  in  all  the  inhabited  Earth,  if  the  Puhlick  had  from 
themfelves  the  Caufes  of  all  the  Feuds  and  Broils,  and  Oppreffions,  and,  as  with  us, 
the  mod  cafie  Remedies  ,  to  amend  or  extirpate  them  ?  But  in  fpite  of  our  frankly 
opening  our  Bankrupcy,  the  Men  of  Wir  and  Pleafure  cry  out,  our  Phyficians  have 
the  Learning  of  the  Art  from  Nature  alone,  without  Study ;  by  their  own  Obferva- 
tions  of  the  Patients,  we  now  and  then  thruft  them  in  at  the  laft  Gafp,  in  a  Degree, 

'  to  which  nothing  can  be  added.  We  affert,  that  (as  the  Religions  fuck’d  in  with  the 
Mother's  Milk,  or  inftil’d  from  the  Tattle  of  the  Nurfes,  and  growing  up  with  the 
People  into  the  Eftabliffi'd  Ufoge,  may  be  mod  abfurd  and  deteftable,  but  will  be 
maintain’d  with  the  greateft  Conftancy  and  vehement  Perfecutions  of  all  the  Diffen- 
ters )  that  the  Art  of  Phyfick  ha-;,  during  the  laft  Age,  been  opprefs’d,  corrupted 
by  the  Collufive  amuzing  Traffick  for  the  Gain  of  the  interefted  Parties :  and  the 
Regards  to  the  Recovery  of  the  Difeafe  have  been  poft-pon’d  to  thefe  worthy  Defigns, 
and  our  People  believe  the  Parties  Samftity  and  Abilities  are  infallibly  good,  and  de- 
lire  the  fame  Phyfick  now,  they  took  in  their  Cradles.  We  have  declar’d  in  five  Edi¬ 
tions  of  our  golden  Verfes,  that  our  Practice  is  the  fame  with  that  of  an  Eminent 
Doftor  in  the  Reign  of  K.  Charles  II.  My  Lord  Rochefler  had  provok’d  the  Kiag  by  a 
Libel  on  himfelf,  inftead  of  a  Satyr  on  the  Ladies  of  the  Court.  His  Majefty  draw¬ 
ing  his  Sword  ,  banifh’d  him  from  the  Court  for  ever.  My  Lord  takes  the  Name 
of  Dr.  Hondo,  and  an  Apothecary,  to  help  behind  the  Curtain,  and  pubiifhes  his  vaft 
Skill  and  Experience  in  innumerable  Cafes  of  Men,  Women,  and  Children.  They 
all  run  to  him  to  his  Lodgings  on  T mcr-bill.  His  Wir,  and  Mein,  and  the  Medi¬ 
cines 
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c is ics  the  Apothecary  fuggeded,  made  the  great  Cares  of  ail  the  Curable,  who  liv’d  to 
fend  more  Patients  to  him.  Our  Druid  boldly  aderts  in  the  Name  of  the  College,  in 
his  find  Character  of  Mir  mi  l,  that  the  Art  is  not  now  to  be-acquir’d  at  the  Univerfi- 
ties,  which,  as  all  the  Towns  of  great  Tra  e,  make  all  their  Manufactures  for  the 
Humour  of  the  Markers.  It  is  no  Surprize  to  us,  that  many  of  you  appear  with  IN 
lent  Aftonifhment  or  the  Murmurs  of  Refentment.  As  the  right  Honourable  Quack 
was  only  inftruCled  by  his  Apothecary,  our  Phyficians  hear  what  fort  of  Phyficlc 
paffes  and  does  bed  at  London ,  and  feek  after  that  Pradtice  only,  which  will  pleafe 
the  Apothecaries,  and  the  Nobility,  and  Gentry  by  their  Approbation,  that  only  the 
publick  Remedies  for  Vomiting,  Purging,  Sweating,  the  Cordials  are  us’d,  and  the 
Phyficians  know  not,  whether  they  are  the  bed  or  word  of  the  Kinds,  that  none  of 
the  Specifick  appropriate  Remedies  for  every  Difeafe  and  Conditution,  are  prefcrib’d, 
becaufe  the  private  Examination  in  his  own  Laboratory  is  decry’d  as  abominable , 
and  without  it  ,  he  dares  not  write  them  for  his  Patient,  fur  fear  of  Errors  and 
Blunders  in  Colour,  Tade  or  Confidence  ,  that  no  Difeafe  is  underdood,  becaufe  the 
far  greater  Part  are  never  heard  or  feen  by  the  Do&ors,  and  he  arrives  after  the  Strand¬ 
ing  and  Ship-wreck  of  the  other,  when  no  Art  can  be  fhewn  or  improv'd,  that  the 
wiler  Part  declare,  that  many  are  lod  for  want  of  Skill  in  the  Difeafes  and  Medicines, 
but  all  the  other  are  contented  with  the  Deaths  under  the  moft  accomplifh’d  and  com¬ 
municative  Phyficians,  and  the  mod  indrufited  and  compaffionate  Apothecaries.  This 
prefents  you  with  the  mighty,  but  referv’d  Defign  of  our  Difpenfaries,  that  our  Aflb- 
ciation  may  for  the  prefent  time  ferve,  indead  of  the  more  vail  Improvement  of  the 
whole  Society,  by  our  Preparations  of  the  bed  Medicines,  and  affierting  with  every 
Artid  the  entire  Workmanfhip  for  the  Credit  and  Maturation  of  the  Profedion.  It 
was  with  great  Relufilance  that  the  Society  infpir’d  the  Pen  of  our  Poet  to  expofe  the 
wretched  Condition  of  our  Univerfity  Education  of  Phyfick,  deteftablc  from  the  Re- 
prelentation  of  Mirmil  only.  The  Poem  refents  the  Careleffnefs  of  the  Divines  in  the 
Character  of  the  plump  and  fleepy  Clergy-man,  permitting  the  Profeffors  to  prefent 
to  their  Degrees  Phyficians  they  had  never  taught  and  inftruCted,  with  the  Care  and 
Adiduity  the  Mafter  is  engag’d  to  deliver  the  Myfteries  of  his  Trade  to  his  Prentices. 
TheProfefTor  examin’d  upon  the  Point,  might  with  great  Truth  excufe  himfelf,  that 
the  lad  Age  has  not  bred  Phyficians  capable  of  the  Profefforfhip,  that  the  Language 
of  the  firil  and  bed  Authors  has  been  exploded  and  lod,  that  the  Practice  has  been 
fuited  to  the  Whimfies  of  the  Moderns,  of  rather  to  the  Apothecaries  Profit,  that  the 
twenty  vulgar  Medicines  of  the  Shop  have  been  only  ply'd  in  all  the  Difeafes,  that 
the  Apothecaries  itriCtly  forbid  the  life  of  any  more  powerful  and  expeditious,  and 
troublcfome  to  them  to  prepare,  when  the  twenty  are  thrown  into  the  Mixtures  in  a 
Moment.  And,  were  the  Profellor  mod  zealous  to  invite  them  to  his  publick  Le¬ 
ctures,  to  his  private,  more  frequent  and  mod  ufeful  Directions  to  read  the  Antients 
and  the  Moderns,  who  have  prefented  our  Nature  to  us  without  Difguife,  with  all  its 
Powers  and  Sufferings,  its  infinite  Struggles  to  (ave  it  ie'if  *  what  Efforts  it  can  fudden- 
iy  make,  how  it  can  work  out  its  Prefervation  in  a  longer  fpace,  in  what  manners  and 
degrees  it  is  aflided  or  opprefs’d  by  Medicines,  and  that  after  many  Years  they  mud 
never  rely  on  their  own  fallible  Imaginations  in  the  Cafes  of  Difficulty,  but  mud  ad- 
drefsto  the  Phyficians  of  greater  Experience,  and  crave  their  Judgment,  Approbation 
or  Correction  of  their  Opinions:  The  young  Gentleman  (heated  with  the  modern 
Madnefs,  that  the  bold  and  daring  Novices  are  the  bed  Undertakers  in  all  the  Pro- 
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fefiions,  in  the  Fleets  and  Armies)  would  fly  in  his  Face,  and  infult  his  Reading  ^id 
Obfervations,  and  his  moft  deliberate  Experiences.  We  mud  importune  your  Atten¬ 
tion  to  receive  the  firft  and  moft  operative  Caufe  of  all  the  Calamities  of  the£«<x lifh 
"in  Sicknefs,  of  all  the  Violences  on  the  Laws  of  the  Subjects,  and  the  Rffne  of  the 
Profeflion.  Our  Gentry  have  by  Cuftom  made  their  Stomachs  moft  feeble  and  im¬ 
potent  ;  they  can  now  eat  only  Veal  and  Lamb ,  Chicken  and  GoJIins,  the  more  ripen’d 
mature  Flefti  lies  heavy,  and  is  too  ftrong  for  their  Digeftion.  Tho’  we  now  aflert 
it,  and  you  will  hereafter  confirm  it  by  your  Teftimony,  it  (hall  not  be  believ’d  in  the 
next  Age,  when  read  in  the  Hiftory  of  this,  that  the  Phyfician,  who  has  not  reach’d 
the  End  of  his  Alphabet,  (hall  let  up  on  his  own  Fund  of  Acquifitions,  and  place  him- 
felf  as  Judge  in  the  Seat  of  Judicature,  and  give  Sentence  without  Appeal  in  Cafes  of 
the  moft  amazing  Difficulties.  He  gathers  three  or  four  Thoufand  Plants,  and  ex¬ 
amines  only  their  Fearures  and  Colours,  which  were  never  yet  us’d  in  Phyfick ;  he 
wanders  into  all  the  laft  Niceties  of  Anatomy,  engages  in  the  Parties  of  the  Ato- 
mifts  and  Mechanicks,  makes  prtty  Odes  and  Sonnets'  and  begs  the  Gentlemen  and 
Ladies  to  take  his  Advice,  and  cry  him  up,  if  they  out- live  the  little  Diftemper,  as 
the  moft  fetled  and  overftock’d  Phyfician  of  the  Univerfe.  How  exalted  was  \be 
Wifdom  of  the  Englifh ,  when  the  Phyfician  was  modeft ,  had  innumerable  Patients 
of  the  meaner  fort  in  the  Neighbourhood,  when  his  afliduous  Cares  in  obferving  the 
Motions^of  Difeafes,  and  the  confequent  Effeds  of  the  Medicines,  were  watchfully 
overlook’d  •  when  they,  fearing  the  other  were  not  fufficient,  gave  him  the  ufual  inciden¬ 
tal  Difeafes  of  their  own  Families,  and  the  firft  Treatment  of  themfelves.  His  Doubt  or 
Danger  oblig’d  him  to  move  the  Confultation  of  a  long  Pra&ifer  in  all  the  different, 
always  varying  Difeafes,  and  their  two  Learnings  compar’d,  made  great  Improvements 
to  both,  and  the  Vifits  were  adapted  to  the  Difficulties  increafing,  or  returning  or 
declining,  and  not,  as  sow,  oppreflive  by  the  double  Confultation s  every  day  in  the 
flight  Diforders  to  repair  the  paft  Loffes  and  Neglects.  In  the  prefent  Conjun&ures, 
the  Phyfician  difpifes  the  Search  into  the  Difeafes  or  Medicines ,  and  the  Hand  of  a 
Guide,  falls  into  the  Impudence  and  Infolence,  the  Banter,  the  plying  the  Men  of 
Wit  and  Faction,  copies  after  the  Eminents,  who  damn  the  Gravity  and  Learning, 
the  Sobriety  and  Diligence  of  the  old  way,  proclaim  to  all  their  Cullies,  you  muft  cry 
them  down,  we  are  at  the  firft  ftarting  got  a  vaft  way  before  them. 

They  undertake  therefore  upon  their  own  Strength,  without  any  prefent  or  future 
Aififtance,  to  climb  to  the  higheft  Pinnacle  of  the  Art;  or  fince  that  is  impoflible, 
content  themfelves  and  the  Patients  with  the  common  Accounts  of  Difeafes  in  the  vul¬ 
gar  Converfations,  and  the  ufeof  Medicines,  as  the  old  Nurfes  take  them  from  Com¬ 
mon  Report.  The  College  therefore  maintains  its  Sincerity,  when  it  Publifhes  the 
frequent  T.  oilings  ot  the  bells  of  Oxford^  from  the  Scnbling  ^Aitmil .  It  is  pirty  they 
are  not  tried  before  they  enter  into  the  Faculty  of  Phyfick,  if  they  have  any  Natural 
Capacity.  He  was  in  great  Charity  Taught  Anatomy  by  a  Young  Society  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  which  he  wants  fight  to  acquire,  by  the  Ear  and  Reports  of  the  Difcoveries ; 
but  our  defpicable  Plight  could  never  pretend  to  afreadinefs  of  Judgment,  to  hold  and 
weigh  the  nice  and  Dubious  turns  to  Life  or  Death.  The  Apothecaries  therefore  feiz’d 
the  Fool  fitted  for.  their  purpofe,  moft  ready  to  applaud  and  increafe  their  Quackihcs 
and  fill  every  Sheet  wiih  the  Impertinent,  and  therefore  moft  profitable  Advices.  We 
have  in  vain  expected  the  Gratitude  of  our  Univerfities,preferving  their  fecond  Profef 
lion, and  that  the  Beadle  of  Phyfick  (hould  have  been  lent  to  Uirmil ,  to  admonifh  him  of 
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(he  violation  of  his  Oath,  and  of  his  moft  fcandalous  Treachery  to  the  Faculty  Fe  Was 
rworn  to  defend.  .  Qucrfo.  fucceeds,  and  with  him  the  train  of  our  Apoftat«  of  the 
nder  Conferences,  who  are  barr  d  front  our  UntVerfities  by  the  Party. Engagements 
and  carry  the  Current  Coin  of  the  Kingdom  to  buy  a  Degree  in  Hoi W,

ftrance,  Pubhfhd  in  the  Poem,  when  he  pities  the  Ignorance  of  all  the  Society. 

It  is  pity  the  Univerfity  has  not  beg’d  him  to  divert  his  promis’d  Benefaftion,  and 
unite  with  us  to  fave  the  I  rofeffion,  one  Limb  and  part  of  it  felf :  That  the  Gentlemen 
nave  not  mtreated  him  to  come  to  it,  and  inftrudl  it  in  great  Charity  and  Teodernefs 
o  their  Life  and  Poftenty,  tnat  there  may  be  Phyficians  remaining,  when  he  fhall  go  off 
the  Stage.  U  hen  this  Addrefs  in  Rhyme  was  folemnly  made  to  the  then  Lord  Chan- 
cf"ut\  t0  ai!  the  Nobmty  and  Gentry,  will  you  not  be  furprifed  that  we  were  not 
tnen  Accufed  ana  Condemn’d,  as  Libellers  and  Falfe-witneftes ,  or  the  Crimi¬ 
nals  tried  for  their  Lives,  delignmg  the  Robberies  and  Death  of  all  their  Patients  ? 
f  you  are  not  now  deftroy’d  in  every  dangerous  Difeafe,  We  will  pronounce  your 
Doom,  that  when  the  Apothecaries  (hall  have  made  their  full  Increafe  by  two  or  three 
Prentices  a  piece,  that  the  Corruptions  of  the  Art  of  Phyfick  fhall  not  fuffer  any  one 
..o  eicape,  but  in  the  Difeafes  which  Nature  alone  will  pafs  off. 

•  •The  <^°5lPany  could  not  feparate :  there  were  moft  vehement  Exclamations,  that 
it  is  rnjuft  Judgment  on  us,  negMing  the  great  Provifions  of  our  Laws,  which  can-' 

not,j  rcPeal  d  v thf  other  Pa«  Murmur’d  that  fo  great  Perfidioufnels  and  Ignorance 
could  not  be  credited,  that  they  beg  for  the  Common  Safety,  that  both  may  be  prov’d 
by  unqiieftionable  Evidences :  Then  the  Prefident  affur’d  them,  he  would  appoint  one 
of  the  Fellows  to  publifti  (as  our  Bankrupts  before  the  Commillioners)  the  great  Loflk, 

“Trade,  and  other  Contingencies,  of  the  Phyficians  Knowledge  of  all  the 
Difeafes  and  Medicines.  t>

Y  Readily  obey  your  Command,  to  expole  to  the  Put) lick  view,  the  lamentable  pre- 
I  fenc  {fate  of  Phyfick,  to  be  remedied  by  the  neceffary  Encouragements  and.  Cor- 
regions  of  the  two  Parties  of  the  Society.  It  will  appear  ftrange,  a  thing  unheard  in  our 
Nation,  that  you  fhould  demand  a  Vifitation,  as  the  Roman  Legions  did  often  to  be 
decimated  to  engage  their  future  Fidelity  and  Courage.  This.  Vifitation  will  be  ap¬ 

plauded  by  the  whole  Kingdom,  when  they  apprehend,  that  ail  the  other  Profeffions 
and  Offices  may  want  (and  mull  have  their  turns)  the  moll:  fevere  Infpeaions  and 
Amendments.  In  the  Human  Body  there  are  naturally  every  feventh,  or  the  Cli- 
materical  Year,  great  Alterations,  new  Efforts  to  advance  to  Maturity  ;  afterwards 
other  Ferments  and  Ebullitions  to  Preferve  and  Support  it  to  old  Age,  . The  Parallel 
ought  to  be  oblerv’d  in  all  the  Political  States..  I  have  often  wonder’d  that  Vlm% 
Cicero ,  my  Lord  Chancellors  More^  and  Bacon ,  in  their  Scnemes  of  Government,  did 
not  appoint  this  the  Fundamental  and  Indifpenfable  Law,  that  a  grand  Septennial  In- 
queft  fhould  be  had  of  all  the  Profeffions  and  Offices :  That  to  maintain  by  it  the  Se¬ 
curity  and  Happinefs  of  the  Community,  all  the  Gentlemen  of  the  greateft  Age  and 
Experience  (who  had^been  prefent  at  many  of  the  preceding)  fhould  firft  report  their 
Obfervations,  that  it  fhall  be  accounted  the  greateft  Teft  of  Honour  and  Merit  to 
furnifh  the  molt  ufeful,  but  forfeit  all  Pretence  to  the  Publick  Efteem,  if  any  one  re- 
fufes  the  Information  of  all  the  Evils,  which  wiil  grow  formidable  and  deftru&ive  to 
himfelf  and  the  Common  Wealth.  During  theSeafon  appointed  to  the  Scrutinies  into 
every  Profeffion  and  Office,  the  Complaints  of  the  meaner  People  may  be  heard  and 
Colle6ted.  The  Knaves  in  every  Employment  will  cry  out,  that  this  method  of  fa- 
vino-  the  People  will  leffen  their  Reputation ;  but,  as  in  the  Body,  every  Part  has  its 
Intereft  in  all  the  other,  and  the  fafety  of  the  whole  :  and  the  Springs  muft  have  their 
.Balances  to  coerce  the  Motions;  the  fecretory  Ebullition  will  make  the  .clofer 
Mixtures  of  the  good,  and  ejedt  the  peccant  and  injurious  Humours.  Jn  Societies  the 
fubfervient  Adminiftrators  of  the  Laws  muft  regard  and  fear  the  Applaufe  and  Re- 
fentments  of  all  the  Colleaive  Society,  which  will  be  Felo  defe9  when  it  neglects  the 
ufe  of  the  Powers  inherent  in  it,  and  which  will  always  (tho7  often  too  late)  in  the 
greateft  Difficulties  affert  and  exert  it  felf.  In  a  late  Difcourfe  therefore  before  all  the 
Magiftrates  of  the  City  it  was  avow'd,  that  all  Governments  can  be  fafe  only  from 
the  frequent,  and  moft  early  Remonftrances  of  the  Commiffions  and  Omiilio.nsof  the 
Offices,  that  the  greateft  Princes  have  loft  their  Honours,  defending  their  Favourites 
from  theft  Solemn  Vifitations ;  That  all  the  Rebellions  and  Calamities  of  Princes  have  this 
fource  only :  That  the  Violence  and  Negle&s  of  the  inferiour  Magiftrates  .are  the 
Caufes  of  all  the  Mutinies  and  Publick  Difturbances,  tho’  the  Corrupted  Hiftorians 
fallify  and  puniffi  in  all  their  Relations  the  long  Patient  and  provok’d  Populace.  Rome 
glories  in  its  Governour  in  the  laft  Century,  who  by  the  Rewards  he  gave  to  the 
Gentlemen  of  Quality  to  lay  before  him  the  Sufferings  of  his  moft  opprefs’d  Sub- 
jedts,  was  by  them  prefent  in  all  the  parts  of  his  Revenues,  in  all  the  Courts  of  juftice, 

•  in  the  Streets  and  Shops  on  the  Roads,  and  in  the  Chambers  of  the  Sick.  Who  dares 
offend  under  the  Eye  of  a  Munificent  and  Terrible  Mafter  ?  A  King  is  by  thofe  moft 

Honourable 
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Honourable  Servants  Omnirdtnt  and  Omnipretenrt,  Is  by  Miracle  prevents  and  cures 
ail  the  Difeafes  of  the  State.  I  need  not  therefore  pretend  to  extoll  the  inimitable  Gran¬ 
deur  of  our  Society,  which  has  inform’d  againft  it  (elf,  call’d  aloud  for  its  Vibration, 
that  the  Profellion,  and  with  it  the  Life  of  all  the  People,  may  be  preferv'd  from  De- 
ftru&ion.  In  our  Golden  Verles,  the  Publication  cf  the  Ignorance  of  ali  the  Phyft- 
cians,  you  feem  to  fear  that  the  Confefiion  would  not  be  received  or  credited  : 
but  the  Exprellions  are  many  and  cogent  ( p .  £.)  Faction  fcuiks  in  the  College  intteac 
of  Learning,  Apollo* s  Art  of  Phyfick  is  almoft  dead  :  There  are  now  no  Readers  of 
Books  treating  of  Difeafes,  there  are  no  Enquiries  into  the  Virtues  of  Medicines.  You 
were  fearful  the  Englifh  would  lole  the  Memory  of  the  Difcpvery,  you  repeat  it  in  the 
clofe,  (; p .  1 1 6.)  That  Health  (you  avow)  and  hope  of  Life,  which  alone  makes  the 
Cottage  equal  to  the  Pallaces  of  Kings,  is  affaulted  and  betray’d  by  our  Phyficians  ; 
that  the  Art  now  hangs  her  head  in  Confufion,  that  it  never  fearches  into  the  My- 
fteries  of  healing  and  laving  Life,  but  profefles  only  the  fraudulent  Lucre  and  Robbery 
of  the  Sick,  that  rhe  King  can  expedfc  no  Relief  from  you,  till  your  Sincerity  and  Sci¬ 
ence  (hall  be  reftor’d  to  you.  If  (as  I  remark’d  above)  the  mull:  Wile  and  Experien¬ 
ced  fhall  be  firft  heard  ;  I  will  prefume  they  fhall  confirm  every  Article  of  the  Prodigi¬ 
ous  Ignorance  of  all  our  Phyficians  in  Difeafes  and  the  Medicines,  and  of  all  the  other 
Pradb’cers  from  and  under  them.  In  all  thefe  Inquetls  the  People  cannot  judge  of  the 
moft  latent  Violences  and  Defers,  they  are  affedted  only  by  the  bulky,  of  the  largeft 
fize,  by  the  moft  noily  and  detecting  themfelves.  The  Wifer  Englifh  therefore  mult 
be  affifted  and  brought  on  to  the  firft  Seats  in  the  Court,  our  heady  and  prelumptu- 
ous  You  da  muft  be  compell’d  to  Silence  and  Attention.  But,  Sir,  tilde  difturb  the 
Grave  and  Wife  Obfervers  of  the  prefent  Practife ;  were  they  heard,  as  the  old  Gen¬ 
tleman  formerly  in  a  Tumult  of  the  Bo-man  Citizens,  they  would  reipite  our  Calami¬ 
ties,  and  lave  the  Nation  from  its  impending  Deftruction.  You  hear  them  cry  out 
with  the  Accents  of  Rage,  the  Englifh  Phyficians  are  the  belt  in  the  World,  that  one 
muft  be  excepted,  that  he  has  the  gift  of  Healing,  no  blemifh  or  defect :  he  has  the 
Philofopher’s  Stone  and  every  three  or  four  words,  are  turn’d  by  him  into  as  many 
Guineas.  Sir,  You  confin’d  me  to  one  Sheet,  for  the  Benefit  of  Gentlemen  of  Bu~ 
finefs  or  PJeafure  ;  all  the  Corruptions  of  70  or  80  Years  growth  muft  be  crowded 
into  this  (pace.  But  the  more  Inquifitive  and  Cautious  may  lee,  how  they  (hall  be 
treated,  when  feiz’d  wirh  Pain  and  the  Fear  of  Death  by  the  moft  ignorant  Advice,  and 
abhor’d  Number  of  vile  Medicines ;  they  may  perufe  all  the  College  Difcoveries,.  and  the 
Comments  on  them,  at  Mr.  Brexvfter  s  Shop  in  St.  Paulh  Church-Yard,  Thefe  are  full 
of  the  moft  ufeful  and  fublime  Philofophy,  and  are  infallible  in  every  parr.  If  the 
Silence  of  our  Adverfaries  impeach’d  for  the  greateft  Crimes ,  will  pals  for  De~ 
monllration,  it  will  now  appear  ridiculous  to  our  Gentlemen,  that  we  call  to  them  to 
give  their  Judgment  of  Phyfick,  the  moft  difficult  and  abftrufe  of  all  Profcffions ;  but 
they  are  undone,  if  they  will  not  undertake  it  as  well  as  they  can,  in  ali  the  Pub- 
lick  Affairs ;  and  they  muft  judge,  as  they  are  able,  by  the  Things  which  arc  feen ,  of 
rhe  Things  which  are  unfetn ,  we  are  not  Officers,  but  there  muft  be  Judges  of  the 
Vigilance  and  Conduct  of  the  Generals  and  Officers  of  the  Fleets  and  Armies.-  They 
may  guefs  how  ali  Caufes  are  decided  in  the  Courts  of  Juftice  by  the  moft  plain  and 
eafie  :  We  are  not  of  the  Minty  but  the  Pieces  muft  yearly  be  brought  to  the  l  eft  at 
Gold-fmiths’  Hall,  I  will  appeal  to  the  ferious  and  thinking  part,  and  prefent  the  grand 
Enquiry  into,  and  Redrefs  of  the  greateft  Violence,  with  which  Mankind  has  ever

aflaulted  its  own  Species.  It  has  been  obferv’d  in  all  Ages  (and  wc  may  in  many  Milli¬ 
ons  of  Inftances)  that  very  many  Difeafes  pals  off  by  the  Strength  of  Nature.  Thefe 
our  impudent  unlearn’d  Phyficians  and  Apothecaries  affume,  as  their  own  moft  won¬ 
derful  Cures,  tho’  very  many  of  thefe  (which  are  fafe  under  the  natural  Condudt) 
are  and  muft  be  deftroy’d  by  their  fraudulent  and  ignorant  Intrufions  of  numberlds 
Medicines.  Millions  ot  Fevers  go  off  by  natural  Vomitings,  and  Abftinence  and  Reft, 
by  the  Bed,  and  the  Expiration  promoted,  afterwards  by  natural  Sweats.  Some  move 
vehemently  to  the  Period,  and  the  fevere,  but  hopeful  Conteft,  the  great  Evacuations 
by  Sweats*  by  the  Bowels,  fifc.  Many  in  the  Peililence  recover  by  the  Swellings 
and  the  natural  Ripenings  of  the  Matter.  The  Small-pox  is  in  many  Seafons  pro¬ 
claim'd  to  be  of  the  kind  fort,  and  that  all  ffiall  do  well.  The  Apoplexies  have  been 
often  feen  pals  away  into  the  Limbs,  and  leave  the  Head  reliev’d,  and  the  Palfies  en- 
iuing,  are,  by  the  natural  Strength  and  the  Heat  of  the  Seafons,  remov'd.  The  Epi- 
lepfies  go  away  in  a  Thoufand  Fits.  Millions  ^of  Coughs  are  unregarded,  and  leave 
no  impreftions  on  the  Lungs.  Pleurifies  themfelves  ripen  the  Humour,  and  abate 
the  Inflammations,  and  expel  them.  The  Phyficians  and  the  Nobility  and  Gentry, 
their  Affiftants  fin  the  thoufand  moft  learned  Years,  when  Human  Nature  in  all  the 
Sciences  and  Arts  was  elevated  to  the  greateft  Perfection  and  Phyfick  was  firft 
and  moft  ftrenuoufly  cultivated/)  with  great  Judgment  abftain’d  from  tampering  with, 
and  killing  the  Sick,  and  remark’d  all  the  Signs,  which  promis’d  the  Abatement  and 
Expulfton  of  the  Difeafes  by  the  Defigns  and  Powers  of  Nature.  They  have  left  us 
in  their  Writings  innumerable  Laws  to  guide  us,  the  Affurances  of  the  great  and  ne- 
ceffary  natural  Workings,  of  the  Diverfities  of  them,  of  the  Signals  given  us  to 
(land  oft',  and  not  deftroy  the  Sick  by  our  officious  Kindneffes.  Dr.  Sydenham  (to  pro¬ 
duce  him  only,  and  only  one  of  his  Commands,/)  reviv’d  the  only  fafe  and  ufeful  Phy- 
ftek,  vifiting  often  all  his  near  Patients ,  and  collating  our  Difeafes,  with  thofe  of 
the  Thoufands  Years  Obfervations.  He  avows,  (and  he  is  infallible)  that  if  you 
cordial  that  Small- pox,  of  which  none  (hall  die,  when  you  have  by  the  Heat  and 
Sweats  brokeirthe  natural  Defign  of  raifing  the  Swelling  of  the  Face,  not  one  ffiall 
live.  The  prefent  Age  has  by  many  Difcourfes  call’d  aloud  for  the  Redu&ion  of 
Phyfick  to  the  ancient  PradHce  of  the  piercing  wary  Difcoveries  of,  and  regards  to 
the  Tendenciesof  Difeafes  to  their  own  Cures,  and  a  very  learn ’d  Treatife  of  the  Di¬ 
feafes  of  the  Sex  by  an  Oxford  Phyfician  has  demonftrated,  that  in  Hippocrates  all  the 
Arts  of  diftinguiffiing  and  curing  them  are  moft  perfedlly  deferibU  You  oblig’d 
therefore  your  Poet  to  give  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  the  Alarm  of  the  moft  imminent 
Dangers  or  Death,  if  they  ule  our  Mirmils ,  whofe  Patients  are  reported  to  be  loft  in  the 
gteateft  Numbers,  becaufe  he  has  no  fort  of  Capacity  to  compare  any  Difcafe  v/ith  the 
great  Standard  of  it,  given  by  the  Antients,  or  the  Obfervations  of  the  Moderns.  And 
what  Bnnglijhman  can  prefume  to  hope  for  Life,  when  he  and  the  other  Phyficians 
are  in  league  with  the  Apothecaries  to  break  all  thole  Rules,  to  hazard  and  kill  all  the 
Patients  by  intruding  the  Medicines  every  Hour,  even  when  the  Blood  is  now  at  work 
to  puriiie  it  felf,  when  the  laving  Evacuation  is  defign’d,  begun  or  in  motion,  and 
all  the  great  Proje&s  broken  by  the  foifting  in  of  the  Doles  to  check  and  coniroul,  or 
irritate  and  exafperate.  You  and  I  have  often  heard  our  worthy  Phyficians  lament, 
that  they  muft  now  rifque  the  Life  of  every  Patient  to  comply  with  the  Prepoffeffions 
of  the  foolifh  People  from  the  Apothecaries  daily  Suggeftions,  that  no  Grt  of  Cautions 
are  to  be  us’d,  that  the  Patient  muft  not  think  himfelf  neglected,  he  muft  be  ply’d  with 
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Remedies  every  Hour,  and  it' he  could  take  them,  every  Moment:  And  you  and  I  have 
heard  the  Part)!  own  the  Death  of  almoff  all  the  Sick  from  their  Complyance  with 
the  Apothecary’s  neceffary  Subfiftence,  or  his  Demand  for  d*e  Attendance,'  that  if  the 
People  will  have  them,  and  pay  them  by  their  own,  Deftru&ion,  they  mud  not  be  fur. 
prizd  or  angry  at  the  unavoidable  Confequence.  The  Inquifitive,  who  will  read 
Dr.  Paxton’?,  or  the  other  mod  ufetul  Treatifes  in  Mr.  BrcvJlcSs  Shop,  will  acquiefce 
in  the  Clearnefs  and  Strength  of  this  Publication.  Wife  Antiquity  carries  their  Care 
ot  Lite  much  farther ;  in  the  wifed  Nation  it  was  refolv’d,  that  their  Phyficiahs  (hould 
not  ramble  over  all  the  Difeafes,  but  apply  their  Study  and  Labour  to  Fevers  onlv, 
to  tne  Difeafes  of  the  Head  only,  or  thofe  of  the  Bread  and  Stomach  :  we  implore, 
they  laid,  Health  and  Life  above  all  other  things  in  the  World,  let  us  have  the  mod 
accompulh  d  Phyficians,  who  (hall  not  lofe  any  one  Oblervation  in  the  Difetfes  they 
prolels.  Our  Englijh  Nobility  and  Gentry  formerly  provided  all  their  Patients  in  their 
•  ,  ,S’  an<^  Wlt^  great  Indqftry  all  they  could  recommend  to  their  Care  to  for- 

mlh  the  Judgment,  by  which  they  mud  in  their  turns  live  ordy  :  Shall  it  be  laid 
that  and  the  red  fhali  after  feveral  Days  receive  the  Narration  of  all  the  great 

Deligns  ot  Nature,  which  have  been  ruffled  by  the  Apothecary  for  his  daily  Salary  ? 
Mr.  Waner  in  Cheapfide,  who  from  the  Drudgery  at  the  Mortar,  many  Years  as  an 
Hirenng,  marryd  the  Widow,  and  had  from  her  his  Maderfflip,  and  Practice  and 
Judgraenr,  was  as  much  rever’d  in  the  Neighbourhood,  as  the  bed  of  them  at  this 
time._  The  Apothecary  reports,  he  has  given  inflammatory  Boles  and  Draughts  ma¬ 
ny  ot  both  every  day  to  all  the  inflammatory  Didales,  the  Phyfician  finds  the  vital 
Heat  burnt  away  and  can  only  take  his  Fee  to  anlwer  the  Scandal  of  the  Death, 
and  prepare  himlelt  for  fuch  kind  of  Improvements.  Can  any  one  conttrive  a  Diffe¬ 
rence  between  our  Phyficians  and  Dr.  Bendo’s  Practice  ?  If  Dr.  Sydenham  could  not 
make  the  Dilcovenes  or  the  Recoveries  of  the  old  rational  and  falutary  Praflice  but 
by  his  own  frequent_  Vifits  or  the  Relations  of  the  younger  Phyficians,  prepar’d  and 
capable  to  make  tne  jud  Relations,  how  fhali  Dr.  By—  grow  into  his  Stature  of  Know- 
,»dge,  who  comes  at  the  mod  unfeafonable  Hours,  or  at  his  Ltifure  ?  The  Chronical 
Patients  formerly  addrefs’d  to  the  Phyfician  in  his  Library,  he  noted  all  the  Symptoms 
and  compar’d  them^  with  the  old  and  try’d  Procefles,  we  now  meet  thefe  Patients  at 
the  Tavern  or  the  C'offee-houd ;  I  he  poor  Gentlemen  cannot  bring  their  Water  with 
them,  the  Advice  is  admir’d  becaufe  extempore  and  loon  refolv’d  bn.  All  the  Com¬ 
pany  gaze  on  and  admire :  The  next  Step  and  Advance  mud  be  on  the  Stage.  The 
great  Heroes  of  the  Profeifion  have  conlefs  d  (and  you  and  I  have  heard  it  from  all 
our  modern  Pretenders)  they  are  but  entring  on  the  fore  Knowledge  of  the  mod  per¬ 
plex  d  Affair,  when  they  end  their  Life.  All  the  Generals  and  Admirals  will  oene- 
rouily  make  the  fame  Publication.  The  Realon  is  obvious ;  many  Trades  wofk  by 
Rules  and  Models, _  they  mult  follow  without  any  Variation.  But  the  Mafter  of  a  Ship 
miitt  be  prepar  d  tor  the  Sholes  and  Rocks,  and  Storms  various  and  different :  and 
the  Phyfician  for  the  infinite  Diverfities  of  Difeafes  from  the  Air,  the  Luxuries  and 
Conitmmons.  He  mult  acquire  the  Rudiments  and  Principles,  which  fhali  dire& 
him  whatever  Nature  can  do  or  can  foffer  ;  as  the  General  muft  be  furnilh’d  with  all 
the  Strategems  of  Offence  and  Defence,  and  the  Courage  or  Weaknefi  of  every  Ene¬ 
my.  1  his  Practice  may  be  copied  by  the  Charitable  Nobility  and  Gentry,  but  ours 
is  now  only  of  this  Sorrment.  The  Imitation  of  the  Patterns,  which  the  Phyficians 
ot  no  Honour  or  Conictence,  or  Learning,  have  receiv’d  from  the  Neceffities  of  the 
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Apothecaries  infinitely  increas’d,  who  rauft  everyone  be  maintain’d  by  the  Dileales 
he  canieize  on.  The  Englijh ,  as  our  KJfttiJh'C  ou  ntry « men  in  the  Marfhes,  pefler’d 
with  long  Agues,  groan,  and  wear  Papers  on  their  Breafts,  and  Plaifters  on  their 
Wrifts,  ,  and  hope  for'  the  Spring,  and  often  die,  never  inform’d  of  the  Jcfuii s  Bark. 
They  go  on  with  the  Mode  with  Comfort,  lee  the  Phyficians  making  their  Court  to 
the  Apothecaries  for  a  piece  of  Work,  know  that  the  Apothecaries  mull  therefore  go¬ 
vern  all  the  Prablice,  take  the  old  way  of  abundance  of  the  Doles  of  the  common  Re¬ 
medies  pour'd  in,  before  the  Dileafe  is  well  feen,  dif cover’d  and  diftinguifh’d,  and  will 
not  fulpe<5t  that  our  Phyfician  dare  not,  cannot  ever  have  any  good  Remedy  proper 
for  any  difficult  Difeale. 

When  the  Englijh  (hall  apprehend,  that  Providence  has  beflow’d  on  Mankind  Re¬ 
medies  powerful  to  redrefs  all  the  morbid  Alterations  of  the  Human  Body,  as  the 
Bark  to  fubdue  the  Ferments  of  the  Blood  in  ’Agues,  and  many  other  Exacerbations 
of  the  Humours.  They  will  then  examine  their  Phyficians,  and  exadl  the  Reafbns, 
why  no  other  Specificks  are  apply’d  to  other  DiieafeS,  why  the  other  Remedies  are 
not  advis’d  in  Subftance  or  the  moft  rational  Preparations,  when  only  the  admirable 
Succefs  from  the  Jefuifs  Bark  1S  expected.  You  therefore  inflrudted  your  Poet  ro  re- 
prelent  the  great  Harvy  in  the  Elyfian  Fields,  colledting  Simples  to  bellow  immortal 
Youth  to  the  Heroes  attending  on  him.  It  was  therefore  the  Language  of  Ages,  and 
it  is  now  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  People,  that  this  Plant  is  admirable,  the  other 
fovereign ,  others  are  infallible  in  the  leveral  Dileales.  All  the  Writings  of  the 
Ancients,  and  of  the  Moderns  have  recorded  the  great  Atchievements  and  Conquefts 
of  the  Simples  prudently  adjufted  to  the  Difbrders,  their  Qualities  are  able  to  repel. 
The  confus’d  Medley  from  the  Ignorance  or  Frauds  of  Phyficians  have  been  varied 
without  Number,  have  been  delpis’d,  abhor’d  and  rejected,  but  in  all  the  Hillories 
of  the  greatell  Cures,  the  more  powerful  fimple  Preparations  affume  the  Glory  of 
the  Victory.  Will  it  not  appear  incredible,  that  our  Modern  Engljh  Phyficians  can¬ 
not  feledl  the  vitious  and  injurious  Confufions  of  the  common  Receits,  but  take  them 
and  give  them  to  the  Patients  on  Trull  from  many  falle  and  prefumptuous  Writers, 
and  cannot  make  choice  of  any  one  of  the  Specifick  appropriate  to  preferve  the  Life 
they  afiume  the  Defence  of?  But  our  Englijh  Gentlemen  will  confefs  the  Truth,  and 
applaud  you  and  your  Affociates  for  the  great  and  faving  Difcovery,  when  they  con- 
fult  the  late  Difcourie  of  Dr.  Lock cf  the  Conduct  of  our  Vnder ft artding,  He  affirms 
(p.  77,)  that  Knowing  is  Seeing,  that  it  is  Madnefs  to  perluade  our  (elves,  that  we  fee 
by  another  Man’s  Eyes ;  ’till  we  fee  with  our  own  Eyes,  and  perceive  with  our  own 
Underftandings,  we  are  in  the  dark,  and  void  of  all  Knowledge.  The  Knowledge 
therefore  of  Medicines  is  Seeing,  Tailing,  Smelling,  and  feeing  the  Efficacies  and  the 
Effe&s  in  the  Events  of  Dileafes.  If  our  Phyficians  therefore  in  this  Age  have  not 
been  oblig’d  at  the  Univerfities  to  examine  the  Qualities  and  Virtues  of  the  Medicines, 
if  the  Apothecaries  aflertj  they  know  nothing  of  them,  if  they  lay  their  Commands 
on  them  never  to  examine  them,  left  they  pretend  to  invent  more  Ipeedy  and  effe¬ 
ctual,  and  injurious  to  their  Trade ;  if  the  Phyfician  is  fearful,  he  fhall  dilpleafe  the 
publick  Opinion,  if  in  his  Laboratory  he  attempts  to  revive  the  infallible  loft  Medi¬ 
cines,  or  corredl  the  faulty  Preparations  of  the  Vulgar,  if  the  Phyficians  are  feen  wa¬ 
iling  their  time  in  the  impertinent  or  lottifh  Conversions,  and  write  only  by  Rote 
aoor  30  of  the  vulgar  Medicines,  it  will  compel  the  moll  incredulous  to  confels,  that 
the  College  Declaration  is  moft  true,  and  neceffary  to  excite  their  future  Induftry. 
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I  defie  the  moft  furious  Antagonifts  ,  to  reply  to  the  many  Arguments  alledged  in 
Mr,  St  •evoftcY*  Difcourfes  to  oblige  the  Magiftrate  to  compel  the  Phyficians  to  recover, 
by  their  moft  Jealous  Application,  the  Knowledge  of  the  aimed  only  ufeful  Medicine?. 
They  are  deduc’d  (chat  every  Reader  may  be  affedted)  from  the  obvious  and  mod 
certain  Obfervations  and  Inferences  of  common  Sence  j  that,  as  our  Blood  and  Spirits 
are  repair’d  by  Nourifhments,  and  we  often  by  natural  Inflina;  vary  and  change  them* 
to  fupport  them,  and  at  the  fame  time  reduce  their  Dilorders  to  the  natural  Harmony 
again  •  by  the  fame  Reafon,  in  every  Difeafe.  our  Blood  and  Spirits  want  the  Quali¬ 
ties  of  thole  Medicines,  which  will  mix  with  them  and  become  a  part  of  the  Mixture,, 
and  reflore  the  moll  Natural  and  Healthy.  Therefore  a  famous  Practice  had  many 
Ages  the  Preference  from  Philofophy  fupportirtg  it, and  the  lbupendous  Cures  or  the  Di- 
feafes,  mod  obilinate  to  all  other  Remedies,  the  mod  artful  Cookery  of  the  Foods  with 
the  mod  admir’d  Virtues  of  the  Medical  Plants,  the  happy  Union  of  the  Alteratives, 
with  the  daily  neceiTary  Recruits;  This  is  the  grand,  or  the  only  Redrefs  of  Dileafes 
by  the  hrd  Intention,  by  changing  the  vitious  defective  Condition  of  the  Fluids  and 
the  (olid  Parts*  by  them.  When  this  is  eftedled,  Nature  alone  will  colled!  and  feparate- 
the  morbid  Matter,  and  difpofe  it  for  Expulfion,  and  expel  it  by  the  Pores,  by  Sweats, 
and  the  other  Evacuations  ;  and  till  this  is  done,  all  the  Evacuations  by  Medicines  are 
dangerous  or  fuperfluous.  If  the  Spirits  are  defedlive  or  feeble,  or  hot,  and  vehement, 
flow  or  irritated  j  if  the  Principles  of  the  Blood,  the  Water,  the  Salts,  the  Qyl,  the  Earth 
are  deficient  or  redundant ;  if  it  is  phlegmatick,  fait,  feverifh,of  too  compadl  a  Crabs ; 
if  the  Union  of  the  Principles  is  diffolv’d  and  the  Mixture  difeas’d  alter  innumerable 
Manners, the  fix  great  Qualities  of  the  Plants ;  the  Watery, the  Sweet, the  Acid, the  Aftrin- 
gent,  the  Bitter,  the  Acrid  will  exert  the  fureft  Operations  to  moderate  the  Exceffes  and 
fupply  all  the  Defedls ,  becaufe  the  magnificent  Provifion  to  preferve  our  Health  and 
Life  cannot  be  fulpe&ed  of  Negledl  or  Impotence.  The  Arts  are  afham  d  of  their 
Feeblenefs,  when  they  pretend  to  imitate  the  great  natural  Originals,  there  is  the  lame 
Diflance  and  Difproportion  as  in  the  Comparilon  of  a  Potent  and  Wile  Emperour 
with  his  Statue  or  Pidfure.  The  Mixtures  of  the  Virtues  and  Qualities  of  thefe  fix 
Differences  (which  each  contains  very  many  Plants,)  are  wonderfully  varied,  every 
one  has  an  Alliance  with  all  the  others.  The  Watery  are,  fome  fweet,  fome  acid* 
others  aftrmgent,  bitter  and  acrid.  The  Spirituous  gi*  Acrid  are  bitter,  aflrkigent,  a- 
cid,  fweet  or  watery.  Our  Nature  therefore  cannot  implore  the  Relief  of  thefe  gene¬ 
rous  Remedies  in  any  kind  of  Fever,  any  Difeafe  of  the  Spirits,  or  Breaft  or  Stomach, 
or  the  Vifcera ,  or  the  Limbs,  which  the  powerful  Properties  of  thefe  Medicines  cannot 
afford.  But  who  dares  fufped  the  Ignorance,  or  report  the  Poverty  of  the  Englifh 
Phyficians?  There’s  no  Danger  to  be  fear’d  from  them,  they  have  not  Courage  or 
Abilities  to  affert  themfelves.  What  Gentleman  will  pretend  todifeourfe  of,  or  recom¬ 
mend  any  fort  of  the  Wines,  the  Sharp,  the  Rich,  till  he  has  tailed  and  frequently 
made  his  own  Obforvations  of  them?  Our  Tea-Merchants  dare  not  buy  at  the  Sales,  ci 
fell  to  the  Cuflomers,  the  Green  or  the  Bohea-Teas,  till  they  have  nicely  infus’d  them, 
tenderly  tailed,  and  viewed  the  Colours.  It  muft  be  repeated,  that  our  Phyficians 
fe t  up  with  the  Smatterings  of  common  Learning,  and  the  little  Scraps  of  the  Parts 
of  the  Profeliion ,  they  have  feen  one  Courfo  of  Chymiflry,  travelld,  kept  much 
Company,  forc’d  by  the  perpetual  Forgeries  of  their  pretended  Cures  to  admire  and 
promote  them  ;  Thefe  can  never  prefume  (nor  do  they  when  they  can  fafely  own 
their  Weaknefs).  to  know  which  of  the  Plants  are  belt  infus’d  in  this  or  the  other  Li¬ 
quor,. 
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quor,  whether  with  much  or  little  Heat,  or  without  any,  if  all  the  Virtue  will  be  eva* 
porated  and  confum’d  in  theExtra&,  if  it  mult  be  taken  in  Subftance,  and  will  admit 
of  no  fort  of  Preparation. 

Befides  the  Ignorance  of  our  Bcndocs,  of  the  wonderful  Combination  of  the  primary 
Qualities,  with  the  other  more  latent  (as  the  watery  with  the  acrid,  the  bitter  with  an 
aftringent,  or  vomitive,  or  purgative)  hazards  or  deftroys  the  Life  of  their  Patients, 
when  in  thefvaft  Difference  ofConftitutionsthe  Medicine  to  cool  and  dilute  the  Heat, 
and  dry  the  Blood,  forces  a  Loofenels,  and  continues  the  deadly  Evacuation.  Are 
not  there  eminent  Worthies  of  the  Profeflion,  admirable  Judges  of  a  Prelcripc  in  the 
various  Capacities  and  Defigns  of  our  Authors,  when  not  knowing  the  Force  or  Ener¬ 
gy  of  any  fimple  Ingredient  they  {hall  not  be  able  to  refoive,  if  the  Qualities  balance 
one  the  other,  and  render  the  Compound  good  for  nothing,  or  leave  a  fmall  Superio¬ 
rity  of  one  of  the  Efficacies  ?  But  it  is  the  moft  afflidtive  Conlideration,  that  our 
Phyficians  not  acquainted  with  the  Properties  of  the  Remedies  they  advife  fhall  never 
difcover  the  Condition  of,  or  the  Differences  of  the  morbid  Humors.  The  Artift 
knows  the  Keennefs  of  his  Axe  from  the  compadh  or  fofter  Wood,  and  the  ftubborn  or 
more  yielding  Metal  by  his  File,  and  the  Force  of  the  Conco&ion  by  the  Digeftion  of 
the  Foods  j  and  the  Phyfician  {hall  never  diftinguifh  the  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs  in 
'  a  Pleurifie,  the  Ferment  of  the  Blood  in  the  fmall  Pox,  or  fafe  or  malignant  Fever,  or 
its  vitious  Mixture  in  any  one  chronical  Difeafe,  kill  he  is  able  to  collate  the  Principles 
of  bis  Medicine  with  the  Alteration  effe&ed  by  it.  But,  Sir,  I  am  fenfible  the  preient 
Age  (which  has  been  taught  to  abhor  all  the  Medicines  of  Colour  and  Tafte,  the  In- 
fufions  and  Deco&ions,  which  will  certainly  and  haftily  cure  their  Dileafes  and  ac¬ 
cept  in  all  the  Dileafes  the  Juleps  of  the  diftill’d  Waters,  which  have  only  one  healing 
Cordial  Operation)  will  ftartle  at  our  Teftimony  of  the  Stupidnefs  of  the  Modern 
Undertakers,  who  do  not  know  that  of  all  the  powerful  fix  Qualities  of  Medicines  the 
lafe  only  will  give  any  Virtue  to  the  diftill’d  Water,  and  that  from  all  the  various 
Virtues  of  thofe  Plants,  all  the  Waters  mull:  be  only  hot  and  burning  from  the  mere 
Oyl  coming  over,  and  the  diferiminating  Powers  left  behind.  It  is  impoilible  to  oive 
the  Extent  of  the  Importance  of  this  Difcovery,  becaufe  all  the  Sick  in  the  Nation  are 
deftitute  of  the  only  Sovereign  Medicines,  and  are  cheated  with  this,  which  pretends 
to  heat  the  Mouth  and  the  Stomach,  inflame  the  Blood  and  the  Spirits,  and  no  other 
Impreflion  on  the  vitious  Humors.  Not  their  Knowledge  and  Penetration,  but  the 
want  of  Succefs  has  made  almoft  all  the  fimple  Waters,  and  alinoft  all  the  Compound 
be  abdicated  from  the  prelent  Pradlice,  and  the  Juleps  made  for  all  Difeales,  with  3  or 
4,  of  each  fort,  blended  and  dilguis’d  with  a  Spirit,  or  Perle  or  a  Syrup.  7’he  moft 
neceflary  Chymical  Skill,  never  to  be  acquir’d  but  by  frequent  Experiments  and  Oh- 
fervations,  would  render  them  capable  of  judging  the  Truth  of  the  Aflertions  of  the 
moft  celebrated  Phyficians  for  their  Learning  and  Sincerity,  that  a  thousand  of  the 
Preparations  are  too  vehement,  and  above  the  Force  of  our  Nature,  but  in  the  rare 
Cafes,  where  the  ftrongeft  Fire  is  wanting,  and  that  a  Thcufar.d  of  the  other  Modern 
Impoftures  of  the  Preparations  are  a  Cavur  mortuum,  a  Terra  dawn deftitute  of  all 
Qualities  and  Virtues.  They  would  then  apprehend,  that  the  fimple  Waters  mult  be 
vappid  and  opprellive  ;  that  the  Spirits  of  the  Herbs  are  only  the  Oyl  broken  into  the 
Mixture,  that  ihc  compound  Waters  have  only  one  Hundred  of  chefe  Oils,  that  in  the 
inflammatory  Difeafes,  and  the  frequent  Repetition  in  all  the  other  Difeafes,  they  are 
moft  pernicious,  that  they  raife  the  Winds  and  Vapours,  they  pretend  to  expel,  that  the 
vital  Heat  fhall  be  gradually  confum’d  by  every  Dole.  The 
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The  Natural  Sagacity  of  our  Gentlemen  and  Porters  may  inilruct  them,  that  the 
h tuple  inflammable  Spirit  pleafes  the  Stomach  and  the  Spirits,  and  deteft  the  lately  de¬ 
manded  Compound  Diftillations.  Who  will  than  expedf,  that  the  Phyhcians  of  the 
Modern  Education  fliall  difeern,  what  Plants  may  be  embalm'd  in  Conferves  or  Syrups; 
and  whether  thefe  Mummies  of  Sugar,  fermenting  and  devouring  all  the  virtues  of  the 
Herbs,  are  not  the  mod:  loatlflomeand  abhor  d,  and  moil  deftrubtive  in  all  tbeDifeales? 
I  can  only  hint  to  the  Publick  Con  fide  rat  ion,  whether,  flnee  the  Englifh  Practice  de¬ 
mands  the  Courfes  of  thefe  Boles  and  the  Draughts  for  the  life  of  the  Apothecaries,  our 
Phyficians  fhal!  ever  he  Mailers  of  the  other  moil  Powerful  Remedies  of  Moderate,  or 
Pertinacious  Exercife,  of  Repole,  of  the  kinds  and  degrees  of  Diet,  of  the  neceflity, 
and  the  infallible  Succeis  of  changing  and  adjufting  to  the  Diieafes,  the  Food  taken 
every  Moment  by  the  Lungs,  the  Air  .which  receives  from  the  Evaporations  of  all  Bodies 
their  Principles,  and  will  therefore  alone  prevent  and  remove  many  of  the  moft  terrible 
Difeafes.  I  muil  therefore  conclude,  and  refer  the  Reader  to  Mr.  Brewfters  Difcourfes,- 
in  which  the  Principles  of  the  Vegetables  and  Animals,  the  Philolophy  of  Diftillation, 
the  fureft  Efficacies  of  the  Natural  mixtures  of  the  Herbs,  the  vaft  Applications  of  the 
Difeovery  of  the -Monthly  Depurations  of  both  Sexes,  in  all  the  Periods  of  Age,  to  the 
Epileptick  and  Hyft'erick,  and  all  other  the  Ebbings  and  Flowings  of  Diieafes,  are 
briefly,  but  fully  reported.  1  {hall  not  inlarge  to  you,  that  this  Philolophy  is  the 
moft  Copious,  the  moft  Sublime,  and  which  gives  the  nobleft  Entertainment  from  its 
life,  as  well  as  the  ever  New  and  Surpriling  Pleafures :  and  how  far  it  furpafles  the 
Childifh  Amufements  of  the  Phofphorus ,  the  Legerdemains  of  Flaming  and  Burning 
Liquors,  the  furious  purfuit  of  the  Atomical  and  the  Mathematical  Demonftrations  of 
things,  which  are  plac’d  out  of  the  reach  of  ourSences,  and  can  never  be  underftood 
When  therefore,  Gentlemen,  the  Art  of  Phyfick  (as  the  Body  when  depriv’d  of 
Life,  lofes  all  the  Natural  Powers,  then  becomes  Putrid,  Offenfive,  Poyfonous, 
then  furnilhes  its  Principles  for  New  and  Vigorous  Produ&ions)  fhall  be  unable  to 
preferve  Life  by  its  Ignorance  and  Impotence,  and  projedl  in  Combination  with  the 
Apothecaries  to  rob  the  Patient,  to  hazard  and  deftroy  his  Life,  to  whom  can  the  Difpen- 
iarians,  the  Reformers,  apply  for  Council  and  Afliftance,  but  to  the  Governours  of 
St.  Bartholomews  Hofpital,  prepar’d  and  adfing  in  your  own  Sphere,  only  emitting  a 
more  Powerful  and  Diffufive  Influence  from  your  Houfe  of  Charity,  diffus'd  into  all 
parts  of  the  Kingdom?  The  two  great  Remedies  have  been  us’d  with  Prefent  and  Ap¬ 
parent  Succefs,  the  two  Appeals  to  King  Charles  I.  in  Council,  and  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City.  The  Sovereign  Energy  of  the 
firft  was  oppos’d  and  fupprefs'd  by  the  Rebellion,  the  other  by  the  Interruption  of  the 
City  and  College  Committees  on  the  new  Eledtion  of  a  Common-Council.  The  Peo¬ 
ple,  tho5  the  Legal  defences  being  Jevel’d  to  the  Ground,  and  the  Breach  is  large, 
and  the  inundation  of  their  Enemies,  the  Apothecaries,  is  boundlels,  from  the  end  left 
increafe  of  their  Numbers,  refufe  the  Afliftance,  the  Protection  of  the  Magiftrate,  they 
account  them  theirjAllies  and  Defenders,  are  deluded  by  their  Proclamations;  the  Aft  ' 
furances  Gf  afferting  their  Natural  Liberties  againft  all  the  Coertions  of  our  Laws.  Will 
you  luffer  the  Government  to  invade  your  Property,  enter  your  Houles,  and  concern 
it  felf  in  the  Prefervation  of  yours  and  your  Childrens  Life,  and  limit,  or  moderate  your  , 
Expence  ?  We  will  furnifh  in  the  lump  all  the'  Advice,  and  the  greateft  abundance^ 
not  of  the  moft  ufed  in  all  Ages  and  Countries,  or  thofe  Publifh'd  here  for  the  General 
life,  but  the  difguifed  Mixtures  of  them,  and  your  Imagination  Elevated  by  the  pre¬ 
tended 
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tended,  addition  of  3  or  4  coftly  Ingredient:?  in  every  Dole  in  all  your  Difeafes  whatever. 
\Ve  will  not  approach  and  diftrefs  and  weaken  your  Difeafes,  by  an  unfeen  Art  or  Con¬ 
duct,  but  attack  them  with  Violence  and  the  Numbers,  the  impetuofity  of  our  Medi¬ 
cines.  You  will  not  fufpsdl  our  Wudom  or  Sincerity,  when  we  have  engag’d  Mir - 
mil,  and  the  other  Apoftates  to  us,  when  we  crave  all  their  Helps  in  yours,  and  our 
nioft  deplorable  Cafes :  they  know  no  other  Pra&ice  or  Medicines  but  thofe  we  give 
you,  and  (hall  moft  Religioufly  Eftablifh  our  Wifdom  and  Honefty  in  the  Quantities 
and  Rates  of  the  Doles,  and  fhall  requeft  you,  for  us,  always  to  employ  an  Apothe¬ 
cary  in  all  the  Occafions,  who  fhall  beftow  on  themfelves  a  Part  in  the  Conclufion. 
The  Publick  Magazines  of  the  moft  efficacious,  general,  and  moft  cheap  Remedies 
are  (hut,  and  the  People  fufter  the  moft  grevious  Famine  in  the  greateft  Plenty  and 
Abundance.  The  Impofture  of  the  Apothecaries  Charity  fpoils  the  P^or  of  ali  their 
Subfiftence,  the  impious  prices  of  the  Dofes  extorts  for  their  Advice  the  Fee  prefented 
by  the  Gentleman  of  Quality  and  Wealth.  The  others  are,  by  the  Treacherous  Mc- 
defty  of  refuting  any  Merit  in  their  Council  or  Attendance,  compelfd  to  fubmit  to 
the  Arbitrary  Taxations.  But  the  Prefervation  of  Life  is  in  our  view,  who  will  de¬ 
bate  the  Subject  with  any  RefledHons  of  the  Expence  ?  The  Government  and  the 
Subjects  will  be  affected,  when  the  Perfidioufnefs  of  the  Phyficians  and  Apothecaries 
has  confutn’d  all  their  Abilities  to  fave  the  Difeas’d,  all  their  Knowledge  of  Difeafes 
and  the  Medicines.  When  the  Knowledge  and  Ufe  of  all  the  Specifick  appropriate 
Remedies  is  loft,  the  Miferable  Patient  in  the  Chronical  Cafes  muft  be  referv’d  to  the 
Summer  Seafon,  and  fentfor  his  only  Cure  into  two  Airs  only,  to  the  all-healing  two 
forts  of  Waters  only.  The  King  (hall  have  Gnfcons  Powder  and  Black  Cherry  Wa¬ 
ter  only  in  a  Difeafe  to  be  aggravated  by  them,  and  the  want  of  the  generous  Re- 
ftorers  of  the  long  vitiated  crafis  of  the  Blood.  The  moft  vehement  freezing  Acid 
Spirits,  and  the  raging  Volatile,  and  Brandy  Waters,  the  moft  inflaming  Acrids  in 
Subftance  and  large  Proportions,  the  Opiates  to  force  the  moft  profound  fteeps  muft  be 
the  Tools  of  the  Common  Practice,  when  the  Natural  benign,  and  gradual  Alterers 
and  Reftoratives  are  only  fupportable  in  the  feeblenels  of  the  ftrongeft  Conftitutions,op- 
preft  by  malignant  and  violent  Difeafes.  But  the  greateft  Calamity  of  the  Englifh 
fprings  from  the  irrefutable  Importunities,  that  the  forcible  and  moft  operative  Reme¬ 
dies  fhall  be  given  in  great  Quantities,  at  the  firft  glance  of  the  Eye  on  the  Difeafe, 
before  the  liens' of  its  MiJdnds  or  Vehemence,  of  its  fierceft  or  floweft  Motions  can 
be  difeern'd,  and  the  lame  Number  of  Doles  muft  be  prefented  on  every  Vint  after, 
tho’  the  Portion  of  the  day  preceding  was  too  large  and  furfeiting,  and  fufficient  for 
the  Morrow,  whether  the  Progrefs  be  lure  or  doubtful,  wants,  or  needs  not  any  Ad¬ 
dition  to  the  Career  of  i he  Ferment.  You  will  inftamly  difeover  for  what  ends  this 
Impetuous  Rage  or  engaging  the  Difeafe  without  Order,  by  a  Tumultuous  onfet  of 
Doles,  was  firft  form'd  in  the  Minds  of  our  People,  but  it’s  moft  difficult  ro  ftate  the 
Number  of  the  dead  in  ali  Difeafes.  Every  one  cries  our,  That  every  Difeafe  in 
their  Houfe  is  dangerous,  and  n.uft  have  all  the  Remedies  imaginable :  Every  Sym- 
ptom,  tho’  the  furelt  warrant  of  the  belt  Event  muft  be  beat  down,  and  all  the 
great  Deiigns  of  Natme  to  f  ive  its  Being,  muft  be  overthrown  and  c  a  ft  away.  Every 
Fever  mult  have  prdfufe  Bleedings,  many  Pains  of  BlifterS,  the  Volatile  Oils  of  the 
Hot  Waters  to  add  to  the  Flame,  at  the  hrft  breaking  forth  ,  the  ext  re  am  Sweat¬ 
ers  before  and  after  that  evacuation  is  prepar’d  and  finifhed;  ali  the  Cafes  muft 
have  their  equal  Proportion  of  fleep  in  the  Night,  tho’  the  Paroxyfm  in  moft,  Is 

referv’d 
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rcferv’d  to  that  Seafon.  Dr.  Sydenham,  and  all  the  other  Phyficians  of  the  Ancient  and 
Mode™  (who  have  refolv’d  in  what  Cafes  the  Medicines  are  the  greateft  Prefe  v  tiv« 

°}  Llf?)-h?v"  P^nounc’d,  that  all  the  Sorts  of  all  the  Difeafes,  which  can 
afflia  Mankind,  are  in  the  largeft  part  fu mountable  by  Nature  alone ;  but  that  a  great 
proportion  of  them  will  be  Fatal,  front  the  Ignorant  and  Fraudulent  Opprefhons 
elpecialiy  by  the  moft  Cordial  and  Ador’d  Medicines :  When  the  Fraudulent  Dea'tr 
exports  them  for  hu  own  Lucre;  or  the  Zealous  Adviftr  fltall  ignorantly  prefs  to  Ma

n*  .Fev.ers’.  Vvhen  the  Natural  Progrefs is  difturb’d  and  overturn’d  by  them  If 
the  Mediune  is  given  by  the  Trading  Tamperer,  or  the  application  ofthL  bycom- 

^°nAFame  ,°rrVU  far  Ule’  lorJwS  them  for  fuch  Difetfcs,  an  ;  it  proves  not  lifted  to 
he  Age  and I  Conftitution,  and  oppofes  the  Natural  Tendency;  who  fhall  Efcape  but 

from  the  Inftinift,  exprelling  its  abhorrence  and  (which  often  occurs  with  us)  expelling 
the  Houle,  the  deadly  Engines  of  Death  ?  Two  or  three  initances  may  diredl  you!

delpair  d  ,  .nd  by  difmtlling  the  Apothecaries  Boles  and  Draughts,  and  the  Advice 
of  one  u-.t  ileful,  prelcrv  d.  All  the  Nurle-Children  of  a  large  Village  near  Lon¬ 
don,  were  deftroy ’d  m  two  fucceeding  Years,  only  one  Sample  given  of  The  more  lu- 
dicous  Praa.ce.  When  a  dangerous  Epidemical  Fever  ftiall  fpread,  when  the  diftin- 
gu.fti.ng  Motions  to  prepare  and  expel  the  Morbid  Matter,  fhall  be  revealed  to  the 
wary  Oblervattons  of  Natures  Actions  m  its  own  defence,  not  many  fhall  fail  of  Re'ief 
the  ablur  o  and  necefl.tous  Praaice  of  the  Apothecaries  and  Nurfo  ftiall  purfue,  with- 

t0. the  nU1meiab  e  Deaths>  Cuftomary  Empiricifm.  When  the  Funerals 
fhaU  be  hourly,  and  exceed  the  Meafure  our  People  fhall  allow  to  our  Quacking 

when  it  fhall  be  ftyl  d  a  Peflilence ;  then,  (as  in  a  Storm,  all  the  Crew  come  above 
and  exped  the  Orders  from  the  Mailer)  the  Magiftrates  fend  to  the  College  for  their 
Difcover.es,  and  Observations  of  the  greateft  Remedies;  the  Gentlemen  of  the  moft 
ardent  Chanty  contribute  large  Sums  to  provide  great  Magazines  of  Cordials,  to  ob¬ 
viate  the  Umverfal  Dangers,  to  encounter  the  dreaded  Calamity.  We  now  claim  the 
fame  Care  of  the  Publick  to  anticipate  and  expel  a  more  Mortal  Venom  •  the  Imin 
ranee  and  the  Frauds  and  Perfidioufnefs  of  the  Praaicers,  who  are  at  all  Seafons,  f  nd 
rom  the  Palaces  to  the  Cottages,  making  the  moft  terrible  ravage  of  Life,  in  the’ 
moft  eafie  and  fife  Dlftempers,.  without  any  malignant  Symptoms,  but  from  the  Trea-

where  the  Phyficians  are  Improving,  as  fall  as  they  can,  in  all  the  parts  of  Learning 

and  Integrity  to  the  Sick:  But  this  is  decry’d  by  all  the  moft  Illiterate  and  Impudenf 
Phy  i.eians  and  Surgeons,  to  gratify  the  Apothecaries,  who  muft  all  die,  as  in  the  moft 
raging  Plague  ;  .f  the  Sick  are  not  treated  in  the  firft  Place,  with  regard  to  their  weft, 
doing.  1  he  great.  Affembly  Purely  refolv’d  the  Modern  Praftifers  are  infamous  from 
their  want  of  Learning,  Study,  good  Manners  and  Honefty,  from  our  College  Pub- 
hcation  of  the  prefent  State,  and  from  the  Phyficians  prefented  to  them  by  their  Apo¬ 
thecaries  for  Publick  Fame,  which  has  its  abode,  and  blows  the  Trumpet  from  their 
Shops)  who  to  raile  their  afpinng  Intereft,  muft  be  the  moft  defeftive  and  the  moft 
negligent:  and  rude  to  the  Patients.  If  all  the  People  are  lecure,  when  the  Wifdom  and 
Courage  of  the  General  are  the  Common  Theme  of  Difcourfe,  and  they  know  the 
Ordnance  is  wed  ftor  d  :  One  would  think  the  Englijh  Ihould  be  impatient  to  know, 

,f  the  Difpenfirians,  after  Seven  Years  Application  to  the  Patients  and  Laboratory, 
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the  mo  ft  obiervmg  and'fincere  Pearce  do  not  differifrom  the  Phyficians  exploded  in 
the  molt  Publick  manner.  Thefe  muft  be  compell’d  to  exhibit  their  Anfwer  to  the  Bill 
of  tte  Grimes  they  (land  accus’d  of.  The  Leaders  of  the  Apoftates  may  unite  in  draw¬ 
ing  up  the  Reply  to  the  Information  the  College  has  publifh’d.  But  what  can  we  ex¬ 
pert  from  Lofe%  like  Bench,  adding  to  his  Natural  Wit  no  fort  of  Acquifuion  of  the 
moft  neceffary  Language,  any  part  of  Anatomy,  the  careful  Remarks  of  any  one  Pa^ 
tient ;  nor  can  affign  when  he  began,  or  profecuted  the  fcarch  into  the  Difeales  or  Me¬ 
dicines.  Dr.  O.  in  the  Treadle  of  Fevers  has  expos'd  his,  rude  and  abfurd  manner 
of  handling  the  moft  tender  and  brittle  part  of  Phyfick,  and  the  dire  Succefs  which 
muft  follow  in  all  the  Cafes,  not  out  of  his  Power  from  the  Strength  of  Nature.  Mir- 
tnil  has  a  fhatter’d,  or  no  undemanding,  Querpo  is  an  humble  Conformift  to  every 
ones  Opinion,  and  never  offer’d  any  to  the  purpote  of  the  State  of  the  Difeafes*  or  the 
life  of  the  Remedies.  The  Bard  always  with  the  gazing  Gentlemen  pretends  to  folve 
all  the  Difficulties,  but  is  on  Record  to  have  ever  been  on  tfrefalleand  black  fide  of  the 
Problem.  The  part  of  the  Surgery,  who  betray  their  Prentices,  and  are  Traytors  to 
the  Common  Enemy  of  Europe ,  by  deftroying  the  Art,  t.he  wounded  Seamer  and  Sol¬ 
diers  rely  on,  as  well  as  all  the  Peaceable  Patients,  having  none  of  the  great  Spccifick 
internal  Alteratives  to  govern  in  the  moft  deplorable  Cures,  fmee  the  Fountain  of  them, 
the  Induftry  of  the  Phyficians,  has  ceas’d.  It  therefore  now  chiefly  concerns  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries,  who  appoint  the  Studies  and  Operations  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  to 
give  fatisfa£lion  to  the  Kingdom ;  what  may  be  expe61ed  from  their  Servants  and  In- 
ftru&ors,  what  fort  of  Pra&ice  they  intend  to  Borrow,  or  Steal  from  them. 

But  {becaufe  all  the  Apothecaries  are  thought  the  beft  Judges  to  recommend  a  Phy- 
fician,  and  then  approve  or  condemn  his  Opinion  of  the  Difeafe  and  Remedies  he  Or¬ 
ders)  Mr.  Alderman  Santman ,  and  Mr»  Gardiner ,  the  moft  redoubted  Champions  a- 
gainft  the  College,  may  be  provok’d  by  all  the  Englifh  Gentlemen,  to  deliver  their 
fenuments  of  the  College,  and  Difpenfary  Difcourfes,  and  the  Comments  on  them,  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Brevpfler  j  theQueftions  are  obvious,  but  of  vaft  Importance,  i jh 
Whether  the  beft  Remedies  in  the  World  for  Kings  and  the  Nobility,  are  worth  above 
one  Penny,  the  Dole,  except  out  of  many  Hundreds,  three  or  four,  and  thole  under 
fix  Pence  :  If  a  Glafsof  Perl  Julep  rated  at  6  /.  8  d.  be  worth  more  than  8  d.  and 
if  the  Perl  is  more  Valuable  than  Crabs  Eyes  ;  if  one  Gallon  of  the  moft  reviving  Ju¬ 
lep  is  more  Coftly  than  the  little  {hamming  Draught,  the  2oth  part  of  it,  at  i  s.  6d . 
xdly.  Whether  Bezoar,  which  covers  the  Impofture  of  the  Rates  of  many  Thoufand 
Boles  without  it,  is  demonftrated  by  us,  and  lately  before  the  Royal  Society,  to  be  in- 
diffolvable  in  our  Stomachs,  and  therefore  worth  nothing,  unlefs  a  good  cheap  Me¬ 
dicine  is  in  company  with  it.  Whether  our  Precious  Stones  are  worth  one  Penny  the 
Dole,  and  can  be  extradled  by  the  ftrongeft  Concodlion  .*  If  Leaf  Gold  does  not  un¬ 
broken  hinder  the  diffolutiori  of  the  Pills,  and  on  the  EIe<ftuaries  and  Boles  pals  out  of 
the  Body  unalter’d.  3 dly ,  Whether  our  Philofophy  of  the  Simple  and  Compound 
Waters  is  not  the  moft  uleful  Prelent  to  the  Royal  Family,  Nobility,  proving 
that  the  firft  are  only  tainted  with  the  the  Noble  Qualities  of  the  Plants,  the  other  are 
the  Brandy  Spirit,  with  the  diffolv’d  Oyl  of  one  Hundred  Herbs,  and  only  the  diftia.- 
guifhing  (match  of  their  Virtues :  That  the  hourly  life,  to  (upply  the  Ignorance  of 
the  moft  Sovereign  Infufions  of  the  ineftimable  Efficacies  of  the  fix  Claffes,  is  the 
moft  pernicious  in  all  the  Infammatory  Difeales  in  Women  and  Children,  and  every 
Patient  not  prepar’d  for  them  by  the  induftrious  Familiarities  with  Wine  and  the  Spirits, 


and  what  is  their  Judgment  of  the  nafty  Conferees  and  Syrups,  if  the  Vertue  is  eaten  out 
by  the  Fermenting  Sugar.  The  Sentence  is  paft  on  them  and  the  Waters,  in  the  Hiftory 
of  the  Cure  of  the  Young*  Lady,  in  the  Treat ife  of  Exercife.  A  Gentleman  Faw  her 
in  cold  Sweats,  after  a  long  He&ick  From  many  running  Sores,  and  the  Mother  in 
Tears  expe&ing  her  hidden  death;  the  Waters  and  Syrups  had  vitiated  her  Blood, 
the  Preparation  of  a  Plant  nourifh’d  and  repair’d  it  into  Health.  4 tbfy,  Whether  the 
Apothecaries  have  not  violated  every  Law  of  their  Charter,  never  attending  the  Cenw 
fors  to  burn  and  deftroy  the  fcandalous  Mixtures  of  the  Shops,  nor  ever  bringing  the 
Lads  to  be  examin’d,  before  they  let  up,  to  the  Prdident,  which  disfranchizes  every  one 
of  the  Traders  now  living:  What  Punifhment  fhall  be  contriv’d  for  the  Apothecaries 
condemn’d  at  the  College  and  Hall,  projecting  the  Death  of  all  the  Sick,  who  fhall 
unhappily  employ  them.  Jthly,  What  fort  of  Pradlicers  their  unexamin’d  Boys  fhall 
be,  poihbly  ignorant  in.  their  own  Bufinefs,  what  Rewards  our  Law  provides  for  them, 
and  all  the  unlicenc’d  Prefumers  to  deal  in  Curings  to  vend  their  Wares;  if  on  the 
Tryal  they  are  prov’d  injurious  to  the  life  of  the  departed.  Thejullice  of  the  Nation 
will  call  on  the  Company,  when  from  two  Tboufand  they  fhall  become  from  every 
ones  two  or  three  Prentices,  fix  times  two  Thoufand,  unlefs  the  want  of  Trade  with 
decaying  Medicines,  fhall  in  part  put  back  the  Monftrous  Increafc ;  then  they  will 
addreli  the  Parliament  for  Evacuations  and  Coercives,  to  be  return’d  under  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  the  College,  or  the  City,  to  prevent  their  devouring  one  another.  In 
the  lad:  Place,  becaufe  their  Apologilt  has  own’d,  and  their  Fury  proves,  they  appre¬ 
hend  the  Difpenfary  is  the  greateft  and  moll  admirable  Projedf  the  College  has  had  at 
any  time,  to  preferve  the  Money  and  Health  and  Life  of  all  the  People,  and  their 
own  Profeflion,  and  fhall  be  applauded  and  defended  by  all  the  Forces  of  the  King¬ 
dom:  They  mull:  in  private  confefs,  That  the  Difpenlarians  will  Candidly  inform 
one  the  other,  what  mod  important  Remarks  they  have  made  on  Difeafes,  and  the 
Conlequences  of  the  Remedies,  that  all  th<*  Store*  Houfe  of  Nature  will  be  in  that, 
and  their  private  Laboratories  open’d  and  difeover’d,  but  that  the  Patient  or  Apothe¬ 
cary  mull  be  Fools  to  expe&,  and  the  Phyfician  a  Fool,  who  divulges  his  moll  Ef¬ 
ficacious  Preparations  to  rifque  the  Life  of  the  People,  from  the  Apothecaries  in¬ 
capacity  to  diredf  it,  and  their  infamous  intrufion  into  their  Pra&ice,  from  all  the 
pretended  Succeffes  in  the  Tranfitory  Diftempers:  That  the  Difpenfary  is  in  the  Bead 
of  the  College,  till  the  Fewds  rais’d  by  the  Apothecaries  fhall  be  laid,  and  the  Out- 
lyers  commanded  to  joyn  them,  and  aflift  in  the  Recovery  of  the  Art  from  the  Con- 
fufions  and  Diftra&ions  of  the  Society.  Mr*  Gardiner  and  all  the  Brethren  dare  not 
Anfwer  in  Print,  the  Cau£,  they  fay,  will  not  bear  it.  The  College  will  foon  alart$ 
the  Nation  to  our  Ruin  ;  our  bed:  way  is  to  run  into  all  the  Houles,  and  allure  the 
Women,  the  Nurfes  and  Maids  there  are  many  Replies  preparing,  and,  as  the  Athe- 
ifts  and  Debauchees  have  not  wrote  againft  Religion  and  Virtue,  but  befpatter  the 
Clergy,  and  all  the  Gentlemen  of  Society  and  Publick  Spirit ;  we  can  vilify  all  the 
Honourable  Aflerters  of  the  College,  and  the  Prelervation  of  the  Publick. 

We  mull  then  (as  the  old  Britains  (allied  out  of  the  Woods  in  fmall  Parties  on  the 
Invaders,  till  the  many  Clans  could  Unite  and  Form  an  Army)  attack  our 
Enemies  in  the  Houles.  The  Apothecaries  Charter  has  provided,  that  the  Phyficians 
of  England  (as  they  ever  did  in  all  Ages  and  Countries,)  fhall  exercife  their  Faculty  in 
all  its  Parts,  appoint  their  Servants  to  prepare  what  Medicines  they  pleafe.  Our  Pa¬ 
tients  fhall  not  take  a  Pound  and  half  of  vile  Bark,  when  two  Ounces  of  good  will

eondude  the  Difeafe.  They  fhali  not  want  deep  from  weak  Laudanum,  or  deep  their 
lait  deep  with  evaporated,  too  thick  and  overpowerful  The  Errors  of  the  Lads  fliall 
not  frequently  deftroy  the  Sick  in  no  danger ;  the  Apothecaries  (hall  not  (as 
Dr.  G.  has  publifh’d  in  two  of  his  Patients;  make  one  Medicine  without  the  Principal 
Ingredients,  and  fend  a  Vomit  inftead  of  a  Cordial,  take  away  the  Life  to  leflen  the 
Reputation  of  a  Phyfician  to  make  room  in  the  Family,  if  they  furvive,  for  a  Slave 
of  their  own.  When  a  juft  number  dial)  be  fettled  in  the  City,  under  the  Care  of  the 
Magiftrates  and  Phyficians,  the  People  fhali  have  the  publifht  general  Medecines  in 
the  Quantities  from  the  Shops  at  the  fettled  Prices;  the  Families  fhali  be  inftrufted  to 
mix  all  their  Juleps,  to  know  the  Doles  of  the  Ele&uaries,  Powders,  &c-  and  their  Ufes 
in  all  the  Difeafes  they  can  fafely  manage.  Till  that  Golden  Age  fhali  return  ;  the 
young  Phyfician  mud  be  encouraged  by  the  Pra&ice  of  his  Seniors,  to  defpife  and 
contemn  the  filly  Reflexions  of  a  deluded  People,  muft  fupply  his  Patients  with  his 
own,  from  the  Diflpenfary  or  his  Laboratory,  to  make  the  Apothecaries  fufler  by  the 
Lex  Tallows,  the  neceffary  Punifhments  of  the  moft  abfurd  lnvafion  of  the  Profeiflion. 
The  People  will  at  laft  rejoyce,  and  make  the  moft  fincere  acknowledgements,  when 
they  obfervc,  that  the  Remedies  in  Quantities,  to  be  divided  by  themfelves,  with  the 
Informations  of  many  to'  be  prepar’d  at  home,  and  with  the  omiilions  of  the  many 
now  fuperfluous  or  injurious,  may  raife  the  expence  of  i  s,  2  /.  or  in  the  moft 
terrible  and  complicated  Diftempers,  y  s •  in  the  day,  inftead  of  the  Apothecaries  pre- 
fent  Proportion  of  1  or  i  Guineas,  or  3/.  7  s.  6  d.  everyday,  from*  all  the  little 
fhamming  Doles  crowded  upon  them. 

You  will.  Gentlemen,  be  fupported  in  your  Undertaking  to  preferve  the  Nation, 
by  reftoring  the  Learned  and  Sincere  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick,  by  the  moft  Honourable 
and  Potent  Allies,  all  the  Orders  of  the  moft  Reverend  Clergy,  who  are,  as  you  are, 
prepar’d,,  and  will  not  move  from  their  own  Sphere,  the  moft  preiling  Obligations  the 
Law  has  impos’d,  the  moft  Sacred  Oath,  to  aflift  and  defend  the  Profeflions  of  the  Uni- 
verfities,  their  Fountains.  Their  Courage  and  Vigilance  will  be  rais’d  by  the  Furi¬ 
ous  Oppoflers  and  Enemies  of  both  in  this  Age,  which,  while  it  improves  the  Polite  and 
Gentleman-like  Embelifhments,  from  the  fuperficial  Entertainments,  unhappily  falls 
foul  on  the  Solid  and  Ufeful  Learning,  and  with  a  blind  Rage,  on  all  the  Venerable  Au¬ 
thors  of  Antiquity,  and  pretend  to  exftinguifh  all  the  great  Difcoverers  of  every  thing 
moft  ufeful  to  Mankind,  till  now  pofleft  of  Immortality.  Our  College,  the  Preat  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Phyfick,  is  fupplied  from  the  moft  Eminent  Phyficians  of  both  our  Famous 
Univerfities,  and  it  only  can  defend  one  part  of  the  Oracular  Tripod  of  the  Sciences, 
which  are  all  under  the  moft  Solemn  engagements  to  defend  the  whole.  We  have  of¬ 
ten  moft  earneftly  Addreft  to  them,  to.  exa&  from  the  Profeffors  their  moft  ardent 
Care. in  the  Improvements  of  the  Faculties :  and  Glory  in  the  great  Succels,  that  the 
Publick  Sale  of  the  Degrees,  by  the  Profeflbrs  and  the  Beadles,  to  all  the  moft  illite¬ 
rate  Dealers  for  ready  Money,  inftead  of  the  Publick  Demonftrations  of  Merit,  has 
been  lately  exploded  rand  that  inftead  of  Prelenting  Do&ors  to  our  Examination,  with¬ 
out  the  Languages  and  Philofopny,  we  have  from  that  one  the  Phyficians  of  Learn¬ 
ing  and  Honour  and  Confluence,  the  moft  Conflpicuous  AfTertersof  the  College  and  the 
Dilpenfaries.  The  other  will  imitate  the  great  Example,  when  our  Mirmil  (hall  be 
by  them  expos’d  to  the  Publick  Contempt,  the  deadly  Enemy  of  the  Univerfities 
and  our  Society,  the  Leader  of  the  Apoftate  Fadtion,  who  ftrenuoufly  introduces 
the  Empiricks  kco  the  Pofldfion  of  the  Honours  and  Preferments,  exclufive  to  the 
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Phyficians  Educated  in  it.  We  muft  implore  the  Lords  Spirit;  a  to  defend  the  Adf, 
Eitablilhes  our  College,  from  Sufpenfion  and  Death,  in  •vbich  they  are  ingaged 
as  Truftees  or  Parties,  its  great  defign  being  expreft  to  aver,  the  high  difpleafure  of 
trod,  from  the  Frauds  and  Murders  committed  by  the  illiterate  and  unexperienced 
Quacks,  a  Crime  all  the  Divines  avow  is  excepted  from  the  Pardon  of  the  Civil  Magi- 
ftrate,  unlels  by  the  Commutation  of  the  Guilt,  which  can  admit  of  no  Parallel, 
but  the  Englifo  heedlefs  indifferency,  whether  the  People  are  Rob'd  and  Kill’d  by  them 
in  every  Difeafe.  ^  The  inferfour  Clergy,  in  their  mod  conftant  and  afte&ionate  Vi- 
fits  ol  the  Difeas  d,  will  have  unaer  their  Eve  the  grievous  Exactions  of  the  Poor, 
the  defperare  Attempts  on  Lite  by  the  iniatiable  Prefiures  ot  the  numerous  loath’d 
Dofes,  and  the  open  Violences  agalr.it  our  Laws,  lazing  on  the  Phyficians  Property 
The  relief  to  the  Poor  will  be  the  largelf  and  molt  bountiful  Charity,  the  Expuliion 
of  the  Empirick  will  reftore  the  only  Hope  of  the  Sick,  Eftablilh’d  by  Providence 
under  the  moil  zealous  Care  of  the  Magiffrate,  and  by  refcuing  our  Profellion,  they  ; 
will  Eltablr.n  their  own,  which,  fince  the  Rebellion,  from  the  out-cries  in  the  Streets- 
againft  the  Supreme  Ecclefiaftical  and  Civil  Judicature,  has  kept  pace  with  ours,  in  all 
the  Pub.ick  Dilgraces  and  inteftine  Divifions,  and  Publick  Affronts.,  Thefe  are  the: 
Rights  of  the  Chriftian  Church,  which  it  mult  never  part  from,  to  repel  the  Info-- 
lence  of  the  Atheifts  and  Libertines,  denounce  the  dangers  of  Religion  and  the  State 
from  their  Promotions,  .mo  the  molt  infc&kui  Contagions  of  their  Examples.  We 
lie  under  the  lame  Obligation  -  not  to  tty  from  tlie  College,  tho’  reduc’d  to  the  Ex* 
treameft  Difficulties,  but  to  call  for  the  the  molt  invincible  Meliorative,  the  A£t  to  be 
alter’d  to  Conditions  of  the  Age,  the  Liberty  to  choole  a  Learned  and  Faithful  Prefi- 
dent  and  to  ena£t  our  Legal  Vifitors,  who  (as  the  Council  of  Trade)  (hall  Advife  and 
Support  the  Defigns  of  the  Society  for  the  common  Prefervation.  Till  k  fnall  be  obtain’d, 
the  Difpenlarians  have  their  Commilfions  from  the  Government  to  act  in  the  Lower 
Sphere,  to  endeavour  to  remove  the  impenetrable  Obltacles,  to  all  the  Knowledge,  of  . 
Dileales  and  Medicines,  the  firlt  bc-ing  feiz'd  by  the  intrufions  of  the  Quackt ;  and  the 
Remedies  violently  taken  from  us  by  the  Perfidioulhels  of  our  own  Members,  and;  the 
Fatal  Prejudices  of  the  People.  The  fharpeft  Paroxyfins  of  the  Difeafe  are  palt  off ; 
many  of  the  Families  are  plealed  with  the  juft  Proportion  of  the  Medicines,  to  -the  va¬ 
rious  conditions  of  the  Diftempers,  and  at  their  Natural  Values :  They  think  it  mo  ft  - 
Tea  (finable  to  give  the  beginning,  rather  than  the  end,  to  the  Phyfician,  and  look  back 
on  their  paft  Follies  and  Sufferings  with  the  greatefe  Amazements.  We  have,  as 
AriftiJesy  Phecton,  Cato,  Dr.  Goddard,  Dr.  Mcrret,  and  the  other  great  Patrons  of 
Jultice  and  the  Publick  Good,  endur’d  the  unrealonable  obloquies  of  the  deluded  Peo¬ 
ple,  till  the  fence  and  regard  of  them  are  loft.  But  the  intolerable  Numbers  of  the 
Apothecaries  begin  to  force  the  diltrafted  Phyficians  to  unite  againft  the  common  Foe, 
the  Phyficians  in  the  Country  applaud  and  imitate  us;  all  the  Phyficians  of  Scotland, 
except  two,  have  engaged  into  a  Society,  tooppole  the  Enemies  of  the  Life  of  Man, 
and  their  own,  which  will  give  us  a  Supernumerary  Advantage  from  the  Union  of  the  ■ 
two  Kingdoms,  the  Common  Security  of  both. 

When  therefore,  Gentlemen,  you  and  the  other  Famous  Hoipitals  of  London  {hall 
accept  of  Dr.  Harney’s  Beneficence,  and  the  Phyficians  recommended  by  the  College, 
which  is  the  Condition  Annex’d  to  it,  you  will  choofe  from  the  Dilpenfarians,  who  en¬ 
deavour  to  retrieve  the  Ancient  lnduftry,  to  acquire  as  much  as  is  poifible,  of  the  mofc 
abftrule  Kaowlcdg  of  the  innumerable  Dileafes,  and  their  Specific!;  peculiar  Reme-- 


Remedies,  and  fitted  he  perfidious  Engagements  with  the  Apothecaries,  and  profess’d 
Idlenefs and  Negle&  of  the  Patients,  or  to  fupplyaM  their  defe&s,  great  Impudence 
and  Infolence,  and  the  pretences  to  all  manner  of  Literature  and  Improvements 
without  ftudy  or  regard  to  the  Welfare  of  the  Sick.  Your  Surgeons  with  them  renew’d 
every  fifth  Year,  will  prefect  you  with  the  greated  Judgment  and  mod  happy  Ope¬ 
rations  of  all  their  Society,  which  will  be,  in  return,  greatly  advanc’d  by  their  Mem¬ 
bers  and  their  Prentices,  enrich’d  with  the  fucceffes  of  your  Numerous  Patients ;  and 
will  difperfe  their  Abilities  into  all  the  Parts  of  the  Nation,  the  City,  the  Fleet  and  Ar¬ 
mies.  Your  Apothecary,  we  conceive,  rnud  he  fix’d  to  your  Service  only.  The  Me¬ 
dicines  then  and  the  Patients  will  be  always  under  his  Infpe&ion.  He  will  have  no 
Intered  to  byafs  or  dire&  his  Fidelity  to  your  Service.  Another  Shop  befides  yours 
invites  and  gives  the  Arts  the  flight  of  the  hand  prefents  us  ip  the  Fair.  Our  Aflociate 
was  lead  inienfibly,  and  by  degrees  into  the  Difcovery  of  the  600  /.  above  your  ufual 
Expence,  in  two  Years:  a  large  Sum,  and  made  greater  by  the  filtered  in  (even  Years, 
and  without  that  dete&ion,  the  fame,  or  a  greater  Capital  Sum  might  We  been 
withdrawn  every  Year.  Your  Treafurer,  Mr.  Nichols,  presented  a  Paper  to  your 
Phyfician,  containing  many  Years  of  an  equal,  or  not  much  different  Temperature, 
preceding  the  two  devouring,  like  the  (even  formerly  in  ft,  and  defired  to  be  in¬ 
form’d  of  the  Caufe.  He  reply’d  he  could  affignoone,  that  there  were  no  more  Wards 
open,  than  before.  The  Treasurer  afterwards  acquainted  him  that  the  Apothecary 
laid,  there  were  in  the  Book  very  many  Medicines,  which  had  been  u(ed  from  the 
Foundation  of  the  Houfe.  He  affur’d  him,  that  old  and  long  fincedeparted  Receits 
could  not  now  Operate  any  thing  to  the  Expence.  The  Treafurer  then  heard  the  A- 
pothecary  declare.  That  the  two  Phyficians  ufed  feveral  forts  of  Remedies,  and  that 
five  or  fix  had  been  lately  recommended  to  the  Hofpital.  The  Anfwer  was  mod  ob¬ 
vious,  that  the  cwo  Phyficians  ufing  all  the  Remedies  of  the  cheap  Years  in  the  fame 
manner,  couU  not  alter  the  Account :  that  the  fuperadded  could  not  alter  it,  for  they 
flood  in  the  Room  and  Service  of  fo  many  of  the  old,  and  were  as  cheap,  and,  when 
they  Vv’ere  in  life,  the  reft  were  excus’d  ;I  That  the  Houfe  could  not  be  oppreft  with 
the  Charge  of  one  Penny  more.  The  Treafurer  propos’d  the  Number  might  be  a-, 
greed  on,  and  reduc’d  to  a  Certainty.  Our  Affociate  moft  readily  waited  on  theo- 
ther  Phyfician  at  his  Houfe,  three  or  four  times,  on  the  Aftair.  The  Number  was  ad- 
jufted,  he  tranferibed  a  Copy,  and  prefented  it  to  the  Treafurer,  who  expreft  his  Hope, 
that  the  great  Expence  would  be  obviated  for  the  future,  but  M/as  affured,  that  no¬ 
thing  could  be  laved,  fince  the  Proportion  of  one  fort  or  the  other  fort,  was  equal  to 
the  Hofpital,  that  both  the  Phyficians  would  dire&  the  feme  number  of  die  Reme¬ 
dies  equal  in  Price,  as  before.  The  Apothecary  had  never  inform’d  the  Phyficians,  that 
the  Load  of  the  Charge  was  growing  more  heavy,  only  once,  that  the  Oil  of  Sweet 
Almonds  might  be  dearer  in  twelve  Months,  than  the  Linfeed  Oil,  in  the  difference  of 
?  /.  10  f.  He  was  then  required  to  make  his  Publick  Defence,  and  a  Hedg’d,  that  the 
new  Medicines  are  more  Chargeable,  which  is  false;  that  they  are  more  pleafant  and 
de  fir  able,  which  is  true,  but  is  ridiculous,  for  your  Patients  can  have  no  more  than  is 
deliver’d  to  them:  Then,  that  the  want  of  Agreement,  and  frequent  Confultations 
may  be  a  Caufe  of  the  great  Bill  of  Expence.  Our  Aflociate  has  a  large  fhare  of  the 
good  Nature  and  good  Manners  of  the  Engl  ip 0,  but  none  of  the  Modifh  Treachery, 
Flaitpry  and  Complailance  :  He  never  refilled  meeting  the  other  Phyfician,  who  never 
*sk’d  a  Confuitatioa:  He  had  often  met  him  at  his  own  Houfe,  to  fpend  an  Hour  to 


no  purpcle,  and  com~  never  reject  a  pare  of  it  for  the  fervice  of  your  Hofpital.  Tfien; 
that  preferibing  too  many  at  onetime,  is  another  occafion  of  the  Charge.  But  this 
in  your  Gtfe  is  mod  fallen  for  your  other  Doctor  did  always  Order  more  than  tby 
Patients  would  take,  or  v'as  deliver’d  for  them,  and  our  Afiocrare  diredhd  about  the 
.  Number  Dr.  Bernard  before  had  dore,  but  the  Expence  mult  be  the  very  lame 
from  the  Uniform  Prefcriptions  of  many  Years  before.  At  lull  your  Apothecary  is  di- 
ltreft  to  invent  a  Myllerious  F.xcufe  or  Defence.  That  one  Phyfician  writing  after 
the  othei  weekly,  in  the  fame  or  the  following  Lines,  without  dillindtion,  where  the 
prefent  Advice  was  to  take  irs  beginning  ;  he  did  out  of  great  Companion  to  the  poor 
Patients  giw  them  alt  the  Remedies  backwards,  for  our  ten  or  twenly  Lines.  This 
is  a  molt  ridiculous  Impolture,  for  your  Nurfes  have  in  all  times  complained,  that  the 
Sick  did  want  the  juft  and  neceflary  Proportions  for  them.  This  Affair  was  heard 
before  y  or  6  Apothecaries  and  a  Knight.  The  Apothecary  brought  in  a  /peaking 
Head,  which,  by  a  Pipe  under  the  Cloak,  deliver’d  to  the  Company  all  theScanda- 
loufly  falfe,  and  molt  ridiculous  Palliations  of  his  Crimes.  There  were  Merchants 
prelent,  who  have  often  loudly  declar’d  their  diflfatisfa&ion,  and  their  difregard  to  alL 
the  words  utter’d  by  the  Engine  :  but  offer’d  their  Judgment,  that  the  Houle  fhould 
for  the  future  'be  divided.  At  one  of  our  Conferences  at  the  Dilpenlary,  the  true 
Caule  was  difeover’d  by  the  Depofitions  of  many  Phy  ficians,  who  had  heard  their  Pati¬ 
ents  affure  them,  they  would  take  the  Medicines  from  your  Hofpital .-  and  fmee  one 
of  the  Neighbours  in  Smithfield  has  declar’d  the  long  (landing  Cuftom,  that  all  near  - 
her  were  fupplied  from  your  Shop,  and  that  the  inlpedlion  of  your  Books  will  very 
foon  difeover  the  Fallacy.  The  lad  hearing  had  its  rife  from  the  Treat  the  Hofpital  5 
allows  to  the  Officers  on  Eafier  Monday .  Your  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  had  Advanc’d- 
a  Problem,  whether  all  tne  People  in  Sicknels  did  not  def  re,  and  mud  not  be  Cheated 
in  the  Number  and  Prices  of  the  Medecines,  all  wer.  lent  but  our  Affiociate  who 
pleaded  for  a  little  temper,  in  the  tender  Cafes  of  man ;  Families  and  Difeafes^  The 
next  Year,  he  excis’d  his  abfence  from  the  farther  debate  of  that  Queffil 
ceived  from  t  hem  a  oft  fcunilous  Superfcription.  The  Letter  he  return 
that  .hey  might  if  t  plealed  Addrels  it  to  any  one  Difpenfary  Phyfk 
in  the  lame  degree,  Refpedl  and  good  Manners.  Then  was  t! 

lent  forg’d  ;  and  tie  poor  dirty  Servants  of  the  lowed  Offices  fubor 
pters  to  the  Female  Out-Patients  to  come  an  Hour  or  two  after  th 
would  find  the  other  it  leifure  to  receive  them.  Here  again  th 
brought  in,  and  made  ta  render  what  he  never  thought,  that  the- 
are  very  fond  of  his  Couacil  and  Difcourfe.  The  jilting  Who. 
own  Beauty,  and  great  Fortunes  to  catch  the  Cully ;  but  this^Sei 
Meeknefs  of  an  Innocent,  has  the  Fury  alfo  of  a  Cannibal,  and  is  m, 

Mouth  to  devour  one  of  his  own  kind,  and  of  the  fame  Kindred  and  Bloc., 
date  has  imitated  the  Pra<5l*ce  of  Dr.  Sydenham ,  Dr.  Lowers  Sir.  T ho.  Millington , 
paring  them  with  the  bed  Ancient  and  Modern  Authors,  and  never  kept  his  O t 
in  all  Hours  of  the  day  at  one  or  more  Taverns,  to  be  lead  home  from  the  Green 
Dragon  at  two  in  the  Morning,  Speechlefs,  after  having  in  the  prefent  Mode,  gull’d  \ 
the  Staring,  and  all- /wallowing  Admirers  of  the  Narratives  of  the  pretended  Cures.  ^ 
The  Apothecaries  flock  in  to  report  the  Prefent  State  of  the  Patients,  and  ask  for  more 
Help;  they  fee  ffie  Prefumption  of  having  procur’d,  no  one  knows  when,  nor  how, 
more  cunning  -11  the  Univerfe  belidc.  The  London  J?ra6tice,  with  almoft  five 

Medi-i 
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Medicines  only  is  remerobred  with  dcteftatioo,  probably  will  nether  be  forgotten.  There 
Was  a  deadly  Prefcriber  of  Opiates  to  every  Patient.  It  was  a  yife  of  Conlcience  de-  jj 
bated  often  by  the  Clergy  and  Phyiiclans,  if  the  Apothecary  Should  abate  the  Dole,  y  * 
Many  did  leave  out  three  parts  in  four,  the  more  pun&uai  '/oft  their  Cuftomers  that  "" 
Night,  and  many  in  Letters  to  the  Centers,  ladly  bemoan’d  ikeJad  Fate  of  the.  People,  1 
expos’d  to  rough  and  furious,  or  in  the  other  DiftemperS  tp  the  equally  Fatal  Com- 
pofers  of  Pain.  The  Author  of  the  Dilpenlary  Poem  made  his  Complaint  to  the 
rrefident  of  a  Lady  on  the  point  of  being  rid  of  a  Cold  by  the  Family-Remedies, 
fiiddenly  ftrangled  by  the  Cruel  Affe&ion  of  a  Friend,  who  brought  the  Phyfician. 

One  could  almoft  wifti,  that  the  World  was  to  be  on  the  Level  for  three  or  four 
Days,  that  your  poor  Women  might  keep  the  beft  Company,  and  be  better  inform’d. 

But  all,  who  have  been  ask’d  the  Quefeon,  pofitively  deny  it,  we  do  therefore  freely 
forgive  the  Injury  not  defign’d  again  ft  our  Friend,  when  we  can  calmly  reiblve,  that 
He  does  not  know  the  great  Defign,  nor  has  a  part  in  the  Tragedy.  This  Matter  alte  wa$ 
heard  before  three  or  four  Apothecaries  and  the  Knight,  whole  readinete-  to  undertake 
the  Office  of  an  Examiner  much  furprix’d  us,  when  he  had  never  th.  Order  confer’d 
on  him,  came  in,  without  Examination,  with  the  Clean  and  Unclean,  in  my  Lord 
Jefferies  Charter :  He  had  the  Modefty*  when  our  Affociate  on  a  great  Occafion  put 
him  in  Mind,  that  his  Merit  had  never  been  diteovr’d  by  the  neceifary  Proof,  and 
that  having  no  degree  in  Phylick  from  our  Univerfities,  he  could  not  by  Law  appear 
among  the  Fellows,  to  withdraw  filently,  and  has  decently  fiace  that  time  never  ap¬ 
pear’d  in  that  Place.  We  have  the  more  largely  reported  the  Artemi  of  trie  Parties, 
that  you  may  obferve  with  what  excels  of  Rage  the  College  and  Dilpenlary  aie  a (- 
faulted.  You  may  make  the  Application  for  your  own  Pretervation,  when  as  in  the 
Cate  of  the  molt  Reverend  the  Lord  Biffiop  of  fychefter,  the  greateft  Innocence  and 
Vittu£  cannot  proted  us  againft  a  Blackhead  and  Subornations.  .  , 
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
